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And It Was All Eight 

Notes on a life saved by rock & roll

I’m in a tortured dream straight 
out of “The Sorcerer’s Apprentice” 
sequence of Fantasia, where 
Mickey Mouse gets a few brooms 
to carry the buckets of water 
that are his chore to carry but 
then falls asleep. While out of 
it, Mickey misses that the brooms 
keep multiplying, and the water 
floods over everything. Fantasia is a 
film I’ve always admired more than liked, 
without even admiring most of it all that 
much. But it is a great nightmare trigger. I’m 
deeply sleeping, both states - sleep and, espe- 
cially, deep sleep - being rare. In my dream 
there is water everywhere and everywhere 
water. Lapping at the edges of the water, as 
well as driving it, geyserlike, into sporadic 
eruptions, is chaos. 

Dreaming of the swelling flood, I’m haunt- 
ed by other things as well - deeper things 
that are more of the desert than the sea. 
No longer is each broom in supernatural 
servitude to Mickey; instead, they’ve become

representative of the never-ending 
piling up of anger by some small 
group of our readers. It becomes 
the layering of another letter 
wrapped in the writer’s purity 
while pouring forth vitupera- 
tion on so many others, the 
religions assaulted, the hypo- 
critical righteousness, the self- 
anointed talking-head pronounce- 
ments of judgment, and the too-seriously 
intoned, self-sanctified attacks. Shorn of 
the many thoughtful comments, articulate 
ripostes, differing views, and careful attempts 
at dialogue, the rest melds into an emotional 
sludge. If it is not drowning me, then I’m 
surfing it. 

Tumbling out of Disney and into M.C. 
Escher, the Chronicle fades from a weekly 
publication, from work and joy, into another 
tortured and torturing dream. Lacking any 
coherence, it is one where there is no longer 
black and white; there are no longer words 
and meanings. Instead, with my deadline in 
the rearview mirror, the misshapen words that 
I’m trying to herd together into thoughts and 
meanings are more wild and uncooperative 
than ever. 

Often, I find myself daydreaming of the 
scene in The Wizard of Oz in which they 
replace all the scarecrow’s straw stuffing. 
Physically and mentally, I’d love to be so 
cleansed. I wake, shower quickly, sit down to 
write more, but this time put on rock & roll to 
block me from part of myself while also bring- 
ing me back into another part. 

Last night, I was watching a film on 
TCM starring Carole Lombard. She was at a 
nightclub, doing a feathered fan dance. Her 
beauty was subdued, and the radiated joy 
that was her aura was missing. Moving the 
fans, she seemed overwhelmingly sad. The 
film was heading toward its ending, so the 
dullness soon faded. Bizarrely, I felt a ter- 
rible ache, a sympathetic, almost two-thirds- 
of-a-century-old, empathetic connection to 
husband Clark Gable, searching for Lombard

after her plane crashed. Hoping against hope 
that she survived, he is facing a faded light 
that will never return.

It is so much better to drive by the Stop n 
Shop than to walk by it, because when you 
drive by it, you can have your radio on! 

Sometime back, I quoted some lyrics from 
“Roadrunner,” only to have a columnist writ- 
ing elsewhere argue that I had gotten them 
wrong. He not only offered a corrected version 
but then denied me the right to know, quote, 
or believe in “Roadrunner” because, as he saw 
it, I produce shows rather than make music, 
which marks me as corrupt. 

For the record, there are many versions of 
the song; these lyrics are from one of them. 
In just a while now, the bully boys of pure- 
rock devotion are going to drown me in a 
medieval-type test of my purity as they indict 
me for rock & roll impropriety. The test might 
be tying me to the train tracks or maybe just 
throwing me in to the ever-rising floodwaters 
of their contempt. If I don’t die, it proves what 
a corrupt, soulless parasite I am - and if it 
does kill me, well, that really is all I deserve, 
given my intimate relationship with the devil 
and the steel whores. 

I’ve always been in awe of those people who 
continually operate in absolute certainty of the 
rightness of their actions and thoughts. Never 
sure, actually more happy lost than found, 
during the mildest of days on the calmest of 
waters, my sea legs have never been steady. 

On and off, I’m thinking about rock & roll 
and how it has saved my life again and again, 
as have so many kinds of culture - movies, 
comic books, poetry, short stories, novels, 
TV shows, and who knows what else - but it 
never really saved my life as though it were a 
life preserver, tossed to me while I was drown- 


ing, that I knew nothing about (who tossed 
it, where it was tossed from, what the life 
preserver was made of). 

The music is never separate from those 
who create it. It showed me how to live; it 
blessed the gathering of my energies, the 
slow regroupings after the many disappoint- 
ments. Rock & roll inspired and restored me, 
demanding that I move forward while denying 
all avenues of retreat. I was centered by noble 
acts of culture, baptized in the creative output 
of geniuses. The point that is so easy to lose 
and so hard to maintain is to live your life 
with honor. 

This is not the piece I want to be writing, 
nor is it the time to write that piece. It is 
an introduction - or, more accurately, hal- 
lucinatory fragments of an introduction to 
an introduction.

It makes no sense here, but all I’m thinking 
of are the stories that Andy Warhol superstar 
Ondine told about being Edie Sedgwick’s 
French maid. Sleeping in Central Park, he’d 
wake in the morning and walk over to her 
apartment, where he assumed his duties.

The Beatles are again everywhere, again 
jump-starting the culture, again offering joy 
and attacking complacency while defying 
all expectations. Here is legendary producer 
Bob Johnston reminiscing about touring 
England with Bob Dylan & the Hawks and 
then remembering when the Beatles and 
Dylan met. 

On tour: “I went to England with Dylan 
when he first went electric and was playing 
with the Hawks. [The Band was then called 
the Hawks.] I thought the Band was so 
amazing. I worked with them on a bunch of 
stuff with Dylan. Rick Danko, Levon Helm, 
Garth Hudson, Richard Manuel, and Robbie 
Robertson, those guys, man, they were amaz- 
ing talents, and also they were amazing people. 
They came through with Dylan’s sound there 
for a long time. I know I was there in England 
recording what would much later become the 
1966 live album with Dylan and the Band. 

“Then Levon got really tired and had to 
go back to the States. We got in another guy 
who used to be with the Fifth Dimension or

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something - can’t think of his name. But he 
was . . . Dylan said he was the best drummer 
he ever had in his life. 

“I recorded Dylan with the Hawks in 
London, Manchester, and Sheffield. This was 
when he first went electric. 

“I did all the stuff, took my wife there on her 
birthday, took two of my sons; they went with 
me all over Great Britain. 

“What they did at first was that they never 
would put this live album out. Last year, 
it was finally released. Recorded in 1966, 
released four decades later, Rolling Stone said 
it was the best live album ever made. 

“And the producer’s name on the record 
was Bob Rosen. 

“Bob Rosen is a wonderful guy and a good 
buddy of mine. Bob runs Dylan’s stuff. Dylan 
always bats everything off of him. 

“Dylan said to him, ‘Bob, I didn’t know 
you did that.’ Rosen answered, ‘There wasn’t 
any producer name on it, so they just put my 
name on it!’ 

“When I told him that I was the producer, 
Rosen said, ‘I’ll help you put your name on 
there.’ But they gave it to Rosen - he was 
only 6 years old when it was recorded! This 
is the live 1966 Bob Dylan recording.” 

Meeting the Beatles: “Dylan was staying at 
the Mayfair Hotel in London, where it ended 
up with him and with the Beatles up on the 
bed. They came to see his concert. I remem- 
ber that the Beatles walked in to see Dylan in 


his room. He talked to ’em all night. He’d 
come back and forth, but he’d talk. 

“When the Beatles entered the hotel 
room, they were the Beatles. When they 
left it, they weren’t the Beatles anymore. 
They were John Lennon, George Harrison, 
Paul McCartney, and Ringo Starr, in terms 
of how they thought of themselves. 

“That’s who they were; they were dif- 
ferent people. It went from there. You can 
check it: when that happened, how it hap- 
pened, what happened.” 

From an interview with Johnston the 
next day: “They said they had a poll of 185 
people in the music business, and they 
voted that [ Blonde on Blonde ] No. 1 over 
the Beatles. That’s like I told you yester- 
day, about Mayfair, remember? They were 
like the Three Stooges! ‘Hey, John, Paul, 
Harry, whatever your name is.’ When they 
walked out of that hotel, they were different 
people. I saw it.” ■

After I walked into the back 
of his wheelchair, he asked, “Hey brother, can 
you help me out?” I saw his smile and the brick 
ground beneath his missing right leg and pulled a 
dollar out of my wallet. We exchanged stories and 
conversation before shaking hands and going our 
separate ways. This man was not only the most 
pleasant person I spoke with all day but also hap- 
pens to be a fully disabled combat veteran living 
on $285 a month from the U.S. Department of 
Veterans Affairs and whatever else he can garner 
from panhandling. 


As wars, foreclosures, and bankruptcies 
escalate, so will homelessness and despera- 
tion. To equate our poorest citizens with sui- 
cidal cult followers of Jim Jones is as irrational 
as asking a needy woman for money or repeat- 
edly calling the police to harass impoverished 
people. Our time would be better served calling 
our elected officials and asking them to sup- 
port funding for the VA and housing programs 
rather than for bat-winged bombers and bank 
bailouts.

I have been a working musician in Austin for 
11 years. The last nine or so, they have been 
barricading Sixth Street on the weekends. In 
those years, many times I have had to make my 
way to the venue to unload or load gear in and 
navigate these barricades (usually with the aid 
of an Austin Police officer). On Sept. 11 I had 
a show on Sixth just west of Red River. I was 
not able to get there before the barricades were 
put up, and it was raining like mad. So, when I 
moved the barricade to get to the venue like I 
had done numerous times before, I was pulled 
over by Officer B.C. Lutringer. I explained that I 
was just trying to get to my work and would be 
moving my car as soon as I had unloaded the 
gear. Not only did he give me a ticket for this, 
when passersby tried coming to my defense and 
said that I was just trying to work and that he 
should have sympathy for hard-working people, 
he made the comment that that’s why he doesn’t 
want my job, because he makes $96,000 a year 
doing his! (By the way, I made about $5 after 
paying for parking to play the gig.) When I asked 
him how he would suggest I get my gear into 
the club, he said walk it from my parking space. 
This was a Saturday night, and my parking space 
ended up being on Eighth and a couple of blocks 


farther west. As I was getting the ticket, another 
officer walked by and mocked me, asking if I was 
a rocket scientist and saying I should load in 
through the alley. Well, that alley was barricaded 
as well. Now, I understand why the barricades 
are there, but I wasn’t some random drunk disre- 
garding it, I was just working. Live music capital, 
indeed. The fine for this offense: $200. Thank 
you, city of Austin, for making your musicians so 
unwelcome and even poorer.

WHAT ABOUT EMPLOYEE RIGHTS? 

Dear Editor, 

Re: The firing of Jay Wyatt [“Watching Jay 
Like a Hawk,” News, Oct. 2]: I was similarly 
accused of sexual harassment at StarTran. I 
was originally charged with sexual misconduct; 
the charges later dropped to sexual harassment 
and then to inappropriate conduct. There was no 
evidence to either and included no witnesses. 
Management had me pegged guilty before the 
start of the “investigation” with their “kangaroo 
court,” and their presiding Nazi gestapo agents 
found me guilty without any credible evidence. I 
was suspended for two days, forced to attend 
a sexual harassment retraining class, and still 
have this on my record. There was also another 
complaint of the same nature from the same 
person, filed on another employee that was 
not investigated (the accused was a female; 
I am male). When I heard this, I went to the 
Equal Employment Opportunity office and filed

Some Spare Change on Panhandling 

Can Austin find ways to meet the real need?

Over the years, I’ve given and not given to 
panhandlers. 

It depends on many things: whether I’ve got any- 
thing to give, if I’m in a hurry or a generous mood, 
if the panhandler is polite and appears genuinely 
needy, if I smell a scam, the general circumstances 
(e.g., day or night), how many times I’ve been hit up 
that day, and so on. I’ve never had a “policy” 
on the matter, and I suspect many people 
behave the same way - trying to be 
charitable, while trying not to encour- 
age fecklessness or just be a sucker. 

But in an increasingly big city and a 
sinking economy, panhandling has 
become a persistent and vexing question, 
and it’s about to make its not infrequent 
return to City Hall. As we report elsewhere in 
this issue (see “The Latest Proposal,” p.27), the 
Downtown Austin Alliance is recruiting support for 
strengthening of the anti-solicitation ordinance (pro- 
posed in coordination with a Responsible Giving 
campaign). It’s likely that an amendment to extend 
the current nighttime ban in central Downtown (1-35 
to San Antonio Street and Cesar Chavez to 11th 
Street) to 24 hours will reach City Council in the next 
couple of months. Advocates are lining up on both 
sides, and the eventual outcome remains in doubt. 
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The difference this time is that the DAA and its 
business alliance is being joined by the major social 
service agencies serving the homeless, and even by 
the Downtown churches that devote considerable 
financial and personal resources to feeding and help- 
ing the chronically needy. Institutional providers have 
long counseled against direct donations to panhan- 
dlers, on the pragmatic grounds that you 
can’t actually know whether your gift is 
helping or hurting - they advise instead 
volunteering or donating directly to ser- 
vice agencies. As Helen Varty, executive 
director of Front Steps (which manages 
the ARCH and serves many clients with 
mental-health or substance-abuse prob- 
lems), bluntly puts it: “We don’t feel it’s in 
the best interests of the clients that we repre- 
sent for them to be panhandling or for people to be 
giving to them. ... In a very dramatic sense, you 
could be giving somebody money for their last drink 
or drug, if it’s the one that kills them.” 

Varty describes the broader support for tightening 
restrictions as indeed reflecting a “sea change,” and 
she credits meetings sponsored by the DAA and 
Council Member Sheryl Cole as bringing together 
all the stakeholders and allowing the conversation

> JUSTICE FOR MAMADEE Attorney Rick Reed dropped us a line 
on Oct. 2 to let us know that 17-year-old high school senior 
Mamadee Baby Kamara has been readmitted to Eastside 
Memorial Green Tech High School, effective Monday morning. 
Kamara had been expelled from high school for allegedly partici- 
pating in an aggravated robbery near Kealing Middle School. 
Kamara insisted he was not involved, and the Travis County 
District Attorney’s Office ultimately dismissed the charges against 
him. Still, Austin ISD expelled Kamara, for a term of 730 days - a 
year longer than he had left in school. His court-appointed attor- 
ney, Reed, argued that the district’s decision was arbitrary and 
did not afford Kamara the due process he was entitled to. (For 
more on this, see “Guilty Until Proven Innocent,” Sept. 25.)

> PERRY PARDONS WOODARD Exonerated inmate James Lee 
Woodard, who spent 27 years in prison for a rape-murder he did 
not commit, is one step closer to claiming more than $2 million 
in state compensation for his wrongful incarceration, thanks to a 
pardon for innocence issued by Gov. Rick Perry on Sept. 30. 
Woodard had been sentenced to life for the rape and murder of 
his girlfriend, Beverly Ann Jones. DNA testing sought by the 
Dallas County District Attorney’s Office proved his innocence, and 
he was finally released from prison last year. Under state law, 
Woodard is eligible for $80,000 in compensation for each year he 
spent behind bars; now that he has an official pardon, he can 
apply for the compensation from the comptroller’s office. “James 
Lee Woodard was wrongfully convicted for a crime he did not 
commit,” Perry said. “My action today cannot give back the time 
he spent in prison, but it does end this miscarriage of justice.”

> HOWARD DRAWS 2010 CHALLENGER Rep. Donna Howard, 

D-Austin, has become the first Travis County state representative 
to face a challenger in next year’s general election. Self-declared 
“fiscal and economic conservative” Glenn Bass has filed to run 
as a Republican in House District 48. The former banker now runs 
the Bass Group - the holdings of which include the Glenn Bass 
Productions media firm - and serves on the statewide advisory 
board for Carole Keeton Strayhorn’s Our Texas Grandchildren 
Foundation. Before moving to Austin in 2000, when he served as 
a volunteer on the Bush-Cheney 2000 campaign, he produced 
and hosted the Christmas at the Governor’s Mansion TV special 
with then-Gov. George W. Bush. Howard has held the seat since 
winning the 2006 special run-off election to finish Republican 
Todd Baxter’s unexpired term. In 2008, she beat off a challenge 
from GOPer and insurance agent Pamela Waggoner 54% to 42%, 
with Libertarian Ben Easton bringing up the rear with 4%.

WHAT'S YOUR INCENTIVE? 

‘Economic development’ is a horse of many different colors

More often than not, speakers before City Council reveal 
as much about themselves - their interests, passions, and 
prejudices - as about the item at hand. And every now and 
then, an item comes along that’s a veritable Rorschach test. 
Stare into the inky blob of proposed policy and tell me - what 
do you see? 

That was the case with Item 11 last week, creating an 
enhanced review process for economic incentive proposals. 

Making good on a council directive from February, it calls for a 
formal cost-benefit analysis and assessment of a proposal’s 
direct and indirect costs, along with expanded public notifica- 
tion procedures: a public presentation to council, with info 
posted online prior, and council approval delayed until the 
next meeting. 

To some in council chambers, it wasn’t good gov- 
ernment but good jobs at stake. The Rev. Fred 
Krebs of Austin Interfaith began by stating: 

“Austin has a poverty rate of 17 percent, a child 
poverty rate of 22 percent, and an uninsured 
rate of 25 percent. And what’s most shocking of 
all, these rates are higher than both the Texas 
and national average. ... Austin is becoming the 
poverty capital of Texas. And this is deplorable.” 

Austin Interfaith was calling for any company receiving 
city incentives to pay a livable wage (and then some, really): 
$18 an hour with benefits, as well as pledges of career 
advancement. Said one council aide: To meet Al’s demands, 
“you’d have to raise some of our salaries.” 

Al’s proposals careened into reality on the dais; Council 
Member Sheryl Cole said: “I am concerned that we still have 
people in this community who are unemployed, underem- 
ployed, are only qualified to receive low wages. ... For us to 
adopt a policy that totally excludes them from incentives ... 
is troubling to me.” Al’s Minerva Camarena responded: “We 
don’t need more low-wage jobs. They exist.” To which Cole 
countered with some sobering statistics: “The unemployment 
rate in the African-American community is upwards of 30, 40%. 
... And the statistics for the Hispanic community are worse 
than that.” Al did win one victory: Bill Spelman, quizzing staff 
on the fiscal assessment tool (city economics engine WebLOCI), 
pondered how to take salaries into account, before settling 
on a low tech solution: The council could set a “floor” for 
wages, below which companies wouldn’t be considered. 

The assessment was the center of discussion for another 
speaker, crammed with concerns apart from Al’s: ChangeAus- 
tin’s Brian Rodgers, who called for a third-party analysis of 
economic agreements. The incentives-excitable maven of 
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Stop Domain Subsidies, Rodgers paraphrased the city’s eco- 
nomic policy thusly: “We don’t have an economic develop- 
ment department. We have given that over to the chamber of 
commerce.” More precisely, to the chamber’s Opportunity 
Austin initiative, a real estate-heavy group dedicated to local 
growth. (The Opportunity Austin website lists the Samsung 
expansion and the Home Depot and Hewlett-Packard data 
centers - three of the seven groups to sign economic agree- 
ments with the city - as “notable successes.”) 

“So what we have is an economic development policy of a 
city that is driven by real estate interests,” Rodgers said. While 
reflecting some fuzzy math, Rodgers’ argument still stood: 
the chamber’s interests stand in growing the entire metropoli- 
tan statistical area - stretching roughly from Round 
Rock to San Marcos - while it’s in the city’s interest 
to keep “our tax money,” in the form of incentives, 
in Austin. To ensure more of a local impact, he 
advocated the computer analysis be run by the 
Capital Area Council of Governments. 

Spelman had a question: if CAPCOG and the 
city are using the same software, why does it mat- 
ter? “I don’t trust that an in-house analysis will be 
fair and unbiased,” Rodgers said, piquing City Manager 
Marc Ott’s interest: “Are you questioning whether or not 
staff has the ability to effectively use the model? Or do you 
have some other concern?” Rodgers replied that city staff 
“are under a lot of pressure,” which Ott rejected. Reiterating 
his belief that CAPCOG would perform the service for free, 
Rodgers said, “there are outside pressures not allowing a full 
airing ... of this issue.” Randi Shade sounded off, noting 
CAPCOG services aren’t exactly free, because “the city of 
Austin is the largest dues-payer” to the entity. Rodgers quasi- 
conspiratorially continued that “somebody is keeping this 
third party out of the loop. And that seems to be a political 
pressure rather than getting to the right answer.” Mayor Lee 
Leffingwell endeavored to close the conversation: “Staff 
does not make the decision on economic incentive packages. 
Opportunity Austin does not make that decision. CAPCOG 
does not make it. The City Council makes that decision.” 
Ultimately, Leffingwell led the council to a vote, leaving the 
item’s language unchanged and calling Austin Interfaith’s sug- 
gestions “not fully developed.” The item passed unanimously, 
with a pledge to revisit wage concerns in the future. And the 
speakers’ preconceived notions - alternately envisioning a 
surplus of local work or a real estate-driven cabal - were aired 
for all to see. ■

She says that there’s a new will- 
ingness among providers to acknowledge 
the predicament of “entertainment district” 
businesses, and business owners are realiz- 
ing the desperate need for more affordable 
housing. “I think ultimately that the 
Downtown community,” she adds, “both 
businesses and residences, are going to have 
to contribute to the solution, if there’s ever 
going to be a solution.” 

Not Unanimous 

That’s not to say everyone agrees on the 
need for a new ordinance, nor even that 
enacting more restrictions will have much 
tangible effect on broader Downtown con- 
cerns. Richard Troxell of House the Homeless 
calls it a “rush to judgment” and is working 
on a formal response. He has argued force- 
fully that such ordinances 
amount to “outlawing pov- 
erty,” sidestep the much 
greater need for livable-wage 
jobs, and more simply, 
attempt to deprive the 
homeless of “the right to 
solicit their fellow human 
beings for help.” For similar 
civil rights reasons - argu- 
ably, a request for money is 
protected free speech - the ACLU’s Debbie 
Russell has written to the supporting organi- 
zations appealing to the providers instead 
“to continue fighting for long-term, sustain- 
able solutions that don’t punish those seek- 
ing services.” 

Varty, Cole, and others would likely 
respond that that’s exactly what they’re 
doing. Cole says the city can’t expect 
Downtown support for permanent housing 
solutions if the city ignores the tangible 
needs of the neighborhood, and Varty (point- 
ing to San Antonio’s Riverwalk) says it’s not 
unreasonable for a city to designate an 
“entertainment district” where people can 
expect to be free of constant solicitation. “I 
think the entertainment district, they can 
[limit] it,” Varty says, “but if they go beyond 
that, they’re going to have a hard time get- 
ting broader support.” 


What Then? 

Even those who support amending the ordi- 
nance readily acknowledge that “the homeless” 
are not Downtown’s worst problem - drunken 
fights, assaults, and even the occasional shoot- 
ing among folks otherwise “housed” head that 
fist - and say that limits on panhandling at best 
can ameliorate public nuisances and make visi- 
tors routinely feel more comfortable. The big- 
ger and more troubling question is whether 
the expressed support for “comprehensive 
solutions” - that is, truly affordable housing 
and corollary services for the needy - will be 
translated into tangible public and private 
resources for already overstretched agencies. In 
Austin as in Texas generally, the conventional 
response is to fund law enforcement - making 
the police both first responders and last resort 
- and leave the rest to charity. 

“There’s not a lack of 
solutions,” says Varty, 
pointing particularly to the 
national Housing First 
movement - moving peo- 
ple into subsidized basic 
housing before expecting 
them to address other 
responsibilities - that is 
producing tangible results 
in other cities. “We need to 
start planning, and we need to find the 
resources to do it,” Varty says, “down to 
how’s it going to get paid for.” Cole adds that 
while she supports giving the Downtown 
neighborhood the tools to address a visible 
burden it endures disproportionately to the 
rest of the community, she also believes that 
it’s past time for private interests to step up 
to the plate to address the city’s broader 
responsibilities. “Austin is overdue in its 
commitment from the private sector,” Cole 
declared, “for so many of our needs.” 

So that’s where we stand - too early to 
know what the proposed ordinance will look 
like, and much more importantly, not at all 
certain whether the resources for truly broad, 
effective, and humane solutions to the home- 
lessness problem in Austin will ever material- 
ize. I wish I could offer more confidence in 
the response. ■

PLANET CANDEFt 
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Gilliam Retires 

Cap Metro switches gears 



No one was singing “Ding-Dong, the Witch 
Is Dead” (out loud, anyway), but there was like- 
ly a collective sigh of relief among both sup- 
porters and critics of Capital Metro last week 
when CEO and President Fred Gilliam finally 
announced his retirement, effective Oct. 16. 

While those close to the transit authority 
generally said Gilliam’s tenure had its ups 
and downs, it will likely be most remembered 
for the downs of its last couple of years: a 
commuter rail system that still has not 
debuted long after it was originally scheduled 
to start, a labor strike, and a financial crisis. 

But despite public perception that Gilliam 
may be jumping from - or was pushed from - 
a sinking ship, he told the press last Wed- 
nesday that his decision was purely financial, 
not political. “Today is the last day that I can 
accept” an early retirement package offered 
by the Cap Metro board of directors earlier 
this year, said Gilliam, 67. “If I miss the win- 
dow of opportunity, I will not be able to take 
advantage of the early retirement. ... If I 
miss it, it’s just like throwing money away.” 

Asked if local elected officials had pres- 
sured him to call it quits - specifically, state 
Sen. Kirk Watson is rumored to have told 
Gilliam to leave or be forced out - Gilliam 
said, “I cannot confirm that.” Watson would 
not confirm it either. 

Gilliam added that he would not have retired 
if the package hadn’t been dangled before 
him. “There’s never a good time” to retire, 
said Gilliam. “This organization ... always has 
projects going on. You just never come to a 
good point in life when you’re the leader of it 
that you’re going to have that opportunity 
where you don’t have anything to do.” 

Does he have any regrets? “I wish we had 
not established an opening date for the rail 
as quickly as we did,” Gilliam said, referring 
to the original fall 2008 start-up date that 
has since been pushed back to the first 
quarter of 2010 at the earliest. “That has 
created more negative news.” 


The reaction of board members to Gilliam’s 
retirement was mixed. “I am impressed with 
Fred Gilliam,” said Leander Mayor John 
Cowman. “I think what he came into and 
what he went through to get us to where we 
are is like night and day. ... The efficiency of 
the system, the more businesslike atmo- 
sphere that we’re headed toward - not there 
yet, but we’re headed toward - he’s the lead- 
er, and he went through hell.” 

“He did the best he could with what he had 
to work with,” said board chair and Travis County 
Commissioner Margaret Gomez. She said peo- 
ple should look toward both a failure of Cap 
Metro to establish sound financial policies early 
in its existence (it was created in 1985; Gilliam 
has been CEO since 2002) and unanticipated 
problems converting freight rail tracks to com- M 
muter rail as part of the story. “We can’t totally o 
blame him for the mistakes. He is highly | 

respected within the transit industry.” a 

“It’s probably best categorized as up and 
down,” said Austin Mayor Pro Tern Mike 
Martinez, the board’s strongest critic of 
Gilliam. “Fred was brought in to get rail up 
and running. The first election we lost, the 
second one we prevailed, but now we’re strug- 
gling again. We’ve lost community confidence, 
and the rail line isn’t up and running. 

“It’s time for a leadership change,” he con- 
tinued. “I think Fred is a good man who has 
nothing but the best of intentions for his com- 
munity and for Cap Metro, but we are strug- 
gling right now with organization morale, with 
[finding] a leader that has an organization 
going in a clear direction.” 

Predictably, Jay Wyatt, president of 
Amalgamated Transit Union Local 1091, 
which represents most of Cap Metro’s drivers 
and mechanics, was less charitable. “I think 
this place has been pushed down below the 
ground because of his mismanagement of 
this place,” Wyatt said. “I hope the board will 
be wise enough to go out and find somebody 
that knows what they’re doing. ... [Not] how 


[former board chair] Lee Walker hired him. 
Do a national search to find the best quali- 
fied person.” 

Another perspective comes from longtime 
Capital Metro critic Gerald Daugherty, the 
former Travis County commissioner who was 
voted out of office last November: “It was 
probably time for Fred to go,” Daugherty says. 
But he puts more of the blame on Walker’s 
push for rail. “Most of the things that have 
happened the last 10 years have happened 
on the watch of one person that is no longer 
there. ... The demise of this organization - 
and I have said it for a long time - rail will 
put this entity on an unsustaining path of not 
being able to do what public transit in Austin 
needs to do, and that is have a superior bus 
system where most people can get around.” 

Outside the board, Watson - who chairs 
the Capital Area Metropolitan Planning 
Organization, responsible for regional trans- 
portation planning - said Gilliam’s retirement 
“comes at an opportune time” and he hopes 


that a new board (created from state legisla- 
tion Watson got passed in the spring) will 
complement a new manager. Watson said he 
hopes the board will mainly focus on a new 
CEO with strong management skills over spe- 
cific transit experience: “I don’t even care if 
he can spell ‘bus,’” said Watson, giving the 
example of General Motors looking outside 
its industry for a new CEO. 

The name of current executive vice presi- 
dent and Chief Development Officer Doug 
Allen has been thrown about a lot as 
Gilliam’s possible replacement. Asked if he 
wanted the job, Allen said, “I’ll cross that 
bridge when I come to it.” 

“The next CEO - or general manager, which 
is what it really should be titled - is going to 
have to come in with a clear understanding 
that community confidence has to be 
regained,” said Martinez. “A clear, definitive 
path moving forward, and how we achieve 
that, the goals and objectives, needs to be 
laid out.” - Lee Nichols

All ’Dillos Go to Heaven? 



Where have all the ’Dillos 
gone? Downtown Austinites said 
goodbye to the familiar trolley cars 
and their distinctive wood and 
brass fittings on Oct. 2 as Capital 
Metro officially terminated the 
Downtown ’Dillo routes. But what 
will happen to the 14 vehicles? 

While the service is suspended for 
the current fiscal year, they are 
still part of the fleet and are moth- 
balled in Cap Metro’s garages. The 
transit authority is undergoing a 
comprehensive operations analysis 
and has not ruled out bringing 
them back as part of a future 
downtown circulator system. Another option is selling them off. Cap Metro Communications Manager 
Adam Shaivitz said, “That’s always a possibility when there are surplus vehicles that have reached the 
end of their lifespan.” In 2008, after the transit authority cut the number of routes from five to two, a 
dozen surplus trolleys were sold through online auction site GovDeals.com. Buyers included Antique 
Limousines of Austin: Rebranded as Austin Trolley Company vehicles, the minibuses were part of the 
Friday afternoon shuttle service to Austin City Limits. - Richard Whittaker 
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Precinct 4 Alvarez 

Former Austin City Council Member Raul 
Alvarez on Wednesday announced his can- 
didacy for the Precinct 4 seat on the Travis 
County Commissioners Court, signaling to 
incumbent Commissioner Margaret Gomez 
that she’ll have some 
tough competition if she 
intends to seek a fifth four- 
year term in 2010. 

Gomez, who was out of 
town at press time, has 
not officially announced her 
re-election bid, but she’s 
sitting on a $43,700 cash 
cushion, according to her 
July campaign filings, 
should she decide to 
mount another campaign. 

Gomez has drawn only 
token opposition in previ- 
ous elections, but Alvarez’s 
candidacy effectively turns 
the race into a serious 
match, especially given his 
early backing from 
Hispanic leaders and labor 
activists who had previous- 
ly supported Gomez. 

“People are ready for a 
fresh perspective,” said 
Alvarez, who won a City 
Council seat in 2000 and 
served two terms. “Our 
community is changing, and 
we need leaders who are 
willing to change along with 
it.” He cited growth-man- 
agement issues as among 
the county’s top challenges, 
particularly in Precinct 4 - 
the preferred growth corri- 
dor for southeast Austin and Travis County. 

The precinct also takes in large urban 
swaths of South Austin and parts of 
Downtown. Alvarez, currently a community 
coordinator for the Austin Independent 
School District, also serves on the board of

Austin Community College. He says his 
professional and political positions over 
the years have given him a broader com- 
munity perspective. “We can no longer 
afford to look at our challenges as just 
‘city issues’ or ‘county 
issues’ or ‘AISD issues,”' 
he said. “There’s no rea- 
son, for example, why the 
county can’t play a more 
active role in environmen- 
tal sustainability issues.” 
Gomez has not had an 
easy fourth term, in large 
part due to her lack of lead- 
ership as board chair of 
Capital Metro, which in the 
last year has seen union 
unrest, a delayed MetroRail, 
and the early retirement of 
CEO Fred Gilliam. 

Jack Kirfman, political 
action coordinator for the 
American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 
Employees, the union that 
represents city and county 
employees, said his group 
is seriously considering 
backing Alvarez over Gomez. 
“Margaret has been there 
for a lot of years, and we’ve 
supported her for a number 
of years,” he said, but he 
pointed to Capital Metro’s 
troubles as the main reason 
Gomez has lost favor with 
labor leaders. 

Hispanic voters are also 
looking for new leadership, 
said civic activist Paul 
Saldana. “A lot of people in the Hispanic 
community certainly welcome a change,” he 
said. “Other people I’ve talked to outside of 
the Hispanic community are taking a wait- 
and-see approach.”

Still On the Craddick Trail 

Tom Craddick may no longer be the House speaker, but Texans for Public Justice is still 
following the Midland rep’s money. In a complaint filed Oct. 5, TPJ alleges Craddick’s cam- 
paign illegally used the Texas JOBS PAC to channel campaign funds to his allies in the House. 
According to the complaint, Craddick’s campaign fund infused $250,000 into the PAC’s empty 
coffers on Jan. 10, 2008. The next day, the PAC paid out $50,000 each to three Democratic 
state reps: Kevin Bailey, Aaron Pena, and Kino Flores, who is currently under indictment for 
unrelated campaign finance violations. All three faced primary opponents in part because of 
their ties to Craddick. TPJ claims Craddick’s daughter, Christi Craddick, instructed the PAC on 
who was to receive the money, in violation of the transparency rules in the Texas Election 
Code. (Austin Rep. Dawnna Dukes was also an intended recipient but she told the Statesman 
she rejected the offer.) TPJ Director Craig McDonald said: “Craddick resurrected this PAC. 
What makes it clear is that they didn’t have a red cent before that check.”

Throwdown at Travis High 


More than test scores in dispute 

Members of the local chapter of the League of United 
Latin American Citizens have entered a war of words with 
the Austin Independent School District about Travis High 
School and its leadership under Principal Rene Garganta. 
Garganta says he’s concerned that the school is being dam- 
aged by the politicization of an internal, academic matter. “If 
the intent is to help,” Garganta said, “then this is a poor 
approach to it.” 

This is a new skirmish in what has become an old feud. 

In 2006, some LULAC members opposed Garganta’s selec- 
tion over then-assistant principal (now 
Paredes Middle School principal) Raul 
Moreno; previously, they had requested 
that a master principal be assigned to 
Travis. But last month, on Sept. 22, repre- 
sentatives of the local LULAC and NAACP 
chapters held a press conference at dis- 
trict offices to publicly request that 
Garganta resign. LULAC District VII 
Director Angel Abitua argued that the 
testing data shows Travis is failing. In the 
latest state accountability ratings, Travis 
was classified as “academically unac- 
ceptable,” because it missed completion 
rate minimums for African-American stu- 
dents in the class of 2008. In addition, Abitua pointed to 
cutbacks in the band and the mariachi group, high teacher 
turnover, and personnel decisions by Garganta. “As a com- 
munity service organization, we decided to take a very 
assertive stand,” Abitua said. 

Austin NAACP President Nelson Linder called Garganta “a 
symptom of a larger problem, that the school has been fail- 
ing for quite some time.” Moreover, recalling the principal’s 
2006 hiring, Linder said, “I don’t think he was the best 
choice, and I think he’s proven that by his treatment of some 


of the people there that he’s not going to turn this school 
around in the right way.” 

Both Linder and Abitua are referring specifically to the 
treatment of Rosalia Cruz, a former Travis High teacher cur- 
rently employed as a Project Advance facilitator, helping stu- 
dents with college applications and related college prepara- 
tion. According to an AISD Police Department report dated 
April 23, Cruz is listed as a “suspect” in an investigation into 
“tampering with a government record” and is currently sus- 
pended with pay. (Because the investigation is ongoing, no 
further details have been released and 
district officials would not discuss the 
matter.) LULAC has been quick to come to 
Cruz’s defense. In a July 27 letter to the 
school district, Abitua praised Cruz’s “long 
history ... of service, dedication and 
exemplary performance” and called her 
“an invaluable member and officer in 
[LULAC] for 14 years.” Cruz has also 
served as president of LULAC Council 
4883 and sponsored the LULAC Youth 
program at Travis. 

While he would not speculate on 
LULAC’s precise motives in calling for his 
resignation, Garganta called it “puzzling 
as to why they would come out in the middle of a school 
year and take this stance.” However, he added, “I don’t 
believe it’s related to the quality of education or the perfor- 
mance of the students.” Since 2007, Travis’ TAKS passing 
rates in all four core subjects have risen by between 12% 
and 19%, while disciplinary referrals have plummeted. The 
school has also reached the federal annual yearly progress 
standards, and it has the highest dual credit (high school 
and college) enrollment and offers the largest slate of 
advanced placement courses of any AISD Title 1 school.

As for the “academically unacceptable” status, the district 
has appealed that finding on the basis of a programming 
anomaly and expects a decision from the Texas Education 
Agency before the end of October. Linder argued that the 
appeal is irrelevant and said: “If a school is failing, you need 
to address the issues. If the district had the same kind of 
concerns, they would address the specific issues.” 

Garganta agreed that there are valid concerns about how 
the district educates economically disadvantaged and minori- 
ty students, but he called the attacks on the performance of 
Travis students “unjustified [and] damaging.” Climate surveys 
show that parent and teacher satisfaction is high, and test 
results have been improving. He put the shrinking band size 
down to lack of current student interest, and he accused crit- 
ics of ignoring the success of the dance team (“I have a 
photo of about 30 girls holding 30 trophies that they won at 
one event”). As for whether critics are serious about helping 
his students, he noted, “They’ve never come to Travis or the 
district with any questions or suggestions or concerns.” 
Representatives of LULAC, as well as some Travis High 
alumni, did attend the AISD board of trustees Sept. 29 meet- 
ing, where they defended Cruz and attacked Garganta’s 
record. (Garganta also has his supporters, including Travis 
High teachers and the Austin Association of Professional 
School Administrators.) Ultimately, the board accepted an 
administration recommendation to terminate Cruz’s employ- 
ment, which begins that process. That gives her 30 days to 
request the appointment of a TEA hearing examiner, who will 
then make recommendations to the board before final argu- 
ments. That could take up to 120 days, during which time 
Cruz will remain suspended. Board President Mark Williams 
said the length of the process is “something that frustrates 
people in the private sector, but the reality of the education 
profession is that these things take a little bit of time.” 

In the interim, the heated rhetoric seems likely to continue. 
While Louis Malfaro, president of teacher and staff union 
Education Austin, said that he has “great respect for [Cruz] 
as an educator,” he added he had been contacted by Travis 
staff resentful of the ad hominem attacks on their school. As 
for Garganta, “I won’t say he’s beloved, but most of the facul- 
ty there respect him, and he’s doing an adequate job.” 

Malfaro concluded: “The tactic that some of [Cruz’s] commu- 
nity allies have taken is to attack and discredit her principal 
as a means of defending her. That’s a really bad strategy in 
an employment fight.” - Richard Whittaker

Chronicle staff writer Katherine Gregor has been blog- 
ging from Copenhagen, where she’s checking out the city’s 
climate initiatives as it gears up for the United Nations 
Climate Change Conference in December. See the 

Newsdesk blog (austinchronicle.com/newsdesk) to catch her 
reports daily through Oct. 10. Here’s an excerpt from her 
second day in the (other) windy city: 

“As a joint venture between the Danish state and five 
major business organizations, Climate Consortium 
Denmark is promoting solutions to the core issue 
addressed by Austin’s Pecan Street Project: how to 
invent a power grid that works on a massive scale to col- 
lect, store, and distribute wind energy. It’s hosting a 
weeklong ‘smart grid’ workshop to share international 
solutions with transmission system operators worldwide 
next January or February. (The consortium would love 
participants from Austin.) As though to showcase the 
wind power of this beautiful city, the wind was so fierce 
when I arrived yesterday that it prevented opening the 
front door of the hotel. It made sightseeing a blustery 
challenge as well; bicycling through Copenhagen today 
(aka, researching carbon-neutral transport) should be 
cold but exhilarating. Stay tuned!”

Justice Can Wait Perry shuffles Forensic Commission 


Less than 72 hours before the state’s 
Forensic Science Commission was sched- 
uled to hear from national fire expert Craig 
Beyler regarding his conclusions in the 

Cameron Todd Willingham case, Gov. Rick 
Perry removed three members of the com- 
mission and replaced only two - sending into 
bureaucratic (and political) limbo the next 
step in vetting whether in 2004 the state 
executed an innocent man. 

The commission was created in 2005, 
partly in response to questions about wheth- 
er the state executed Willingham for an 
alleged arson-murder that might have in fact 
been a tragic accident. Beyler was scheduled 
to discuss his report, submitted in August, in 
which he concluded that the state’s evidence 
against Willingham was based on junk sci- 
ence and personal biases. 

Willingham was executed in 2004 for the 
1991 arson-murders of his three young chil- 
dren inside his family’s Corsicana home - 
with Perry’s official assurance that the case 
had been sufficiently reviewed and that Wil- 
lingham was indeed guilty of the heinous 
crime. Willingham was adamant, however, 
that he was not responsible for the deaths of 
his children, all younger than the age of 3: 
“The only statement I want to make is that I 
am an innocent man - convicted of a crime I 
did not commit,” he said before his execution 
on Feb. 17, 2004. “I have been persecuted 
for 12 years for something I did not do.” 

At the request of the New York-based 
Innocence Project, the case was subse- 
quently reviewed by a group of fire-science 
experts, who concluded that the fire that con- 
sumed Willingham’s home and killed his chil- 


dren was not arson. Those conclusions were 
brought to the Forensic Science Commission, 
which was asked to review Willingham’s and 
another case and to undertake a review of all 
arson convictions across the state. In Aug- 
ust, the commission received the report from 
Beyler, the nation’s leading fire-science 
expert. His conclusions were not flattering to 
the state, its fire experts, or the Texas crimi- 
nal justice system. “The investigators had 
poor understandings of fire science and 
failed to acknowledge or apply the contempo- 
raneous understanding of the limitations of 
fire indicators,” Beyler wrote in his Aug. 18 
report. “Their methodologies did not comport 
with the scientific method or the process of 
elimination. A finding of arson could not be 
sustained” based on a “standard of care” 
grounded in science. The implications were 
devastatingly clear: If there was no arson, 
then there was no murder for which to try or 
execute Willingham. 

The commission had scheduled a hearing 
for Oct. 2 to review Beyler’s report, but just 
two days before that meeting, Perry removed 
three of the nine members. The three mem- 
bers’ terms officially expired on Sept. 1; 
according to Perry, it would be better to 
replace those folks during the “start” of any 
investigation rather than after it had begun, 
he told reporters last week. Clearly, Perry’s 
understanding of the status of the commis- 
sion’s work was different than that of com- 
mission members - or so it would seem. “I 
was surprised at the timing,” said Sam Bas- 
sett, the Austin attorney appointed to repre- 
sent the defense bar and who had been act- 
ing as the commission’s chair. “We were just 


getting into the heart of the work.” Bassett 
said he knew his term was up and also that 
Perry had asked the Texas Criminal Defense 
Lawyers Association for a list of 10 names 
of possible appointees. The TCDLA wrote to 
Perry, urging him to reappoint Bassett. 
Instead, Perry decided to remove him but has 
yet to name anyone to take over his spot - 
although he has appointed a new chair, 
Williamson County District Attorney John 
Bradley, who will be filling ousted board 
member Alan Levy’s spot. 

“I am concerned,” Bassett 
said, referring to the possi- 
bility that the work the com- 
mission started might be 
indefinitely delayed or might 
not get done at all. 

Indeed, although it is 
Perry’s prerogative to fill 
those spots as he chooses, 
the llth-hour replacements 
caught the replaced mem- 
bers unaware - including 
Levy, the veteran assistant 
district attorney in Tarrant 
County who had been appointed to the panel 
to represent the state’s prosecutors. “I was 
surprised,” he said, to find out late Tuesday, 
Sept. 29, that he would be replaced. Levy 
said he was not offered the opportunity to 
stay for a second term and was dismayed to 
have to leave while the commission was in 
the middle of such important work. “I don’t 
like to leave work unfinished,” he said. 

In a press conference last week following 
widespread media inquiries, Perry suggested 
that abruptly changing the panel was nothing 


out of the ordinary. But the governor has sel- 
dom felt the need to act quickly to replace 
commissioners serving in other appointed 
posts just because their official terms have 
expired. The late Department of Transporta- 
tion Executive Commissioner Ric Williamson 
lingered in his post 10 months after it had 
expired, notes the Quorum Report’s Harvey 
Kronberg. “I can’t think of any time [he’s 
done something like this], just as a high pro- 
file report is about to come out,” he said. “It 
has created the perception that he is pre- 
empting that report.” 

New chair Bradley - who 
also got his first shot at pub- 
lic office in 2001, thanks to 
Perry, who tapped him to 
serve out an unexpired term 
- is known both for his intel- 
ligence and for his unwaver- 
ing “lock-’em-up” approach 
to justice. Following his 
appointment, Bradley quickly 
canceled the Oct. 2 commis- 
sion hearing, telling the 
Statesman's Jason Embry 
that he needed to do his 
“homework” before “forming 
any opinions about the Commission or indi- 
vidual cases.” That was in the wake of a New 
York Times report that there may not be a 
future hearing at all. (Bradley failed to return a 
call requesting comment for this story.) 

Barry Scheck, head of the Innocence 
Project, was dismayed by Perry’s decision to 
re-create the panel. “It is embarrassing and 
utterly irresponsible,” he said last week. “And 
it is utterly self-protective when there is 
strong scientific proof that he executed an 
innocent person.” - Jordan Smith

Dem Candidates Make 
Beeline for the Bench 

Although the general election is more than a year distant, 
the 2010 race to fill two open seats on Travis County’s civil 
court bench will more than likely be decided during the Demo- 
cratic primary, now just five months away. So judicial hopefuls 
are already lining up - filing the appropriate paperwork, post- 
ing websites, and throwing campaign kickoff parties. The 
county’s 201st and 353rd district civil courts are very 
busy venues, where all sorts of serious disputes are decided 

- construction contract disputes, open records and personal 
injury cases, and complex business arguments. Befitting the 
diverse docket, an equally diverse group of lawyers is hitting 
the streets for your vote. Here’s a brief look at the current 
batch of candidates. 

Veteran District Judge Suzanne Covington’s decision to 
retire means the 201st will open up this year, and - thus far - 
only one candidate has filed for the seat: Third Court of 
Appeals Judge Jan Patterson. Patterson has served on that 
appellate bench (which hears appeals from 24 Central Texas 
counties) since 1998 and has developed an experienced cam- 
paign machinery. As of June 30, Patterson had banked just shy 
of $70,000 in campaign funds and amassed a roster of influ- 
ential supporters (www.justicejan.com) - including former Travis 
County District Attorney Ronnie Earle, former Mayor Roy Butler, 
state Reps. Donna Howard and Elliott Naishtat, and former 
Texas Supreme Court Justice Craig Enoch. Patterson clearly 
has a leg up on any other potential contenders, although it is 
too early to know whether she’ll keep the field all to herself. 

The untimely death earlier this year of Judge Scott Ozmun 
means that the 353rd court will also be up for grabs next year 

- and unlike the 201st, the seat has already attracted a 
crowded field. Jumping out front is Amy Clark Meachum, who 
originally filed to run for justice of the peace before switching 
to the 353rd, where she was first to kick off her campaign. 
Meachum, an attorney with McGinnis, Lochridge & Kilgore, 
kicked off her campaign last month (www.amymeachum.com) with 
a crowded party attended by many state lawmakers - including 
Reps. Naishtat and Pete Gallego and Dem Caucus Chair 
Jim Dunnam, whose literal band of merrymakers, the Bad 
Precedents, provided the entertainment. Meachum’s husband, 
Kurt, worked in the Lege and is now a registered lobbyist, and 



the couple’s connections to the Capitol are reflected in her 
supporters, which include a long list of Dem stalwarts. 

Challenging Meachum are at least three other well-sea- 
soned attorneys, each of whom last month filed paperwork to 
appoint a campaign treasurer. Tim Sulak (www.timsulakforjudge. 
com), a personal injury attorney who has served as president 
of the local bar association, is already collecting his own 
impressive list of supporters - including Austin state Rep. 
Howard; Dem political shaker Deece Eckstein, former staffer 
for Sen. Rodney Ellis; and former County Attorney Ken Oden. 
Also gearing up for the run are attorney Todd Wong - one of 
the lawyers who represented actress Sandra Bullock in her suit 
concerning shoddy construction of a home she had built over- 



looking Lake Austin - and Stephen Nagle (www.stephennagle.com), 

a veteran Austin personal injury attorney. 

Other names are floating around as potential contenders, 
but to date the only one to have filed paperwork is Austin attor- 
ney Madeleine Connor, who has mounted two unsuccessful 
runs for local judicial seats - first she ran as a Republican 
against criminal District Judge Charlie Baird, and then she ran 
last year against Ozmun in the Democratic primary. Which way 
Connor intends to run this time is unclear. Still, barring heavy 
GOP opposition - none has emerged, nor is one likely - the win- 
ner of each race will almost certainly be decided when Travis 
County Dems head to the polls in the March 2 primary.

Sanders Shooting 

The independent investigators commis- 
sioned to review the Austin Police Department 
inquiry into the shooting death of Nathaniel 
Sanders II concluded that the APD Internal 
Affairs investigation was biased, reads a 
heavily redacted version of the report pre- 
pared by Key Point Government Solutions. 

More specifically, the KeyPoint investigators 
concluded that the Internal Affairs investiga- 
tion into the May 11 shooting was “biased 
toward involved officers in a way which under- 
mines the credibility of the investigation and 
the confidence which the Department and pub- 
lic have placed in them,” reads the report. The 
investigators reviewed both of the APD’s crimi- 
nal and administrative investigations into the 
shooting in the parking lot of the Walnut 
Creek apartments on Springdale Road. In the 
version of the report released Oct. 5, the inves- 
tigators also concluded that there are “signifi- 
cant deficiencies in the quality of documenta- 
tion relating to the training of APD officers.” 

The redacted copy was released to media 
Monday afternoon, just before the Citizens

Review Panel was set to meet in executive 
session to discuss the full results. Linder 
state law, the complete report will not be 
released publicly until after APD Chief Art 
Acevedo has made his decision on whether 
the shooter, Officer Leonardo Quintana, will 
face any disciplinary action as a result of the 
incident that left Sanders dead and another 
man, Sir Smith, wounded. 

Investigators wrote that while they had 
“very significant problems with the quality of 
the Internal Affairs investigation, we nonethe- 
less concluded that the underlying evidence” 
gathered by criminal and IA investigators - 
including written statements, physical evi- 
dence, crime scene evidence analysis, and 
the autopsy findings - was “sufficient to allow 
for independent conclusions to be reached 
without resorting to a first-party investigation.” 

During a press conference on Oct. 6, Ace- 
vedo said that he had reviewed the entire, 
unredacted report and had determined that 
there were some problems with the IA investi- 
gation - including incidences of investigators 


using “leading questions” when 
interviewing involved parties. 

Further, he said that the depart- 
ment has launched an investiga- 
tion into one employee, whom he 
said had shown “bias” during the 
investigation. Acevedo would not 
name the employee nor would he 
say what role the employee 
played in the investigation. Still, 

Acevedo said he felt that some of 
the criticisms from KeyPoint might 
be attributable to its investigators 
not understanding that the inter- 
nal review process is not yet complete - the 
case is not closed and finished, he said, until 
he gets a chance to question, face-to-face, 
the officers involved in the incident during a 
disciplinary review hearing and then to make 
the final determination about what discipline, 
if any, will be imposed. 

“One of the challenges” for the indepen- 
dent investigators, Acevedo said, is that the 
case isn’t closed until he signs off. In prepar- 



ing for the final hearing with Quintana, Aceve- 
do said he has asked a “hand-picked” group 
of commanders and lieutenants to review the 
KeyPoint report and decide if there are any 
questions that remain unanswered. 

Linder civil service law, Acevedo has until 
Nov. 7 to decide whether to discipline any of 
the officers involved in the shooting. - J.S.

HYATT RIOT 

If ignorance is bliss, the corporate chieftains 
of the Hyatt Hotel chain must be ecstatic. 

They pulled a lowdown, sneaky trick on 98 
of Hyatt’s housekeeping staff in three 
Boston hotels - thinking that no one would 
notice, care, or do anything. They badly 
underestimated Bostonians. 

In August, housekeepers at the three 
hotels were asked to train some new work- 
ers to fill in when regulars were sick or on 
vacation. On Aug. 31, however, the experi- 
enced staff - many of whom had worked for 
Hyatt for more than 20 years - were blind- 
sided by a rude truth: They’d been duped. 
Management told them they were fired as of 
that day. It turns out that the workers they’d 
been training would replace them. 

These replacements are employees of an 
outsourcing corporation called Hospitality 
Staffing Solutions of Georgia, whose honcho 
asserts that his workers are paid “competi- 
tive wages.” Yeah, competitive with poverty. 

Indeed, Hyatt’s longtime housekeepers 
were earning $14 to $16 an hour, plus health 
care and pension benefits. The Hospitality 
Staffing Solutions workers, however, get a 
miserly $8 an hour, with zero benefits. 

Bostonians are in an uproar. There’ve 
been mass demonstrations in front of Hyatt’s 
hotels, the governor has threatened to direct 
state agencies to stop doing business with 
Hyatt, even the chamber of commerce has 
moved a scheduled meeting from the Hyatt, 
and the Boston Taxi Drivers Association 
intends to boycott the three hotels. 

Meanwhile, Hyatt executives are essential- 
ly in hiding, claiming that replacing the work- 
ers was an essential “cost-cutting move.” 
Really? Where’s Mark Hoplamazian, Hyatt’s 
CEO, who took $6.7 million in pay last year? 
If he cut his pay by about $1.5 million, that 
would cover the $7-an-hour difference in pay 
between the experienced housekeepers and 
the replacements. Come on, Mark - step up 
to your leadership responsibilities! 


THE CHICKEN WAR 

Uh-oh, America has gotten into a global 
game of chicken with China. The face-off 
involves rubber and chickens - not rub- 
ber chickens, but the actual birds. And 
rubber tires. 

It seems that Chinese tire manufactur- 
ers have been dumping their product on 
the American market, undercutting U.S. 
tire-makers. President Obama stood up to 
this predatory attack by slapping a tariff 
on the made-in-China tires. 

Good! But now the Chinese are threaten- 
ing to retaliate by putting their own tariffs 
on chicken meat they import from U.S. pro- 
cessors. Hmmm, bad. Groups like the 
National Chicken Council are clucking and 
squawking over this, for U.S. processors 
ship about $850 million worth of chicken 
meat annually to China. Though that’s less 
than 2% of the industry’s revenue, it’s no 
chicken feed. In fact, it’s chicken feet! The 
exports to China are extremely profitable 
because about half of these exports are 
chicken feet and wings. 

In our country, the processors get approx- 
imately nothing for chicken feet and only a 
few pennies for wings. The Chinese, howev- 
er, consider them delicacies - especially the 
feet - and our corporations are getting up 
to 80 cents a pound for them. 

What’s so special about American-grown 
chicken feet? They’re big! As a poultry con- 
sultant says, “We have these jumbo, juicy 
paws the Chinese really love.” The size turns 
out to be the serendipitous result of the 
industry’s breeding program to produce birds 
with lots of breast meat. To support their 
heavy breasts, chickens had to grow larger 
feet. The happy result for the processors is 
that America has become the world’s No. 1 
exporter of king-sized chicken feet. 

I don’t know if that’s why the chicken 
crossed the road, but it is why chicken feet 
are crossing the ocean - unless they get 
run over by tires.

Faces of Homelessness 

Another Downtown attempt to find answers

First, the good news. 

Depending on where in Austin you live, the 
entertainment district’s ongoing woes - among 
them a slaphappy, punch-drunk summer that 
just barely missed doing the Berko witz shuffle 
and enough radiant heat to make last month’s 
filming of local action auteur Robert Rodri- 
guez’s hyperviolent Machete both look and feel 
like a viva la razal -themed remake of Do the 
Right Thing - appear considerably less intrac- 
table than they did when we first took a look 
at Downtown crime earlier in the year (“Crime 
and the City Solution,” Music, June 26). 

Make no mistake, it’s still a smart idea to 
keep a can of Mace or pepper spray in your 
purse, pocket, or high-stylin’ D&G messenger 
bag when you’re out and about Downtown. 
Despite a visible uptick in Austin Police 
Department bicycle officers and both marked 
and unmarked patrol cars in the area bordered 
by Congress Avenue and 1-35, 11th Street and 
Cesar Chavez - and a string of arrests - the 
situation persistently teeters between friendly, 
albeit drunken, Sixth Street chaos on a good 
night and outright assaults (or worse) on a 
bad one. 

In the wake of the area’s hottest recorded 
summer and with the economy still in free fall, 
Austin’s traditional social service buffer zones 
have been feeling the heat more than ever. The 


logic of capitalism dictates that the fewer jobs 
there are, the more citizens will be relying on 
social safety-net organizations such as Caritas, 
the Salvation Army, and the Austin Resource 
Center for the Homeless to keep themselves 
and their families afloat. Unfortunately, the 
location of all three major social services out- 
reach groups - smack in the middle of the 
entertainment district and within a one-block 
radius of both a major liquor store and the 
long strip of rowdy, alcohol-fueled nightlife - 
has inevitably drawn fire from Sixth Street area 
merchants and stakeholders, pleading, “Not 
in our front yard.” 

Yet despite recurrent rumors, the ARCH is 
not going anywhere. “The city has never had 
on its agenda, either in official or unofficial 
capacity,” flatly declares City Council Member 
Sheryl Cole, “moving the ARCH.” 

Within that context, how best to keep 
the peace? 

Several efforts are in the works, not always in 
sync, ranging from community meetings to rede- 
velopment to proposed city ordinances. A 
Downtown Austin community forum was 
recently held at the Alamo Drafthouse at the Ritz 
to address the APD’s freshly minted “Downtown 
Quality of Life Enhancement Initiative.” The 
event featured representatives of the depart- 
ment’s Downtown Area Command, other city 


officials, the Downtown Austin Alliance, the 
Downtown Austin Neighborhood Association, 
and various stakeholders, business owners, and 
residents (the next forum is scheduled for 
Wednesday, Nov. 4, at 3pm). In addition to anti- 
crime initiatives, the discussion addressed the 
Downtown Austin Alliance’s vision for historic 
Sixth Street to take part in the city’s Great Streets 
Program - an urban redevelopment effort that 
would include widening 
of sidewalks for cafe-style 
dining, abundant shade- 
producing trees lining the 
streets, and a higher con- 
centration of mixed-use 
retail space alongside 
existing bars and music 
venues. While not specifi- 
cally an anti-crime mea- 
sure, Great Streets brings 
in more people at leisure 
- and a higher number of 
people is a natural deter- 
rent to crimes of opportunity. More immediately, 
the DAA is again seeking support for persuading 
City Council to strengthen the controversial 
anti-solicitation ordinance - a perennial effort 
that has garnered both a mixed public response 
and even more mixed success. (See “The Latest 
Proposal,” at right.) 


All these efforts sound promising to anyone 
who, like me, lives and works Downtown - 
because, honestly, despite the Downtown 
Quality of Life Initiative, very little progress 
has been made when it comes to the district’s 
notoriously difficult problems at the intersec- 
tion of Homeless Street and Crack Avenue. As 
a Downtown resident of more than 10 years, I 
have come to sympathize with merchants’ 
portrayals of late-night drug- and alcohol- 
related street life as something straight out of 
The Wire. Thanks in part to an influx of what 
the APD obliquely describes as “gang-related 
activity,” it is getting sketchy out there, and 
(anecdotally at least) residents are beginning 
to get sufficiently edgy to procure concealed 
firearms. Yet the Downtown homeless, often 
portrayed as the source of the troubles, are in 
fact just as likely to be victims of miscella- 
neous street crime. Whatever the ultimate 
causes, this is not what city officials or rede- 
velopers had in mind when they reimagined 
Downtown as a sprawling, tech-centric mag- 
net for the best and the brightest. 

The Homeless vs. the Houseless 

Despite the common perception of Down- 
town homelessness as a life of drug and alco- 
hol dependency, panhandling, vagrancy, or 
“theft by intimidation” (e.g., “watching your 
car” while you head off to a night spot), there 
are essentially two distinct homeless popula- 
tions, with the more disturbed or aggressive 
(disheveled, violent, or most in need of medi- 
cal or psychiatric treatment) emerging as the 
perceived but somewhat misleading face of 
homelessness. According to “Solutions for 
Homeless Chronic Alcoholics in Austin,” a 
recently released study co-authored by ARCH 
Executive Director Helen M. Varty and Knox- 
Woollard Professional Management: 

• Of the approximately 3,451 homeless people 
in Austin (numbers submitted via a Continuum 
of Care report from Austin’s homeless service 
providers to the U.S. 
Department of Housing 
and Urban Development 
in 2008 - the actual num- 
ber may be as high as 
5,000), “Austin is short 
1,800 units of housing for 
this population, which 
represents an unmet need 
of 52% for the homeless 
in our community.” 

• Of those 3,451 indi- 
viduals, 919 (27%) were 
considered “chronically 
homeless” by the HUD report, a term referring 
to “an unaccompanied homeless individual 
with a disabling condition who has either 
been continuously homeless for a year or 
more, or has had at least four episodes of 
homelessness in the past three years.”

Notice of Public Meetings 

Capital Metro will hold public meet- 


It’s no surprise that the Downtown Austin 
Alliance is once again soliciting support for a 
stricter Downtown anti-solicitation ordi- 
nance. The news is that this time, the alli- 
ance has recruited broad support from the 
Downtown social service organizations, 
which spend most of their time and resourc- 
es helping the local homeless population - 
the source of many, if not all, of Downtown’s 
most persistent panhandlers. 

Specifically, the DAA will be asking City 
Council to extend the current nighttime (7pm 
to 7am) ban on panhandling in the central 
Downtown area to 24 hours. (“Central Down- 
town” is defined as Cesar Chavez to 11th 
Street and San Antonio Street to 1-35.) In 
addition, the DAA also promises to allocate 
funds for a “Responsible Giving” educational 
campaign. Already on board are a range of 
business, hotel, and residential groups, from 
the Austin Convention and Visitors Bureau to 
the Downtown Austin Neighborhood 
Association to South by Southwest; but the list 
also includes the Central Presbyterian Church, 
Saint Mary Cathedral, and the Downtown 
Cluster of Congregations and Social Agencies. 

It’s the second part of the project that has 
reinforced the support from Downtown 
churches and such groups as Front Steps 
(which manages the Austin Resource Center 
for the Homeless), Caritas of Austin, and the 
Ending Community Homelessness Coalition. 
“One of the reasons that ultimately [these 
groups] decided to support it,” said Amber 


Fogarty of Front Steps, “is the emphasis on 
the education campaign that is going to go 
along with it, to get people to understand the 
issues - and that you can support organiza- 
tions that are here and equipped to help peo- 
ple who are homeless.” 

Not all organizations that work with the 
homeless agree; most prominently, Richard 
Troxell of House the Homeless has circulated 
an open letter opposing a “rush to judgment.” 
Fogarty acknowledges that panhandling is “a 
tough issue that draws a lot of controversy,” 
but notes that “as an organization our stance 
has always been that supporting panhandling 
does not necessarily help the long-term cir- 
cumstances of the person. ... We do not rec- 
ommend giving to panhandlers, because you 
don’t know what the person who is panhan- 
dling is struggling with, and so you don’t know 
if your gift is helping or hurting them.” More 
generally, the argument is that the Downtown 
agencies already provide meals, places to 
sleep, and other support, and that donations 
should go to more effective long-term aid. “We 
really believe the best way to help homeless 
persons in our community is to help the orga- 
nizations that are helping them,” Fogarty said, 
“and helping them to move out of their circum- 
stances and into housing.” 

There is as yet no specific ordinance under 
council consideration, but Council Member 
Sheryl Cole, who’s been working the issue, 
says she’s “seriously considering” the ques- 
tion and has begun soliciting support from 


DAA Proposes New Anti-Solicitation Ordinance 

The Downtown Austin Alliance, in coordination with other Downtown business 
and social service organizations, is circulating a proposal to amend the current city of Austin 
anti-solicitation ordinance. The current ordinance bans “aggressive panhandling” throughout 
the city and specifically bans solicitation Downtown from 7pm to 7am. The proposed amend- 
ment would extend the ban Downtown to all hours.

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her colleagues for a proposal some time this 
fall. “I have learned in my work recently on 
homelessness,” she said, “that if you really 
want to help people transform their lives, you 
should not give them money on the street, you 
should make a donation to a social service 
organization - because the idea is to get 
those people who are having those types of 
difficulties - where they actually have to pan- 
handle, beg for money on the streets - into 
the social service system.” 

Cole readily acknowledges that a panhan- 
dling ban will not provide a “comprehensive 
solution” and hopes that the dialogue on this 
issue will move in that direction. “These are 
people who are hurting, and they have real 
mental health issues,” she said. “We’ve got to 
deal with that, and we can’t just stick our nose 
in the sand, and say, Tut them anywhere but 
in my neighborhood,’ and then turn around and 
complain when we give Downtown the tools to 
deal with the problem.” 

She also emphasized that city government 
cannot address the problem alone. “I really 
feel strongly about this,” she said. “The places 
that have effectively dealt with these types of 
problems - the assistance has not only come 
from government. I think Austin is overdue in 
its commitment from the private sector for so 
many of our needs.” 

Fogarty and Cole both insist that any ban on 
panhandling must be accompanied by a 
renewed emphasis on social services, espe- 
cially on truly affordable housing for the most 
vulnerable people, those who land on the 
street without other recourse. Fogarty said that 
one positive outcome of the discussion is that 
that realization is beginning to sink in, in here- 
tofore resistant quarters. “If you get somebody 
at the DAA to say, The long-term answer to 
this problem is more affordable housing,’ that 
means we’re making progress.”

• Although national estimates place the per- 
centage of chronically homeless between 10% 
and 23% (that is, lower than Austin percent- 
ages based on actual counts) of the total expe- 
riencing homelessness, this population typi- 
cally uses half of the available services for the 
homeless - resources such as shelters, hospi- 
tals, emergency rooms, jails, and prisons. 

• Finally, of the 3,451 HUD homeless count 
in Austin, 1,208 were estimated to have some 
form of alcohol problem, and 875 were esti- 
mated to be individuals with chronic sub- 
stance-abuse problems. 

It’s the undeniably frightening, wild-eyed face 
of “chronic homelessness” that’s threatening 
the quality of life and financial stability of 
Downtown. Nevertheless, that’s not the face of 
the majority of the homeless men and women 
in Austin - most of whom, through a combina- 
tion of bad luck or bad decisions, have been 
missed by the social safety nets (such as they are 
in Texas) and are struggling to regain a function- 
ing, solid foothold into society-at-large - what 
most of us take for granted as normal, daily life. 
To get a better perspective on that population of 
Austin’s homeless, I hooked up with advocate 
and activist Alan Graham, who in 1998 founded 
the highly respected Austin-based ministry to 
the homeless, Mobile Loaves & Fishes. 

“Mobile Loaves & Fishes is a faith-based, 
Christian social outreach ministry,” Graham 
explains. “The mission is: We provide food, 
clothing, and dignity - heavy emphasis on 
the dignity - to our brothers and sisters in 
need. The foundation of that [is] our catering 
trucks that go out on the streets every night 
of the week, manned by volunteers serving 
homeless people where they are. We cur- 
rently have about 17 of these trucks in six 
cities around the U.S., including New Orleans 
and Nashville.” 

On a hot but shade-comfortable midafter- 
noon in late August, I sit across from Graham 
and a small group of his homeless friends at a 
picnic bench in the southwest comer of 
Wooldridge Square park, just across the way 
from the great block-and-tackle behemoth 
that is the Travis County Courthouse. I’m here 
at Graham’s urging; as he sees it, his outreach 
work with Austin’s homeless and indigent 
community has long been a pivotal indicator 
of how Austin is doing as a whole. 

The half-dozen homeless men and women 
I meet here aren’t anything like the blitzed, 


aggressive panhandlers who have lately 
starred in Downtown’s combination Bowery 
Boys six-reeler and law enforcement night- 
mare. Most of these men and women are 
either reading books (James Patterson is 
popular) or genially shooting the breeze, jaw- 
ing about Texas’ hell-hot weather, or simply 
enjoying the shade under one of the park’s 
magnificent oaks. For sleeping arrangements, 
a few pitch their tents as far south as Stassney 
Lane or West Gate Boulevard, coming into 
the Downtown area to work at steady employ- 
ment ranging from roofing companies to 
construction to maintenance gigs. But none 
of their day jobs straight-pay enough of a liv- 
ing wage to secure and maintain what you 
and I would call a home: four walls, a roof, 
first and last months’ deposit, plus real-world 
essentials such as utilities and a phone. 

Richard (who, like his 
companions, asks that I 
not use his last name) is a 
stocky Hispanic male in 
his mid-40s; he lost his 
job after a heart attack. “I 
sleep behind the church 
[nearby] and pretty much 
just hang out in the park 
during the day,” he begins. 

“I know a lot of people 
look down at us because 
we’re homeless, but they 
need to know that we’re 
homeless for a reason, and 
not by choice. And we’re not doing drugs or 
this-and-that; we’re not bothering nobody, 
either. I mean, it’s hard being homeless. I 
have heart problems, and I’m waiting for my 
Social Security Disability Insurance to come 
through - which is difficult because I’m not 
always staying in one place, you know? I can 
get my mail at the ARCH, but I don’t like to 
go down there too much - there’s too many 
dopeheads. You need to watch your back 
when you go Downtown.” 

J.D. - a thirtysomething man who, frankly, 
looks like a typical, laid-back University of 
Texas grad student - offers specific advice on 
addressing Downtown’s persistent panhan- 
dling problems. “One thing that would really 
help decrease the numbers of homeless in 
Austin,” he tells me, “is if the city could try to 
raise public awareness of the fact that there’s 
a difference between ‘crackheads and alcohol- 


ics’ and ‘homeless people.’ Because a lot of 
the homeless people out here don’t consider 
themselves ‘homeless,’ they consider them- 
selves ‘houseless.’ Home is where we go to 
sleep at night. We just might not have a tradi- 
tional structure to do it in. 

“Another thing the city could do to decrease 
the numbers of homeless in Austin,” J.D. con- 
tinues, “would be to allow the ARCH to look 
into people’s backgrounds, right? Not necessar- 
ily in a ‘Big Brother’ way, but just to identify if 
people are repeat offenders or if they’ve been 
on the streets for 10 years and all they use the 
ARCH for is sleeping or washing or eating free 
food. People who are abusing the system, right? 
There’s plenty of people who are on govern- 
ment assistance and get their checks at the 
ARCH, but who are right back there three days 
later because they’ve smoked it all up. ... 

“Granted, there are 
houseless people who like 
sleeping outside, and I’m 
one of them. I’m more 
content sleeping in the 
park with good friends 
and reasonably nice 
weather than I ever was 
sleeping in a loft in Dallas. 
The hardest part of being 
houseless in Austin right 
now is the heat. Food is 
abundant. There’s at least 
12 places a day that feed 
people, from the Sally 
[Salvation Army] if you want really salty food to 
Caritas, if you prefer soup every day, to Alan 
and Mobile Loaves & Fishes. I’m thankful for 
all those places, and I know that the people 
who run them are doing it out of the goodness 
of their hearts and sharing their food with us.” 
As for panhandling specifically, says J.D.: 
“They should make it illegal. People need to 
realize they shouldn’t give panhandlers money; 
they should give them information. The only 
things we need in this life are food, sleep, and 
a bathroom. There’s no reason, especially in 
Austin, with as many places as there are to eat 
[free], for anyone to be [panhandling]. If 
you’re [begging for money to eat] in Austin, 
you’re blind, and even I know that, after only 
five weeks here. The money you give them is 
going to cigarettes, drugs, or alcohol.” 

Walking back to my car, Graham stops me 
and notes: “There’s a business to homelessness. 


There’s an economy to this thing. And what I 
see going on right now is these organizations 
around the country ‘puffing up’ what’s hap- 
pening in homelessness, and by puffing up I 
mean trying to expand the definition of who 
can be called homeless. They’re now including 
people who are living in their brother’s house 
and sleeping on the couch and floor. I’m not 
saying that that’s a great thing, but I’m saying 
that if you’re ‘homeless,’ then you’re living in 
places that are not considered habitable by 
human beings. Your brother’s apartment, 
that’s not a bad deal. Your car is. The camp 
that you live in or the bridge that you live 
under or the shelter that’s not really meant for 
long-term habitation, that’s homeless. 

“The camps that I’ve been looking at for most 
of my career, if you go into them at 9am, they’re 
empty. The people are gone, they’re up, they’re 
out looking for work. They’re moving about on 
their daily basis trying to find food, clothing, 
work, or whatever their necessities are. This ‘tent 
city’ thing that’s been cropping up in Portland, 
Seattle, Nashville - that’s not happening here.” 

And why not? 

Graham pauses. “I’m not really sure. I 
would say that if you look at our chronic 
homeless population, it’s really no more than 
about 1,000 people, and probably more like 
800. So our numbers are just low. And the 
other [2,400-4,200] are cyclically homeless. 
There’s something that’s happened in their 
life that’s put them into economic homeless- 
ness, but they’re also pretty likely to be in and 
out of their homeless situation fairly soon. It’s 
a struggle, but at some point in time . . ..” 

Three Things 

Yet while even some homeless people say they 
would outlaw panhandling, other voices say that 
simply toughening pre-existing anti-panhandling 
ordinances is little more than a temporary patch 
on a much larger systemic sinkhole. 

Richard Troxell, the die-hard community 
activist who founded the originally Austin- 
based, now national, House the Homeless 
organization in 1989 and who is now the 
national chair of the Universal Living Wage 
Campaign, argues that enacting more ordi- 
nances against, for instance, sleeping in public 
areas is just a way, bit by bit, to criminalize 
homelessness itself. Working out of the ARCH, 
Troxell provides pro bono legal help for clients

there while simultaneously promoting his 
Universal Living Wage Campaign, which seeks 
to tie the federal minimum wage - currently 
pegged at $7.25 an hour - to more reasonable 
economic indicators. It’s a tough argument to 
make during a nationwide recession. 

“We need three things to end homeless- 
ness,” exhorts Troxell. “We need affordable 
housing, we need national health care, and we 
need livable incomes. Livable incomes breaks 
down into two factions, those who can work 
and those who can’t work. For those who can 
work, we’re promoting the universal living 
wage, which goes to fix the federal minimum 
wage, $7.25 an hour, which is currently insuf- 
ficient to get by on. Our goal is to take it from 
a federal minimum wage to a universal living 
wage. Even the U.S. Conference of Mayors, 
year after year, when asked what the single 
greatest contributor to homelessness is, says 
it’s the fact that you can work a full-time, 
minimum-wage job and not be able to afford 
basic food, clothing, shelter.” 

As for the Downtown Austin Alliance’s 
anti-solicitation enhancement initiative, 
Troxell says he’s heard it all before. “To hear 
the DAA frame this thing, one more time, as 
[not criminalizing homelessness] , I mean, let 
me just say this on record: Let’s participate 
in solving the problem, and let’s stop deal- 
ing with the symptoms of it in their area. It’s 
very self-serving, and yet it’s shortsighted. 
I’ve been hearing this for 20 years in Austin, 
that we need to have this ‘no camping’ ordi- 
nance or this one other ordinance, over and 
over again. At what point do people not 
wake up and realize the Downtown busi- 
nesses are not uniformly, collectively, work- 
ing to solve this problem? They’re working at 
the symptoms, but they’re not working to 
participate as community members to solve 
the [underlying problems].” 

To the implicit criticism of his members, 
Charlie Betts of the DAA responds: “Many of 
the social service agencies are endorsing the 
strengthening of that ordinance, and we are 
pairing that with a public relations effort that we 
are contributing to financially to encourage 
people to give to social services agencies. We 
know that money will be going to help people 
rather than to a panhandler who in Downtown 
Austin is certainly not panhandling for food, 
considering the three square meals that are 
provided to anybody that wants them.” 
Moreover, according to a DAA press release, the 


anti-solicitation initiative is supported by 
“approximately 80 representatives from the East 
Sixth Street area . . . Caritas of Austin, the Austin 
Convention and Visitors Bureau, the Downtown 
Austin Neighborhood Association, 6ixth Street 
Austin, Austin Hotel & Lodging Association, 
the Texas Association of Realtors, and Front 
Steps’ - the ARCH’s managing organization - 
board of directors.” 

Darla Gay is a community planner with the 
Travis County District Attorney’s Office. A for- 
mer APD officer, Gay changed tack in midcareer, 
12 years ago, “to help expand the whole idea of 
community prosecution.” During her time with 
APD, Gay was heavily involved in community 
policing, which emphasizes the neighborhood 
context in which crime occurs (an approach 
receiving renewed interest from Austin Police 
Chief Art Acevedo). Gay works on “collabora- 
tive system planning,” which she translates as 
“things that intersect within the system and 
require bringing stakeholders and organizations 
together.” If this were indeed The Wire, Gay 
would be a city-level fixer, introducing one key 
stakeholder to another, getting the gears to 
mesh, and coaxing the always slow bureaucratic 
wheels to grind inexorably forward. 

Much of Gay’s current work addresses 
Austin’s homeless community and, specifical- 
ly, its alcohol- and substance-dependent sub- 
sets - “collecting data which is telling us a 
story that has never been told,” as she puts it. 
She’s anticipating public release of the results 
later this year. 

“One of the big intersections with our 
office is the homeless issue,” Gay says, “and 


looking at how to solve that problem. 
Obviously, that’s been a problem in 
Downtown Austin for years, and so we 
helped to develop the Downtown Community 
Court, and we’ve been working on that whole 
intersection of where the homeless popula- 
tion meets the criminal justice system. What 
can we do, from a problem-solving mode, 
other than just enforcement? Most of what 
the homeless or aggressive panhandlers are 
being arrested for are class C misdemeanors 
- nuisance crimes.” 

HOUSING THE HOMELESS 

A public forum to address the needs of 
Austin and Travis County’s homeless popu- 
lations will feature keynote speaker Bill 
Hobson, who led Seattle’s implementation 
of a Housing First program that now serves 
as a national model for other cities. The 
event, sponsored by Criminal Court Judge 
Nancy Hohengarten, takes place Friday, 

Oct. 16, 8am-noon, at City Hall. 

She describes one response, the Austin/Travis 
County Reentry Roundtable, “which has been 
focusing on the barriers that people have for get- 
ting set up for success when they get out of 
prison or jails, or if they just have a criminal 
background to deal with. There’s a major over- 
lap between prison and jail, homelessness, and 
the mentally ill, and while some counties may 
see it as their job to be in the courtroom and get 
as many convictions as they can, obviously [for- 


mer District Attorney] Ronnie [Earle] didn’t 
think like that, and neither does [current D.A.] 
Rosemary [Lehmberg] . We’ve got to get down 
to the root causes of homelessness before you 
can do long-term change, and that’s what we’re 
trying to do.” 

Next Steps 

Okay, 512, listen up. Any Downtown histori- 
gentrifi-makeover of our beloved entertain- 
ment district that keeps it economically viable, 
non-life- threatening, and just a tad seedy 
(tourists dig slumming so long as it’s not 
down their own block) will be slow going. 
Which should come as absolutely no surprise 
to anyone who’s been following either 
Graham’s ongoing struggle to secure land for 
his Habitat on Wheels project (“Homeless RV 
Park Seeks Good Neighbors,” June 27, 2008) 
or Troxell’s noble but quixotic campaign for a 
universal living wage. 

The crux is to keep the right people at the 
right tables with sufficient momentum to keep 
on pushing. Tackling the homelessness issue 
while trying to find a way to improve quality 
of life for everybody - housed and houseless 
alike - is tantamount, as virtually everyone 
interviewed for this article can attest, to sad- 
dling a Hydra. 

Council Member Sheryl Cole offers some 
final, challenging words: “I can’t emphasize 
enough that we have to be committed to learn- 
ing how to do more with less. . . . Issues like 
homelessness cannot just be swept under the 
rug. We have to be brave enough to address 
this head-on.” ■

My ninth-grade English teacher was a cocky 
fellow whose name my memory has shed, 
except to recall his salesmanlike demeanor 
and the disappointing shallowness of his 
assignments. For instance, he asked us to write 
a one-page essay on “spring.” The 14-year-old 
version of me already thought he was a writer. 
To prove it, I’d listen to this teacher’s instruc- 
tions carefully in order to get around them 
with some show of legality. He said “spring” 
but didn’t specifically say the season 
of spring. I therefore wrote about 
the little spring in my ballpoint 
pen, the spring in my step, and 
the spring that’s like - but not 
exactly like - a creek. 

The poor guy deserved credit 
(which I firmly withheld) for his 
wry tolerance of my sallies. He lost 
his cool only once. He didn’t get 
angry, but was seriously disturbed. 

It was late in the school year, 1960. 

His assignment was the “flag.” This was the 
era when the United States and the Soviet 
Union busily scared the hell out of each other 
with hundreds - yes, hundreds - of above- 
ground nuclear bomb tests, while educators 
scared kids with duck-and-cover drills. Bells 
rang as teachers yelled, “Duck and cover!” 
We’d dive under our desks, hunch in a ball, 
protect our heads, and wait to die. We’d seen 
newsreels of the bomb tests. We knew the 
futility of this exercise. What scared me most 
was that grownups entrusted with preparing 
me for adulthood were liars or stupid or both. 
Why else enact this farce? 

The Russians had their own version: Cover 
yourself with a white sheet and move very 
slowly. Their kids joked darkly, “Move slowly, 
very slowly, toward the cemetery. ” 

So my masterpiece, on a fined sheet of loose- 
leaf paper, proclaimed with the stem passion 
of age 14 that if Russians were insane and 
immoral enough to launch a nuclear attack,

it would be equally immoral and insane for 
Americans to retaliate. History would praise us 
for millennia if, rather than destroy civilization 
for flag and country, we sacrificed ourselves to 
save the remainder of humanity. 

Can’t remember my grade, but I still see my 
teacher’s expression when he called my name 
and I stepped to his desk to retrieve my paper: 
severe worry. 

What I wrote at 14 I still believe - especially 
after what happened just days before my 
17th birthday, in October 1962. 

We call it the “Cuban Missile 
Crisis.” Russians call it the 
“Caribbean Crisis.” Cubans, the 
“October Crisis.” Briefly: 

The Soviet Union, headed 
by Nikita Khrushchev, secretly 
placed nuclear missiles in Cuba. 
The U.S., led by John F. Kennedy, 
found out. The U.S. demanded these 
missiles be removed. The Soviets first 
denied there were missiles in Cuba, then 
refused to remove them. Kennedy ordered a 
naval blockade around Cuba (technically, an 
act of war). He prepared a full-scale invasion, 
knowing the outcome would be all-out nucle- 
ar war. The U.S. military thought they could 
win such a war. Kennedy and Khrushchev, 
each fighting intense factions that were push- 
ing for war in their governments, desperately 
tried to pull back from the brink - while, at 
the same time, both Ks were determined to 
nuke rather than back down. In the course of 
one week, nuclear war almost broke out three 
times (that we now know about). A compro- 
mise was reached at the very last minute -just 
before the hour Kennedy had chosen for an 
all-out invasion of Cuba. The Soviets agreed 
to remove all missiles and permit U.N. inspec- 
tion of the sites in exchange for a promise (bit- 
terly resented by America’s military) that the 
U.S. would never invade Cuba or aid anyone 
else’s invasion of Cuba. 



I was a Brooklyn street kid who, by that 
time, lived in Waterville, Maine, while my 
family was scattered in and around New York 
City, a prime target. Me, I’m thinking: “Cuba?! 
It’s the end of the fucking world because of 
something going on in Cuba?! Something 
happening in Cuba is threatening to kill my 
family?!” When you’re 16 going on 17, it’s all 
about you. 

Be that as it may, it was a first lesson in 
globalization: No place is so unimportant that 
it can’t hurt you. 

As the crisis worsened and nuclear war 
seemed inevitable, I was back at my ninth- 
grade essay: World annihilation for the pride 
of a few high officials in two governments was 
insane, and insanely immoral. If the common- 
ly accepted terms by which society operates 


can lead to such a moment, then “society” 
and “madness” must be synonymous. 

No one who would throw down for nuclear 
war was on my side or on the side of any com- 
mon person. More importantly, our leaders 
were not on the side of our species. And what 
kind of a world is that? 

What I was feeling, none too coherently, 
was expressed in a book read three years 
later: psychiatrist R.D. Faing’s The Divided 
Self. “A little girl of seventeen in a mental 
hospital told me she was terrified because the 
Atom Bomb was inside her. . . . The statesmen 
... who boast and threaten that they have 
Doomsday weapons are far more dangerous, 
and far more estranged from ‘reality’ than 
many of the people on whom the label ‘psy- 
chotic’ is affixed.”

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Yet these leaders were not madmen. 
Rather, they were men under the spell of 
the power they wielded, genuinely wanting 
to avoid war and just as genuinely willing 
to annihilate humanity rather than lose 
political face. 

You may see this up close, insofar as 
that’s possible, in two films: the superb 
1974 TV docu drama The Missiles of October 
and the gruesomely sentimental 2000 fea- 
ture Thirteen Days (which does have some 
good bits). 

Thirteen Days focuses only on the 
Kennedys, presenting them relentlessly as 
the good guys. Its depiction of the crisis 
is thrown badly off-balance by its focus 
on Kevin Costner as the supposedly oh- 
so-good-guy Kenny O’Donnell, who func- 
tioned (without title) as John F. Kennedy’s 
chief of staff. 

The Missiles of October honestly presents 
both sides, giving us Khrushchev’s rea- 
sons and dilemmas as well as Kennedy’s. 
Remarkably unsentimental, it keeps to the 
record as it was known in 1974. William 
Devane’s John F. Kennedy is by far the best 
screen portrayal of the man, indicating the 
volcanic psyche that fueled the charisma of 
this charming, intellectual, Irish gentleman- 
brawler. Martin Sheen’s Bobby Kennedy is 
equally complex. Together, these actors con- 
vey the secret codes between close broth- 
ers. And Howard Da Silva’s Khrushchev is 
almost as good. Impressively, The Missiles of 
October doesn’t shy away from how terribly 
frightened these men were by what they’d 
set in motion, and how small they felt in the 
face of this historical moment - and how, 
nevertheless, they were willing to kill us all, 
if necessary, to prove their points. 

In both films we see America’s military 
leaders continually taking matters into 
their own hands to provoke the war they 
wanted, even to the point of mobilizing 
to DEFCON 2 without a presidential order 

- DEFCON 2 being a hairbreadth from 
DEFCON 1, which is maximum force 
readiness for nuclear war. 

Both films detail how Khrushchev and 
Kennedy prevailed partly by dumb luck 

- which is not to undervalue their efforts 
or the brilliant contributions of Bobby 
Kennedy and Adlai Stevenson (the only 
man at the table who didn’t think it a good 
idea, under any circumstances, for politi- 
cians and generals to end humanity). And 
both films show that the most important 
meetings of the crisis were engaged in by 
forgotten men: America’s John Scali and 
Russia’s Aleksandr Fomin, head-to-head 
in a late-night cafe in Washington, D.C. 
History doesn’t get any weirder. 

What the crisis meant for me was that, 
shortly after its resolution, I got to turn 17 - 
with the uneasy lesson that my life was not 
in my own hands. 

No one, high or low, has that luxury. 

Then all we dangerous creatures, con- 
nected intimately though worlds apart, tried 
to go on as though there exists, in actuality, 
something called “normal.” ■

How do you measure 
change in a community? 

A young man savagely beaten, then tied to a fence and 
left to die, which he did, sadly, six days later. If the murder 
of Matthew Shepard shocked you as deeply as it did so 
many around the world, you may find it difficult to believe 
that more than a decade has passed since that tragic inci- 
dent occurred. But it has, and that passage of time 
prompted members of New York’s Tectonic Theater Project 
- whose interviews with the residents of Shepard’s home- 
town formed the basis of their play The Laramie Project - 
to return to Laramie last year and find out how the town 
had changed in the years since the murder, to ask, “How 
do you measure change in a community?” Through new 
interviews with Matthew’s mother, Judy Shepard; with 
Matthew’s murderer, Aaron McKinney, now serving two con- 
secutive life sentences for the crime; and with other 
Laramie residents, Tectonic’s Moises Kaufman, Leigh 
Fondakowski, Greg Pierotti, Andy Paris, and Stephen Belber 
fashioned an epilogue, The Laramie Project: 10 Years Later. 

On Oct. 12, the 11th anniversary of Matthew Shepard’s 
death, this piece will be performed in New York City at 
Lincoln Center and in more than 150 other theatres 
across all 50 states and in Canada, Great Britain, Spain, 
Hong Kong, and Australia. Austin will take part in this 
global event, with Zach Theatre, the first company to stage 
The Laramie Project locally, mounting The Laramie Project: 
10 Years Later on the Kleberg Stage this Monday, Oct. 12, 
at 7pm. Producing Artistic Director Dave Steakley has 
reassembled most of the original all-star cast from Zach’s 
award-winning 2002 production, including Jaston Williams, 
Sarah Richardson, Martin Burke, Jenny Larson, Janelle 
Buchanan, and Meredith McCall. Tickets are $20, with all 
proceeds benefiting Out Youth, a nonprofit that offers peer 
support groups, counseling, educational programs, social 
activities, and community outreach to gay, lesbian, bisexu- 
al, transgender, and questioning youth ages 12 to 19 in 
Central Texas. - Robert Faires

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‘WATER WORKS’ 

Back to the splash dance 

Once upon a time, one of the best stages in town 
was Barton Springs Pool. That’s because every three 
or four years, Dee McCandless and Gene Menger 
would take a couple dozen swimsuit-clad performers 
and present a dance around and in its chilly waters. 

These aquatic ballets were somewhere between a 
synchronized swimming routine in an Esther Williams 
musical and a game of follow-the-leader at a kids’ 
pool party. Dancers would march through the shal- 
lows in a conga line and lie on the rocks on their 
backs, their upturned arms and legs undulating like 
underwater grasses. They’d form a circle and hit the 
water in sequence to make a running wave. And 
most often and most delightfully, they’d parade around imitat- 
ing assorted animals: apes, seals, crabs, frogs, flamingos, 
dolphins, elephants .... Not since Ovid have there been so 
many magical metamorphoses. Water Works celebrated what 
this city loves about the springs: the natural beauty of the 
rocks, the trees, the sloping emerald lawns, and the sparkling 
waters; the playfulness they inspire and also the deep feeling 
of relaxation and calm; and the shared sense of this site as a 
communal gathering place for an entire city. 

It’s been years since Menger and McCandless have staged a 
Water Works, but now they can be enjoyed again through a 
video record of the performances from 1985 and 1996. 

They’re a choice reminder of how special and fun these shows 


were, especially the earlier one, which was filmed on a sunny 
afternoon when the pool was still full of swimmers. The work 
becomes a piece of guerrilla theatre, unexpected and unex- 
plained, with other bathers looking on in puzzlement and 
pleasure as all these people suddenly bend at the waist and 
begin waddling and quacking like ducks or turn forward flips, 
slapping the water with their legs. Such random acts of cre- 
ativity were once fairly common here, and it’s lovely to see 
one preserved. You can see it for yourself when Water 
Works: Dances at Barton Springs Pool is screened Thursday, 
Oct. 15, 7 & 9pm, at the Independent @ 501 Studios, Fifth 
& Brushy streets. DVDs will be for sale. For more informa- 
tion, call 476-2548 or e-mail gno@ideality.com.

‘PETER AND THE WOLF' Prokofiev toy way of ‘Looney Tunes’ 


Ten years after Peter and the Wolf premiered, the Sergei Prokofiev children’s sym- 
phony was adapted into an animated short by Disney in as reverent and pleasant a 
version as you’d expect from that company. We’ll never know how the story might 
have been handled - or manhandled - had it been the animators at Warner Bros, 
who got their mad mitts on Peter, but a stage version created in 2006 and coming 
to the Paramount stage this week may deliver a pretty good approximation. Arizona’s 
acclaimed theatre company Childsplay is touring the version that playwright Allison 
Gregory and Emmy-winning composer Hummie Mann created for Seattle Children’s 
Theatre, and it’s loaded with madcap chases, slapstick, and comic riffs on 
Prokofiev’s score, right out of a vintage Warner ’toon. It’s the first of Gregory’s plays 
to show in Austin since she moved here with her husband, playwright Steven Dietz, 
and their children, Ruby and Abraham, in 2006. “I can’t tell you how excited I am 
not to have to get on a plane to see one of my shows,” she says, and having 
worked with Childsplay extensively doubles the pleasure. Gregory spoke with the 
Chronicle about animating, er, adapting Peter and the Wolf. - R.F. 



Austin Chronicle: Did you grow up on 
Prokofiev's original? 

Allison Gregory: Didn’t we all? I 
remember a cartoon of it, and the imag- 
es are very vivid. And yet when [Seattle 
Children’s Theatre Artistic Director] 

Linda Hartzell asked me to do it, I real- 
ized: “Oh yeah, 

Peter and the 
Wolfl I have no 
idea what that 
story is.” I think 
we all think we 
know it, but I couldn’t recollect anything 
except the wolf eats Peter, and they cut 
him out. Then I realized, no, that’s Little 
Red Riding Hood. [Laughs] So I went to 
my library and got every possible ver- 
sion, from Captain Kangaroo to Sting to 
Patrick Stewart to David Bowie. What 
struck me about all of them was how 
close to the original they stayed. Nobody 


changed the story or embellished it or 
deepened it. So I decided to veer away 
from the tried and true and explore 
story a little more and especially the 
relationships between the characters 
and between the characters and the 
music, which is so much a part of it. 

AC: And you went in 
a more colorful , 
comical direction? 
AG: Whatever you 
would call Looney 
Tunes, we went in 
that direction. We went for physical come- 
dy, kind of in the realm of Buster Keaton. 
It’s a very, very physical show. There’s a 
hunt and a chase and a parade. Those 
actors - man, they get a workout. I took 
what existed and stretched it out and 
exaggerated it and played around with 
the dynamics. The cat becomes a more 
exaggerated cat on the prowl, and the 


hunter becomes a little more inept in fail- 
ing to get the wolf, and the wolf ends up 
being very wily and duplicitous, if you can 
believe that about a wolf - just a guy you 
don’t trust but you don’t know why. 

AC: Did anyone think you took it too far? 
AG: Well, my daughter rolled her eyes at 
some of the jokes, but no. We jumped 
off Prokofiev’s shoulders. It is very true 
to the story and his music. It starts 
with his music and ends with his music, 
and in between, Hummie Mann took 
Prokofiev’s themes and ran with them. 
There’s a gospel song, which is proba- 
bly not something you’ll find in the origi- 
nal symphony, but there’s a tango 
based on one of the themes from the 
original that he took in a different meter 
and made a wonderful dance out of. 

AC: Sounds like fun. 

AG: It is fun, dammit. And it was just 
fun to do.

Are You 
Experienced? 

Why art that actively engages audiences 
is quintessential^ Austin

There was The Trash Project, with hundreds of Austinites 
crowding the edges of Austin Studios’ rain-slicked tarmac and 
cheering on employees from the city’s Solid Waste Services 
department as they performed choreographed dances with 
their carts, cranes, and trucks. 

There was the Western carnival for the Rude Mechs’ I’ve 
Never Been So Happy, with dozens of folks each night indulging 
their inner Ernest Tubbs at the country karaoke mic, getting 
their mops cropped by a bona fide Lone Star barber, having 
their “pitchers took” as Bonnie and Clyde, making crank calls 
to Yankees, and sipping margaritas, among other activities. 

There was the race-against-time re-creation of ancient Rome 
at Arthouse, with scores of adults and kids working around the 
clock to carve cardboard and wood into the monuments and tem- 
ples of the Eternal City (before stomping it back into oblivion). 

There was the visual representation of eclipses for an 
upcoming Blanton Museum of Art exhibit, with a group of 
hundreds in the stands of Darrell K. Royal-Memorial Stadium 
holding up flashcards that formed images of these astronomi- 
cal phenomena as they will appear in the skies above this city 
in the decades to come. 

And there was, and still is, the musical at Zach Theatre, 
where at every performance four audience members are 
recruited to play contestants in a school spelling bee alongside 
the professional cast members. 

Has there ever been a season that started with so many 
chances for audiences to engage directly with art? None of 
this passive sitting in a dark theatre or standing in a gallery, 
hands clasped behind your back. These works asked us to be 
active, to step out of the temples of art and see it out in our 
world or take part in its creation ourselves. And they followed 
a host of like works from last season, projects that let us walk 
through buildings and spy dramas staged in different rooms 
(Vestige Group’s Muses III: Memories of 
a House, Secondhand Theatre’s Rooms, 

Displaced Theatre’s Red Light Winter), to 
troop to a street corner to watch a scene 
play out (Hyde Park Theatre’s Bombs in 
Your Mouth) or through Downtown to 
discover dancers wedged into the city- 
scape ( Bodies in Urban Spaces), to imbibe 
during a show’s built-in drinking game 
(Yellow Tape Construction Company’s Warpstar Sexy squad), 
to type a love note and have it hand-delivered to a special 
someone anywhere in the city (Jaclyn Pryor’s pink), to attach 
New Year’s wishes to a 34-foot wooden clock and then see it 
burn to the ground (Community Art Makers’ Resolution Clock 
at First Night Austin), and, in the grandest extreme of this 
kind of work to date, to choose from a list of handcrafted 
experiences and have one created personally and individually 
for you (Rubber Rep’s The Casket of Passing Fancy). 

What we have here is an increasing number of local artists 
and arts organizations who are playing with the conventional 
means of culture consumption and its old divide of creators 
on one side and audiences on the other, one in the light and 
one out of it - and no touching the art! They want to free us 
of the notions that creativity is confined to the museum and 
concert hall and only the province of the art-school graduate. 
Creativity is all around us, as pervasive as air, and just as easy 
to draw into ourselves and let out. Their projects seek to move 
us beyond observing art to experiencing it.

As a city, we like to do. 
we live to do. So a work 
of art that offers us the 
opportunity to do is 
right up Austin’s alley. 


Sometimes that’s as simple as breaking the work out of those 
institutional spaces that customarily house art. Those of us 
who saw The Trash Project weren’t dancing ourselves, but we 
were outdoors, under the sky, with the Downtown skyline for a 
backdrop, and that played into our perception of the piece. Just 
the idea of a dance taking place in such an environment will dis- 
engage it from the formality of a traditional dance performance 
and open it up in terms of accessibility. But in this instance, it 
also set a dance involving people who work for the city in that 
city. It added to our sense of where these men and women do 
what they do, amplifying our connection both to it and to this 
creative representation of it. Other site-specific work works simi- 
larly, whether it’s Bodies in Urban Spaces or one of Blue Lapis 
Light’s aerial dances on Downtown buildings or a performance 
in someone’s home: It turns a familiar 
place, a space you know, into something 
unexpected and new, a place where you 
had an experience beyond the ordinary. 
And through that new experience, that 
artistic experience, your sense of that place 
is altered, amplified. And when your sense 
of it changes, you change. 

Such a transformation is even more 
potent when you participate in the creative act. Because you 
aren’t simply taking in a finished work of art that someone else 
brought into being; you’re bringing something into the world 
yourself. The audience members who sign on as spellers in The 
25th Annual Putnam County Spelling Bee are helping tell that 
story to many people who have never heard it before. The 24 
Hour Roman Reconstruction Project was all about creating a scale- 
model city from scratch and could not have succeeded here 
without people from the community taking box cutters and tape 
in hand and constructing all those replicas of ancient structures. 
Even though their contributions were relatively small and some 
of them crude and all of them were utterly trashed at the end 
of the day, they existed for a time and enriched the lives of the 
people who saw them. Making something changes the world, 
and when the world changes, you change. Experiential art opens 
up that possibility for its audiences. 

Now, this kind of art is nothing new, not even in Austin. 
Sally Jacques and Jose Luis Bustamante have been doing site- 
specific work here since the Eighties. The aquatic ballet Water 


Works in Barton Springs Pool (see “‘Water Works,”’ p.35) got 
its start more than 30 years ago, as did Esther’s Follies, which 
shook up the way we perceive what’s in a show by sticking a 
window at the back of the stage and letting the people on the 
street be part of the action. And some of the same folks who 
launched Esther’s created quite the art experience with the 
counterculture musical Now the Revolution at the University of 
Texas in the late Sixties. We’ve had a musical on the hillside 
in Zilker Park every summer for 51 years, and Beverly Sheffield 
was hosting entertainment there a full 20 years before it 
started. And what do you think that old pavilion in Wooldridge 
Square Park was originally intended for? Musical performances, 
among other things, out in the open air. Austin has a long, 
rich history of cultural engagement outside the conventional 
venues, of getting active with our art. 

But then, activity seems to be embedded in the city’s genetic 
code. We’re nothing if not a hands-on community, a populace 
that doesn’t merely thrive on experience but craves it. That’s 
why the Trail at Lady Bird Lake is perennially packed and you 
can’t swing a dead ’dillo without hitting a fun run. That’s why 
we can’t have a weekend without at least one festival (and 
preferably more). That’s why we’ve made community holidays 
of Eeyore’s birthday and Carnaval and Halloween. I daresay 
that’s why our political process gets so convoluted and knotty. 
We relish activity, being in the thick of it, whatever it is: a 10K 
race, a Longhorns game, a public hearing, a mud pit at ACL, or 
even a play. We like to do. We live to do. So a work of art that 
offers us the opportunity to do is right up our alley. 

Craig Hella Johnson likes to say that the audiences for his 
Conspirare concerts engage in “deep listening.” They’re hearing 
more than the melodic line and the overall beauty of the sound; 
they’re attuned to the structure of the work, its musical architec- 
ture, the interplay of music and lyric, the voices weaving intricate 
harmonies, the emotion or spiritual idea binding it all together, 
even the quiet spaces between sounds. They’re able to get inside 
the work, which means, of course, that they get so much more out 
of it. Experiential art might be called “deep living.” Actively engag- 
ing with art is the difference between wading in the shallows of 
Barton Springs and plunging below the surface.

AUSTIN TEXAS 
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SHOPLIFTING FROM 
AMERICAN APPAREL 

by Tao Lin 

Melville House, 112 pp., $13 (paper) 

Tao Lin is viewed as both the pied piper, 
leading the way to literature’s afterlife fol- 
lowing the death of print media, and as 
a hack. His websites sell everything from 
“fuck america” stickers to shares of his 
next novel, subverting the major publishing 
house system. The amount of content on his 
blog is exhausting - a word often invoked to 
describe Lin’s writing style. 

Lin’s latest - a novella 
centered around a young 
Brooklynite with girl and law 
troubles - is no exception, 
using little more than short 
declarative sentences and 
dialogue to tell its tale. Like 
a thousand Twitter updates 
strung together. Here’s the 
totality of the titular action: 

“A few minutes later Sam walked out of 
American Apparel holding an American 
Apparel shirt.” The characters reek of the 
much maligned “me generation,” with con- 
versations ranging in topic from how much 
things suck to awkward relationships. Take 
the magic out of the magical realism of 
Lin’s most recent novel, Eeeee Eee Eeee, 
and you’re left with this story that reads like 
a compelling instruction booklet for being a 
Brooklyn art slacker. 


But a hack Lin is not. Shoplifting is scath- 
ingly funny for being so spare: “Sam ate 
cereal with soymilk. He put things on eBay 
then tried to guess the password to Sheila’s 
email account, not thinking he would be suc- 
cessful, and not being successful. He did 
fifty jumping jacks.” Amidst the barrage of 
tedious details and everyday occurrences, 
there are moments of beauty that one can 
miss without the expected flourish of adjec- 
tives to put blinking arrows around them that 
say “important moment ahead.” And what’s 
more realistic than over- 
looked beauty in our 
technological age? 

Lin’s repetitive 
sentence structure / 
becomes blurring, 
making what is 
thought, said (often 
on Google chat), and 
done bleed together. If 
you don’t follow conversa- 
tions closely enough, it’s easy to gloss over a 
sentence’s lack of quotation marks and what 
that thought-but-unsaid line might say about 
the characters. 

Works like Shoplifting From American 
Apparel just might be the future of literature, 
with a style that’s wary of words’ ability to 
say more than intended. Best to keep it 
simple, leaving a 100-page slice of life cut 
with a very sharp and discerning blade - one 
that Lin wields well. -James Renovitch 


LOVE IN INFANT 
MONKEYS: STORIES 

by Lydia Millet 

Soft Skull Press, 192 pp., $13.95 (paper) 

Love in Infant Monkeys: Stories, novelist 
Lydia Millet’s first published foray into col- 
lected shorts, begins inauspiciously. “Sexing 
the Pheasant,” like every work in this col- 
lection save one, involves a relationship 
between a celebrity and an animal - in this 
case, Madonna and a pheasant. 

The association here is direct, 

Madonna having shot the 
pheasant while hunting. 

Unfortunately, her self- 
congratulatory inner 
monologue on her use 
of British slang, inter- 
spersed with guilt over 
the bleeding bird at her 
feet, feels forced, as 
though it were conceived 
to fulfill a requirement: stories 
about animals and famous people. 

However, as the collection continues, the 
narration is further removed from celebrity 
and relies less heavily on inner monologue, 
sometimes even providing a secondhand 
account of someone else’s interaction with 
the famous and animals. 

With “Sir Henry,” although the star’s 
appearance is again forced, it becomes clear 
that Millet’s focus on human-animal relation- 
ships provides more than just a clever theme. 


This story of a dogwalker and his charges 
subtly describes the human desire to see 
attributes in animals we wish to find in other 
people. The titular dachshund and a poodle 
are more dignified than their respective own- 
ers, the drunken David Hasselhoff and a dying 
violinist who, the walker notes, “would have 
been euthanized long ago” were he a dog. 

Any feelings of the theme being forced end 
with “Sir Henry”; the remaining works heart- 
breakingly explore humans’ myriad 
bonds with and psychological uses 
for animals. In “Thomas Edison 
and Vasil Golakov,” Millet describes 
Edison as a troubled man who begins 
to see an elephant - whose execu- 
tion via electric shock he designed 
- as a martyr. Edison’s conflicted 
feelings over executing a creature 
incapable of motive reduce him at 
times to railing against the elephant 
and at others to admitting to it his 
deep guilt as he frequently rewatches 
footage of its electrocution. 

Millet shows a talent for the comic in her 
straightforward style, as well as in her use of a 
Sharon Stone look-alike as an example of soci- 
ety’s treatment of celebrities as pets. However, 
her work is most touching when heavier, as in 
a narrator’s comment on Tesla’s assertion that 
real beauty in a bird lies under the feathers: “My 
own love, it has seemed to me, has only ever 
been a love of feathers. However hard it tries, it 
never gets beneath.” - Sarah Jean Billeiter

AUSTIN COCKTAIL THROWDOWN 

The Austin Convention and Visitors 
Bureau has hosted an annual cocktail con- 
test for the last six years. At first, bartend- 
ers from five Downtown hotels were chal- 
lenged to create a drink called “the Batini,” 
and a panel of celebrity judges chose the 
winner. Now, bartenders from establish- 
ments citywide are invited to submit recipes 
for the Austin Cocktail Throwdown. This year, 
24 local bartenders submitted original reci- 
pes, and a panel of judges made up of hos- 
pitality industry pros and food writers select- 
ed five finalists. The idea was to make a 
unique cocktail that is worthy of being called 
the Official Drink of Austin for the year. 
Originality, use of local ingredients, and fla- 
vors or concepts that represent Austin were 
encouraged. The winner was picked at a pri- 
vate event where bartenders showcased the 
drinks and passed around samples. Guests 
voted by filling out a ballot form, grading 
each cocktail on a scale of 1 to 5. 

Two things have remained the same over 
the years: The drinks have to include Tito’s 
Vodka (the contest sponsor), and competi- 
tion is always fierce. La Condesa entered 
with a slightly modified version of its deli- 
cious watermelon and elder-flower martini, 
topped with an elder-flower-infused foam. The 


Hyatt Lost Pines Resort and Spa folks 
made a super-refreshing drink called the 
Shirley Bird using local ingredients (Good 
Flow honey and Nile Valley hibiscus-mint 
tea), lemon juice, and ginger liqueur. I loved 
the Lady Bird from Stephen F’s Bar and 
Terrace, made with Paula’s Texas Lemon, 
pear liqueur, elder-flower liqueur (is this the 
tres leches cake of mixology nowadays?), 
and fresh lemon juice and zest. The most 
intriguing cocktail of the evening was FINO’s 
mole on the rocks, featuring a homemade 


mole syrup, Aztec chocolate bitters, Paula’s 
Texas Orange, Treaty Oak rum, and allspice 
dram. But the Paggi House’s Redbud got 
my No. 1 vote: homegrown mariachi peppers 
muddled with sea salt, mixed with grapefruit 
bitters, house-made grenadine, lime juice, 
and pomegranate seeds. So good! However, 
majority rules, and the bragging rights and 
prizes - including a Gibson guitar - went to 
La Condesa ’s Enlightened Austin Martini, 
the Official Drink of Austin until this time 
next year. Congrats! - Claudia Alarcon 


UNDERVALUED TREASURES 

James Halliday is the author of The Wine 
Atlas of Australia and the world’s most 
renowned expert on Australian wines. He refers 
to his homeland’s McWilliam’s Wines as 
“undervalued treasures,” a view at least partly 
based on their low prices and high quality. 

McWilliam’s makes over a dozen wines, though cur- 
rently only nine make it to the U.S. Hanwood is its 
low-priced line, usually running $10 to $12 a bottle - 
sometimes even less, depending on the store and 
whether the wine is on sale. The best of the Hanwood 
line are the Riesling, chardonnay, and cabernet sauvignon. 



The key to these three wines’ successes are their bracing 
acidity. For instance, the Riesling has that rare type of acidity 
that dances around on your tongue, just like the German ver- 
sions that cost $20 or more. McWilliam’s chardonnay is rich 
without being overly oaky, and has the ability to cleanse your 
palate. Given the fact that so few chardonnays have big 
enough acids to make them worthwhile with dinner, this 
wine should draw a lot of attention from foodies. And 
McWilliam’s cabernet is loaded with cherry and mint 
aromas that create magic with grilled meat. All three 
compete handily with wines twice their price.

food-o-file

The centerpiece of Austin’s participation in the 
Texas Department of Agriculture’s Go Texan Res- 
taurant Round-Up was the first ever Texas Chef 
Showdown held last week at the Hyatt Regency. I 
was one of a group of journalists and bloggers invit- 
ed to judge the event. The chef contestants - 
Kevin Dee of the Hyatt’s Southwest Bistro, Todd 
Duplechan of TRIO at the Four Seasons, and 
Stephen Bonin of the Driskill Grill - were supplied 
with proteins from Texas sources (shrimp, snapper, 
lamb shanks) and then encouraged to shop for their 
remaining ingredients at local farmers’ markets in 
order to create more than 100 servings of an appe- 
tizer and an entree. The chefs presented their dish- 
es to the judges’ table and then served the rest of 
the diners from stations set up around the dining 
room. The produce used revealed some interesting 
information about seasonal availability around the 
state, such as the fact that sweet corn grows in 
East Texas this time of year, and custardy fuyu per- 
simmons thrive in Central Texas in the fall. The best 
things I tasted were a butternut squash soup com- 
plemented by a Pure Luck chevre mousse and 
pecan pesto, creamy grits made with Pure Luck 
Hopelessly Bleu cheese, and some smoked shrimp 
corn dogs in a pool of bright-yellow corn puree. 
Kudos to TRIO’S Duplechan, who won with two Gulf 
shrimp dishes. The most interesting realization of 
the evening was that the hotel corporations who run 
all three of the participating restaurants are allow- 
ing their chefs the freedom and flexibility to support 
local and regional food sources. Shopping locally 
requires a commitment of both time and money and 
is most often practiced in chef-owned, independent 
restaurants with the flexibility to allow some menu 
items to be driven by seasonal produce availability. 
While some area farmers and ranchers who pro- 
duce meats, cheeses, and eggs are able to deliver 
directly to restaurant kitchens, most vegetable grow- 
ers are unable to offer credit sales or provide deliv- 
ery. Some growers do have websites or e-mail news- 
letters listing seasonal availability, but generally it’s 
necessary for chefs to send foragers to market to 
shop for them. That’s why you’ll see the chefs men- 
tioned above, along with Eric Polzer (Wink), Jesse 
Griffiths (Dai Due), James Holmes and Morgan 
Angelone (Olivia), Jason Donoho (ASTI/FINO), R.J. 
Spade (Blue Star Cafeteria), John Bullington and 
Trish Eichelberger (Alamo Drafthouse), Rene 
Ortiz (La Condesa), Mark Spedale (Primizie), Ben 
Wilcott (Texas French Bread), Deegan McClung 
(Jeffrey’s), and Valerie Broussard (Barr Mansion) 
checking out the weekly offerings at Boggy Creek 
Farm, the Austin Farmers Market, and the 
Sunset Valley Farmer’s Market. The best way to 
find local ingredients on restaurant menus is to 
ask about seasonal specials. Even restaurants 
with their own organic gardens, such as Eastside 
Cafe, Madam Mam’s, Vespaio, or Fonda San 
Miguel, can only grow a fraction of the produce 
necessary for busy restaurant kitchens, so their 
homegrown produce is likely to be featured only in 
seasonal chef’s specials as well. One Austin res- 
taurant chain that got into the farm-to-table habit 
long before the current locavore trend sprouted is 
Kerbey Lane Cafes. The homegrown breakfast 
and comfort-food chain began contracting with area 
farmers to grow tomatoes and other summer vege- 
tables about 15 years ago and continues the prac- 
tice to this day. You can currently find produce from 
Engel Farms near Fredericksburg on Kerbey Lane’s 
seasonal, catering, and everyday menus.

Tastes of Thailand in Central Texas 

One of the topics of discussion at our late-summer story meeting was the profusion of new 
Thai restaurants surfacing around town, so I generated a list of all the local Thai eateries. We 
were shocked to find that more than 30 Thai restaurants (counting multiple locations of the 
same businesses) were now on the culinary radar screen. We decided it was time for a roundup 
of the newer spots, omitting those that had already received Chronicle coverage and those that 
weren’t strictly Thai, such as the Pan-Asian hybrids that include Thai, Vietnamese, and Chinese 
dishes and sometimes even sushi on the menus. Contributing Food writers Claudia Alarcon, 
Kate Thornberry, Sarah Hamlin, Rachel Feit, and I hit the streets in search of the authentic fla- 
vors of Thailand, and here’s what we found. - Mick Vann 



THAI HARMONY 

4300 Quinlan Park Rd., 535-7975

Thai Harmony is located right in the heart 
of Steiner Ranch, and despite the far-flung 
location, the focus of the menu is on authen- 
tic Thai dishes, with only a few non-Thai 
offerings. The owner/chef, C.K. Viranam, is 
in the kitchen most nights, and consequent- 
ly Thai Harmony gets high marks for both 
care in preparation and authenticity. The 
decor feels a little bit Western, as though the 
space may have initially housed a Hill 
Country barbecue joint. Nevertheless, the 
feel of the room is civilized and just a bit 


elegant. The service is good, nicely attentive 
without hovering. The staff appears to be 
small, but all its members are busy and 
cheerful and seem invested in the success of 
the restaurant. 

My iced tea was fresh and the lemon 
wedge large and freshly cut, usually a har- 
binger of good things to come. The Golden 
Bags ($5), steamed dumplings filled with 
pork, mushroom, carrot, onion, and cilan- 
tro, are fresh and tasty, though slightly rub- 
bery. They’re served with a pleasing ginger- 
soy dipping sauce, and I had no difficulty 
finishing the entire generous serving. The 
pad thai ($10) is excellent - the noodles 
perfectly cooked, neither too dry nor too 
damp. The sauce has a noticeable tamarind 
and garlic flavor, which I great- 
ly appreciated, and there is a 
reasonable number of shrimp, 
which are fresh and orangey- 
pink. The dish’s only flaw, and 
it is a tiny one, is that it is a bit 
monochromatic; it could use a 
few more Chinese chives. 
Nevertheless, it is top-notch. 
The tamarind duck ($16.50) 
features an entire duck breast, 
roasted and sliced, served with 
onions, ginger, pineapple, and 
green onion. The duck is 
roasted skillfully, crispy but 
not fatty, and the serving is 
enormous, enough for two 
people. The ball of white rice 
accompanying the duck is 
fresh and hot, and it holds 
together well enough to be 
eaten with chopsticks. 

The mango with sticky rice 
($5) is especially good, a rectan- 
gular slab of sticky rice drenched 
with coconut cream, with a per-

EXOTIC THAI

Owner Lin Pai has been on board for about 
a month, having bought Exotic Thai from the 
founding owners. The space is bright and mod- 
em and sits at the west end of a strip on the 
southwest comer of Braker and Lamar, a 
stone’s throw from the big Asian shopping 
center anchored by MT Supermarket. We 
started with a pork larb ($7.50), which is every- 
thing it should be: The salty, tart, spicy dressing 
is bound by nutty roasted rice powder, bright- 
ened by mint and cilantro; intense minced pork 
and shallots at their finest. On the table sits the 
standard condiment grouping, our favorite 
being the fish sauce with minced Thai chiles. 

The tom kha, or coconut-galangal soup, 
($4, bowl; $7.50, firepot) is not as thick as it 
we had hoped it would be, with perhaps a 
tad too much chicken stock, but the chicken 
meat is tender and fresh, accented with straw 


mushrooms, pieces of lime leaf and lemon- 
grass, and lime juice and chile. You could 
taste the zippy galangal, namesake of the 
dish. Exotic Thai’s pad thai ($7) is fairly 
complex, with tofu, egg, fresh chicken, scal- 
lions, and onion, boosted with a nice tama- 
rind and lime layer. Cilantro, fresh sprouts, 
minced peanuts, and lime garnish the plate. 

Beef with garlic pepper ($7.50, gra tiem ) is 
normally a garlicky, black pepper sludge of 
sweet, black-molasses-like soy, yet here it is 
cooked more like a standard Chinese brown 
sauce with a little garlic and zero black pep- 
per. We thought for sure we had been misun- 
derstood when ordering, but no. The pork 
green curry ($7.50) more than redeems: a 
thick sauce made from reduced coconut 
cream and green curry paste, anointed with 
bamboo shoots, eggplant, and basil leaves. 
The accompanying steamed white rice is nutty 
and fragrant. I hated to see the original own- 
ers bail out, but the new owners seem to have 
a fairly good grip on the situation. - M.V 
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PAD THAI THAI CUISINE 

1201 Barbara Jordan Blvd. #1220, 469-1778;

We went to the newer of the two locations, 
which is in the mega strip mall in the Mueller 
development, several blocks east of 1-35, in the 
northeast comer of the southern block of stores. 
Its menu is a clone of the one at Thai Passion (the 
owner, Chai, once worked for Gene Kobboon at 
Thai Passion), but the quality of the food falls 
short of the restaurant it imitates. 

Gaengjeud was the soup of the day, made 
with frozen pulled chicken meat, onion, celery, 
carrot, and cabbage. The broth has a distinct 
bouillon flavor, thick with ingredients. The tom 
kha ($3.79, bowl; $8, firepot) lacks the richness 
of coconut cream, with a faint suggestion of 
galangal (the dish’s name means galangal soup). 
Normally, lime leaf and lemongrass are found, 
but here they have gone missing. 

The restaurant’s pad thai ($6.99, lunch; $8.99, 
dinner) is bland, even for pad thai. The chicken 
resembles frozen pulled chicken meat, and there 
is a lack of fried tofu, egg, and scallions. A faint 
tamarind flavor is present, but there is no com- 
plexity or balance of sweet, tart, salty, and spicy. 
The typical garnish of fresh bean sprouts is 
replaced with finely shredded cabbage. The pad 
hee mao (“drunken noodles,” $6.99/$8.99) is 
one-dimensional, dominated by bell-pepper slic- 
es which tend to overpower other flavors. Even 
though we requested very spicy, it was mild. To 
its credit, Pad Thai cooks its food in a hot enough 
wok to get a nice char on its stir-fry ingredients. 

The green curry ($8.99) is fairly pedestrian, 
made with what tastes like unamended canned 
green-curry paste, coconut milk, chicken base, 
bamboo sprouts, zucchini, bell peppers (again), 
and basil. A shame, since using fresh chicken 
(and chicken stock), eliminating the ovemsed 
bell peppers, and jazzing up authentic flavors 
with lime leaf and lemongrass could make all 
the difference in the world. Pad Thai, at this 
location anyway, seems to be cutting comers 
and worrying more about the bottom fine than 
the flavor on the plate. - M.V 


SUBSIN’S AUTHENTIC THAI FOOD

As Thai places go in Austin, South Austin’s 
Subsin’s is one of the more authentic. An 
entirely family-mn operation, the restaurant 
has been in business for nearly three years. 
Thailand native Kidagom Amatyakul, who goes 
by the nickname Joe, cooks, while his daughter 
waits tables. Mrs. Amatyakul handles the prep 
and keeps the general business in order. With 
less ambience than the local dry cleaners, the 
restaurant itself is not much to look at, either 
inside or out. But the food here bears the stamp 
of care. The yellow curry with beef ($7.95) is 
deliciously scented with lime leaves, lemon- 
grass, and galangal. Ample portions of tender, 
thinly sliced beef and potatoes make this a dish 
easily shared by two. The pad mow-mow ($7.95), 
stir-fried flat rice noodles with basil, zucchini, 
peppers, and chicken, strikes an appealing bal- 
ance between sweet, salty, and spicy. 

Less successful is the Thai meat salad 
($8.95). We made the mistake of ordering it 
with pork (a meat relatively uncommon in Thai 
cuisine, since a large portion of the population 
is Muslim) instead of beef or chicken. The 
spicy, vinegary sauce renders the pork chewy 
and frankly a little rotten tasting; it would have 
complemented beef better, though the sauce is 
still slightly acrid. Also a little disappointing is 
the chicken satay appetizer ($5.95), which 
seems skimpy and whose accompanying pea- 
nut sauce is greasy and separated. 

In addition to the usual array of stir-fry 
noodle dishes, piquant soups, and curries, 
house specials include whole fish fried and 
topped with chile sauce or julienned ginger 
(market price) and steamed green mus- 
sels ($8.95). Just about all of the curry and 
noodle dishes can be made vegetarian. Very 
affordable for lunch or dinner, Subsin’s is a 
popular spot among locals who value good, 
no-frills meals. - Rachel Text

Those who frequent the busy intersection of 
Slaughter and Manchaca Road may have noticed 
the tiny trailer in the parking lot of Neighborhood 
Hardware that houses Sala Thai Drinks. Owner 
Sirinlak “Oui” Jordan, a former server at Satay, 
started selling iced Thai tea, coffee, and lemonade 
this past summer. Neighbors quickly embraced 
the new addition, thanks to the deliciously 
creamy but not-so-sweet Thai coffee and tea; 
refreshing, fresh-squeezed lemonade; and ice- 
cold coconut water. In no time, business took off, 
so Jordan added breakfast tacos and commercial 
soft drinks. Soon her loyal customers were asking 
for Thai dishes. Not wanting to disappoint, she 
added a few, including the best pad thai I’ve had 
in recent memory. Freshness makes a big differ- 
ence, and at Sala Thai it shows. The noodles are 
neither mushy nor stuck together, as often hap- 


pens when pad thai has been sitting on a steam 
table for a while. They are cooked just right, with 
the right amount of sauce and flavor. Even though 
it’s seived in a to-go container, garnishes are care- 
fully arranged: ground peanuts in a nest of ice- 
berg lettuce, shredded carrots and green onions 
topped with a lime wedge, and ground Thai chile 
carefully tucked in a comer for each diner to add 
to taste. The small menu also features a savory 
chicken and basil stir-fry served over steamed 
rice, with a fish-sauce-tinged Thai omelet on the 
side; chicken fried rice; and your choice of pork 
or beef fried with garlic and pepper, served over 
steamed rice. All Thai dishes cost only $5, and 
portions are sufficient and satisfying. Because 
every dish is carefully prepared fresh, Jordan rec- 
ommends calling in advance to place your order. 
So if you’re in a hurry, it will be ready when you 
arrive. Either way, don’t miss out if you find your- 
self in the general area. It’s worth the visit.

TITAYA’S THAI CUISINE

Titaya’s resides in the old Fortune Pho 75 
location, just south of Koenig, on the east side 
of Lamar. Open for four years, the restaurant 
has a loyal following of fans who love the fare. 
Owner Titaya is another alum of Thai Passion, 
and the menu definitely reflects her previous 
involvement there (what is it they say about 
imitation and flattery?). We began our meal 
here with pork larb ($9.95), a minced-meat 
salad served on a bed of lettuce with a few 
cucumber slices. What is normally very vibrant- 
ly tart and spicy, aromatic, and garnished with 
fresh mint and cilantro instead is sweet, tame, 
and mintless here. It would probably be unrec- 
ognizable to a Lao or Isaan native. 

Tom kha ($3.50, bowl; $8, firepot) is headed 
in the right direction, but it needs less chicken 
stock and more coconut cream, more lime leaf 
and lemongrass, more chile, more lime. Unless 
we miss our educated guess, frozen pulled 
chicken meat rather than fresh meat graced 
our bowl. The pad thai ($6.50, lunch; $7.95, 
dinner) has little of the charred kiss of the wok, 
uses pulled chicken meat, and has no egg or 
tofu that we could find. The tamarind quota 
had been raised, but overall, it is a fairly boring 
version of what can be a decent dish. 

A beef green curry ($6.50, lunch; $8.95, din- 
ner) is disappointing. What should be a com- 
plex spicy flavor profile, compounded by the 
richness of coconut milk, is mostly bell-pepper 
slices, mixed with some Japanese eggplant, zuc- 
chini, onion, bamboo shoots, and thin beef 
slices. It needs more of everything, especially 
coconut milk and beef, and zero bell pepper. 
Bell peppers are used here in the States as inex- 
pensive and crunchy vegetable filler; in Thailand 
they’re used only in Chinese or Italian food. 

We remember liking Titaya’s flavors several 
years back, but perhaps the desire to produce 
a $6.50 lunch special should be reconsidered. 
Any of her numerous fans would gladly pay a 
dollar more for her original fare. - M.V 

CK THAI CUISINE

CK Thai Cuisine opened its doors just a 
few months ago, and it’s already winning 
over the neighborhood. The decor is charm- 
ing, with upside-down parasols forming a 
dropped ceiling and colorful fishing nets and 
other inexpensive but pretty objects decorat- 
ing the walls. The dining room has an elegant 
feel, with real tablecloths (albeit topped with 
glass) and soft lighting. 

The service is attentive and careful and 
extremely welcoming, even when I went in on 
an “off” night and rather close to closing time. 
The entire staff seems very intent on making 
the place a success. The evening started off 
with a freshly brewed iced tea with a big, fresh 
wedge of lemon, and the glass was kept full 
throughout the meal without any prompting 
on my part. A fried dumpling was brought out 


“on the house” as a bonus for simply coming 
in the door. The dumpling was filled with fresh 
pork, flavored with mushrooms and scallions, 
and the sauce was delightfully sweet and pun- 
gent, so much so that I was briefly sorry I had 
ordered the Thai satay ($5.79) rather than the 
steamed dumplings ($4.79) for my appetizer. 

Once I got my satay, however, I was molli- 
fied. The pork is perfectly tender and flavor- 
ful, the portion large, and is served with both 
the traditional fresh cucumber-and-onion 
relish and spicy peanut dipping sauce. My 
server was extremely helpful and was able to 
suggest several dishes that she thought were 
particularly outstanding. I opted for the pad 
w oon sen ($7.95), a noodle dish made with 
stir-fried clear bean thread noodles, cabbage, 
green onion, eggs, and broccoli. When it 
arrived, along with a ball of perfectly hot and 
fresh white rice, I knew I was going to need 
a “to-go” because the entree was immense. 
The entire dish was fresh and had that mar- 
velous Thai element of combining a dizzying 
array of flavors. My server told me that the 
cook, a woman named Oo (I asked her to 
spell it for me), makes this particular dish 
perfectly, just as it is made in Thailand. 

The sticky rice with mango dessert ($4.99) 
is also extremely good - a sliced mango resting 
atop a rectangle of sticky rice, drizzled with 
coconut milk. Though I took half my entree 
home, I somehow managed to finish the des- 
sert, the tartness of the mango perfectly con- 
trasting with the warm coconut-flavored rice. 
All in all, CK Thai promises to be a real con- 
tender, and I look forward to returning.

The dining room at Chon Som is stark and 
utilitarian, with a concrete floor and inexpen- 
sive metal chairs, giving the room all the ambi- 
ence of a church basement. But while pleasant 
decor is a plus, the food is what matters, and 
since Chon Som (which takes its name from 
the Thai words for fork and spoon) has won 
awards for its cuisine, the inauspicious atmo- 
sphere is easily overlooked. 

The service was good, attentive, and intel- 
ligent, and our beverages, iced tea and Thai 
iced tea, were above average. The Dynamite 
Shrimp ($5) was recommended as the most 
popular appetizer; sadly, the shrimp are 
fishy, and their breading is lifeless and heavy. 
The calamari ($6), however, is fresh and ten- 
der, with a light, crisp breading and a tasty 
Thai dipping sauce. The breading on the two 
items is so dissimilar, in fact, that it made me 
wonder if the Dynamite Shrimp had possibly 
been fried earlier and reheated. 

Tom kha soup ($4) was the next order, and 
it was the hit of the evening. The broth is 
powerful, strongly flavored with galangal and 
lemongrass, and in it floats a generous amount 
of white-meat chicken and straw mushrooms. 
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All of the traditional flavors of this popular 
soup are present and well-balanced. 

Unfortunately, the beef panang curry 
($9) that followed is soupy and flavorless. 
Beef panang is one of the most intense Thai 
dishes, and rendering a flavorless rendition 
should be impossible; Chon Som’s version 
resembles an ordinary order of beef panang 
to which a gallon of water had been inexpli- 
cably added. Coconut milk and Thai lime 
leaf, two essential ingredients, are entirely 
missing. The pad thai ($8) was a disap- 
pointment as well; the rice stick noodles 
that form the backbone of the dish were 
still in a semidry, hard state, rendering the 
dish inedible. 

Our server apologized and removed the 
pad thai from the bill. Still hungry, we 
ordered dessert, the Thai doughnuts. These 
are miniature versions of the French beig- 
net, served with sweetened condensed 
milk, and are perfectly nice. Considering 
that we were there on a Saturday night, 
when a restaurant usually puts forth its “A” 
game, Chon Som’s overall poor execution 
does not bode well for its success. - K.T.

Conveniently located close to Austin 
Community College’s Cedar Park campus, 
Thamnak Thai is an unassuming little place 
in a boring strip mall - the kind of place you 
might not even see if you didn’t already 
know it was there. The interior is very basic 
casual-dining American: cushioned vinyl 
booths with honey-colored wood dividers, 
colonial-style chairs, and a little greenery 
here and there. Everything is clean and in 
good repair, but you would never know you 
were in a Thai restaurant if it weren’t for the 
appetizing aromas coming from the kitchen. 

The staff is welcoming, friendly, compe- 
tent, and seem genuinely at ease. The menu 
is purely Thai (no sushi), and there’s a good 
deal of variety in each major category: five 
soups, 11 noodle dishes, six curries, nine 
appetizers, and six house specialties, as well 
as four rice dishes and six salads. 

For my appetizer I had the steamed 
dumplings ($4), and as soon as I saw them 
I knew this meal was going to be unusually 
good. The dumplings had been made to 
order, their outsides soft and tender, and 
their filling of pork, shrimp, bamboo, 
onions, mushrooms, and water chestnuts 
piping hot. But the clincher is the presenta- 
tion: They’re served floating in a light, 
“sweet” Thai soy sauce with micrograted 
carrot and plentiful fresh cilantro leaves. 

Fresh herbs are integral to Thai cuisine, 
and my entree, the superb pad kee mao ($8), 
has its share as well: Leaves of Thai sacred 
basil hide among the flat rice noodles and 
give the dish a heavenly flavor, along with

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stir-fried onion, broccoli, red pepper, garlic, 
and thinly shaved beef. The noodles used in 
the dish are fresh, never dried, and the flavor is 
outstanding. The pad kee mao isn’t just good; 
it is the best version of this dish I have had to 
date, the kind of good you end up craving and 
driving all the way to Cedar Park to have again. 
This little place really impressed me; if you 
happen to live in the vicinity of Thamnak Thai, 
I have to admit I’m a little envious. - K.T.

Muangthai might be one of the best-kept res- 
taurant secrets in Austin. Inconspicuously locat- 
ed off Highway 183 North Cast free exit!) in the 
strip mall anchored by Strait Music and Gold’s 
Gym, this cozy oasis serves an excellent Thai 
experience with friendly smiles and service. The 
vegetable po pear tod (fried egg rolls, two for 
$3.95) proves an excellent rendition of a classic. 
The spring-roll-like thin wrapper crunches per- 
fectly with no greasy runoff, and the tender 
insides show a perfect balance of flavor enhanced 
by a dip in the delicate sweet-and-sour sauce. 
The tom yum (hot-and-sour soup with a choice 
of chicken, beef, or tofu; $3.95), equally dreamy 
and loaded with mild tofu, titillates the taste 
buds with limey, peppery broth and an abun- 
dance of tomatoes, mushrooms, onions, and 
celery. The single portion shares easily, being 
twice the size of the standard cup. 

Looking for the quintessential Thai dish, I 
ordered pad thai with tofu ($8.95) and found a 
balanced blend of light sweetness and tang, a 
wonderful sticky noodle texture, plenty of crispy 
tofu, and cool and crunchy bean sprouts. 
Crumbled peanuts and lime complete the expe- 
rience. The huge portion will create at least two 
additional meals (I had it cold the next morning, 
and it delighted me still). I also ordered the pine- 
apple fried rice (another huge portion for $8.95), 
which comes with loads of veggies, cashews, 


raisins, and pineapple chunks in a light and airy 
curry, and lettuce, tomatoes, and shredded car- 
rots adorn the plate. As with the pad thai, the 
take-home will make another several meals (um, 
okay, it is also good as a cold breakfast). 

My dining buddy, ever the food adventurer, 
ordered the tom yum ta-lay heang ($14.95), 
which has all those sea creatures in it: mus- 
sels, squid, scallops, and shrimp. Served in a 
limey, peppery sauce with basil tomatoes and 
green onions, it reflects the peppery limeness 
of the hot-and-sour soup broth. He declared 
the seafood excellent, with tender squid and 
tasty mussels. I tried the only safe (to me) 
seafood on the plate and found the shrimp 
tender and fresh-tasting. The sauce is excellent 
as well, and that boy cleaned his plate. (No g 
Thai breakfast for him, sadly.) So take that last jr 
free exit off Highway 183 North, cut across i 
those lanes of traffic, and step into a wonder- | 
ful, welcoming Thai experience that won’t ° 
break your dwindling budget. - Sarah Hamlin

Same goes 
for the fried chicken dumplings ($5.95) that 
we gobbled: tasty, but seemingly prepackaged.

After inquiring from our waitress which 
dishes she thought were best, we ordered the 
panang curry with beef ($6.95, lunch; $10.95, 
dinner) and the phad prih pow with shrimp 
($7.95, lunch; $11.95, dinner). Coconut milk 
overpowers the sunshine-orange panang curry 
to the point of rendering it gloopy. The sauce is 
way too sweet and has none of the lemongrass, 
lime, or musty fish-sauce taste so essential to 
panang. The phad prik pow, a sauce of roasted 
chilies, fish sauce, and green onions, is simi- 
larly too sugary, though more successful in 
overall flavor. Both dishes are dismally cheap on 
the meats, plumped up instead by overly gener- 
ous helpings of undercooked bell peppers and 
onions. The choices expand during dinner to 
include a variety of fish and duck dishes, as 
well as light salads. The shredded green papaya 
salad ($7.95), fried shrimp in sweet and spicy 
chile sauce ($13.95, dinner only), whole fish in 
chile sauce (market price, dinner only), and 
Thai Spoon Crown (shrimp on a bed of steamed 
broccoli; $13.95, dinner only) are among the 
more popular offerings. - R.F

My favorite aspect of Thai Cuisine in far 
north Austin is the all-you-can-eat appetizer 
bar. Featuring fresh raw spring rolls, a spicy 
tom yum soup, salad, and two types of hot 
fried spring rolls - one filled with cabbage 
and the other filled with rice noodles and 
lettuce then dipped in egg - the appetizer 
bar accompanies entrees at lunch only. This 
is definitely a deal to take advantage of for a 
late lunch on weekend afternoons. Judging 
from the respectable crowd there one 
Sunday, I’d say many people agree. 

Food at Thai Cuisine is generally well- 
prepared. Pad prih hhing ($7.95), the res- 
taurant’s special curry, pops with the scent 
of fresh lime leaves and lightly sweetened 
red chili sauce. The dish is loaded with 
crisp green beans that delectably soak up 
the sauce. We also enjoyed the flavor of the 
pad se ewe ($7.95), stir-fried flat rice noodles 
with beef, kale, eggs, and thick dark soy 
sauce, though we found the noodles to be 
slightly overfried. On the waitress’ recom- 
mendation, we ordered the pad graw prow 
with shrimp ($9.95), spicy, sweet, and sour 
accented with fresh basil, bell peppers, and 
onions. This is nothing special - a shrimp 
stir-fry with chiles and basil. The menu 
boasts an impressive collection of salads 
such as the larb ($9.95), chicken blended 
with chopped rice, cilantro, mint, and scal- 
lions, and the Thai Cuisine Salad ($6.95), a 
mix of lettuce and other veggies with 
shrimp and imitation crabmeat that keeps 
customers returning. 

The major decorative element of the 
sunny interior space is a flat-screen TY 
which is usually on and makes Thai Cuisine 
an appealing place to bring children. 
Indeed, the restaurant bustles with North 
Austinites and their children out for a 
quick, casual meal. - R.F

GO GREEK AFS ESSENTIAL CINEMA 


Mention the phrase “Greek cinema” to 
most people, and you’re likely to hear more 
about films that used the olive-drenched 
countryside and the Aegean Sea as a loca- 
tion backdrop than were actually shot by 
Greek filmmakers, a la Gabriele Salvatores’ 
achingly sexy Mediterraneo or that other 
Anthony Quinn film, the 
much discussed and 
quickly dismissed 
Jacqueline Kennedy/ 

Aristotle Onassis biopic 
The Greek Tycoon. 

(Counting Mihalis 
Kakogiannis’ high-step- 
ping Zorba the Greek is just too easy.) 

Despite Greece being the birthplace of the 
classical dramatic arts, the 20th century 
found neighboring Italy stealing the proverbial 
thunder from Mount Olympus thanks in no 
small part to Rome’s legendary Cinecitta 
Studios.

Christos Georgiou’s Small Crime 
is an occasionally silly but altogether watchable 
comedy that hinges on Aris Servetalis’ endear- 
ingly goofy performance as a cop who dreams 
of chasing the Athens mob but is instead stuck 
in a sun-kissed, Aegean paradise dealing with 


tourists and locals alike. Until, that is, a corpse 
turns up and leggy Vicky Papadopoulou (the 
corpse’s daughter, natch) returns to her home- 
town to further complicate matters. 

Forget about Amore alTitaliana. From the 
shadows, AFS presents love (and death and 
drugs and motorcyles), Greek-style. ■

October could mark the end of the brief 
breather in Austin’s otherwise packed fall film 
festival lineup. Central Texas cinephiles kicked 
out of the Alamo Drafthouse by the Fantastic 
Fest cleaning crew can now weather the time 
before the Austin Film Festival lets them into 
the Paramount at the expanded film portion of 
the fifth annual Art Outside festival. There is a 
catch, though: The venue is outdoors, at a 
campsite. I guess we’re going to need some 
sunscreen. (Maybe some sleeping bags.) 

The Art Seen Alliance is hosting this year’s 
Art Outside at Apache Pass in Rockdale, Texas 
(about 50 miles northeast of Austin). As in 
years past, it will feature many performance, 
mixed-media, collaborative, and audience-partici- 
patory pieces in the genres of music, painting, 
drawing, sculpture, dance, fashion, and comedy, 
but it now also has an expanded film portion. 
“It’s not that film hasn’t been a part of Art 
Outside in the past,” says Warren McKinney, 
director of Art Outside and the Art Seen 
Alliance. “But it wasn’t as big a category within 
the event as it is this time. This year we 
focused really hard on incorporating more films.” 

McKinney reached out to a handful of more 
established film festivals for help selecting 
pieces for the event. In addition to new films 
received through Art Outside’s call for submis- 
sions, there will also be screenings of selec- 
tions from the Elevate Film Festival (in Los 


Angeles), the Lost Film Festival (founded in 
Philadelphia), and the Austin Underground Film 
Festival. The selections include short documen- 
taries, narratives, experimental pieces, and ani- 
mations from both first-time and well-estab- 
lished filmmakers, such as animator Don 
Hertzfeldt (including his “I Am So Proud of 
You,” which won Best Animated Short at last 
week’s Fantastic Fest). 

While the films vary in subject matter, they 
all contribute to the festival’s larger goal of 
blurring the lines between the art, the artist, 
and the viewer. “The missions of the Art Seen 
Alliance and Art Outside are pretty much the 
same,” says McKinney. “To make art accessi- 
ble to the public and to take art outside the 
context of galleries.” Andy Gately, founder of 
the Austin Underground Film Festival, selected 
a variety of pieces from the past three years 
that complement this theme. “We have several 
films that encourage audience involvement,” 
says Gately. “They inspire the viewer, a lot of 
them directly, to take actions or reconsider 
actions they’re currently taking. ... I’ve had a 
lot of people tell me that certain films have 
changed their minds, and those are the seeds 
that make people change the way they are 
leading their lives.” ■

‘BEESWAX’ BUZZES 

If you love something, set it free, right? 
Well, fans of adopted Austinite Andrew 
Bujalski’s latest film, Beeswax, might have 
started to worry where the love went as 
the homegrown film traveled the world 
from Berlin to the Big Apple, with only the 
briefest of stops here in Austin for its U.S.

As for Bujalski’s next move, the writer/ 
director says he has “a half-dozen projects 
of various sizes and shapes that are kick- 
ing around in my head right now, but I 
don’t know which, if any, will be my next 
big one.” Beeswax continues its world tour 
this fall - the film is headed to festivals in

London and Vienna this month - and a 
DVD release is planned for early 2010. 
(One hopes it will include Bujalski’s cheeky 
but heartfelt “A Tribute to the Extras,” in 
which he narrates footage of unpaid 
extras who didn’t make the final cut, 
including “this guy who walks by in the cof- 
fee shop and squirts, I think, some kind of 
almond syrup into his beverage ... here.”) 

But that’s all in the future. In the right 
here right now, Bujalski says: “My big proj- 
ect is knocking on every door and trying 
to get the word out about Beeswax playing 
in Austin. It’s a small film and too easily 
falls under the radar, but I refuse to take 
‘Huh?’ for an answer in the film’s home- 
town.” Hometown, hop to it.

Remembering the late underground comic Mitch Hedberg

didn’t even have a MySpace account [when he 
was alive] , but if you go into Twitter and Tweet 
his name, he’s being quoted all the time. 

“When you’re starting out in stand-up 
comedy,” continues Shawcroft, “it takes, 
like, 10 years to build your first 45 minutes. 
Mitch would go to Target cafeterias and sit 
and write all day. But that’s how you learn 
your own style.” 

“I tried to walk into Target, but I missed. 
I think the entrance to Target should have 
a whole lot of people splattered all around. 
Then when I finally walk in the guy says, ‘Can 
I help you?’ ‘Just practicing.’”

So, yeah, Mitch Hedberg’s not around any- 
more, but there’s plenty of unreleased material 
to come - and plenty of released material out 
there to discover. Whimsical, observational 
humor that sneaks up on you, peering out 
from under the aviator shades and long blond 
hair of the ghost of Mitches past. 

Shawcroft: “People always say that comedy 
has this tragic side to it and the life of a come- 
dian is really, really hard, and that’s true. But 
Mitch loved that life. You get to live a kind of 
outlaw life on some level, you know what I 
mean? It’s really hard in the beginning. You 
don’t make any money, and you’re constantly 
on the move. But then you do start to make 
money, and you have all this freedom. You can 
travel around in a huge motor home, you can 
have a cabin, you don’t have an alarm clock, 
you get to write, you get to drink on the job, 
stay up late, keep your hair long. That’s what 
it is, and that’s what Mitch loved. 

“He also loved soft tacos and Alien vs. 
Predator. But, you know, Mitch lived his life 
and did what he wanted to do the way he 
wanted to do it. The only sad part is we know 
how it ended.” ■

Forget that Mitch Hedberg OD’d on March 
29, 2005. Everybody dies, especially come- 
dians. They die young, tragically, with a 
lifetime’s worth of soul-soothing mirth incom- 
plete and undone. But that’s that. Focus on 
what’s left, what’s important. 

The two most important things to know about 
the late stand-up comedian Mitch Hedberg are: 
1) His routines stand absurdly strong and ludi- 
crously, contagiously hilarious 4VS years after 
his death, and 2) he has the power to alter your 
speech patterns from beyond the grave. No joke. 

Let me explain. Maybe you shell out for one 
of three CDs - Strategic Grill Locations (1999), 
M itch All Together (2003), or last year’s Do 
You Believe in Gosh ? - or download an MP3 
file or catch an old episode of 
Adult Swim’s Dr. Katz or Home 
Movies featuring a Hedberg 
cameo. Wherever or however 
you first encounter the ston- 
ily casual cadence of Hedberg’s 
borderline surrealist stand-up, 
you will, consciously or not, end 
up mimicking his meter, which 
trips and drips off the tongue 
like a Miles Davis solo punctu- 
ated by sudden pauses, seem- 
ingly misplaced accentuations, 
and shiny little outbursts of non 
sequitur observations. His flow 
is unique in the history of stand- 
up, and newcomers to Hedberg 
pick up on it immediately and 
then incorporate it into their 
own speech patterns ... for a 
while. Every pause-laden sentence fragment out 
of their mouths, no matter how banal, becomes 
Mitchified. I’ve heard it. I’ve done it. It’s viral, 
and there’s no known cure.

We should all be so lucky. Hedberg’s star was 
ascendant when he passed, but the crazy-cool 


thing of it all is that his career hasn’t even come 
close to reaching its apogee - more like it’s just 
burning off the initial thrusters. Austin’s late, 
great Bill Hicks had a similar pre- and posthu- 
mous career arc, but the similarities end there. 
Hicks raged against the machine, stretching 
toward his own personal utopian vision via 
comedy. Hedberg, who in five footage can be 
seen doing just about anything to avoid eye- 
contact with the audience, looks and acts and 
sounds about as capable of rage as Jeff Spicoli: 
Slow Times at Hedberg High. (Notably, the comic 
had small roles in two semiclassic laid-back cin- 
ematics: Lords of Dogtown and Almost Famous. 
That last one just kills you, doesn’t it?) 

Relax. Chill. Help is on the way in the 
form of Lynn Shawcroft, Hedberg’s widow 
and fellow comic, who arrives at the Alamo 
Drafthouse at the Ritz this Sunday and Monday 
for the Mitch Hedberg Tribute Show, which 
will include a screening of Hedberg’s directo- 
rial debut feature, Los Enchiladas!; the unseen 
pilot for a Hedberg MTV series; and enough 
new nuggets of Mitchnicity to satisfy even the 
most Hedberg-hungry among us. And for you 
newcomers, you Mitch Hedberg virgins? You’re 
gonna be talking weird for a couple of weeks. 

So why a Hedberg tribute now? 

“The idea for this really came about because 
of the Silent Movie Theatre in Los Angeles,” 
Shawcroft explains. “They play a huge range of 
movies, and they were having a month dedi- 
cated to comedy and come- 
dians. People like Patton 
Oswalt and Sarah Silverman 
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as the main character in a movie of his own 
devising is still hard to fathom - Shawcroft 
explains: “He made it with his ex-girlfriend 
and some of his friends using his own money. 
He had been trying to secure a release for it, 
but when he took it to Sundance he was pretty 
unknown at that time, so he kind of set it 
aside to focus more on stand-up comedy. 

“Mitch was originally from the Midwest. 
He’d left the house at 18, and all he’d really 
done before he became a comedian was be a 
cook. He’d worked at Chili’s, and he’d worked 
at this Mexican restaurant in the Midwest, 
this kind of shitty, inauthentic, cheese-on- 
top-of-everything-type Mexican restaurant. So 
he drew from his experiences working at the 
restaurant, and it’s set on the day before Cinco 
de Mayo. [The storyline] is pretty simple, but 
now that people know Mitch and know his

were showing some of their 
favorite movies, and they 
contacted me about doing a 
Mitch Hedberg night. Mitch had written, direct- 
ed, and starred in a movie in 1998, which had 
subsequently gone to Sundance in 1999, called 
Los Enchiladas!, and since I also had some other 
little bits of footage to show as well as a televi- 
sion pilot, it went really well, and here we are.” 
A snippet or two of Los Enchiladas! can be 
found by scouring the Web, but the duration 
of the film remains unknown, mostly, to fans, 
including this one. Asked to describe the film 
- the idea of the painfully shy Hedberg starring 


kind of comedy, there’s a lot of moments in 
there that people are going to find really funny 
just because it’s Mitch. Dave Attell, Marc 
Maron, and Todd Barry are all in it.” 

Despite the fact (or maybe, in part, because 
of it) that Hedberg’s demise was so unexpected, 
his popularity continues to soar, especially online 
through the postings and Tweets of a newer, large- 
ly teenage fanbase that’s growing by the hour. 

“He’s not as well known as he would have 
been,” admits Shawcroft, “and he didn’t put out 
anywhere near as much as he was capable of, 
but the way he’s getting well-known right now 
[via the Internet] is spreading organically. He

AFS Documentary Tour: ‘Harvard Beats Yale 29-29’

The audience for next week’s Harvard Beats 
Yale 29-29 at the Alamo Ritz will most cer- 
tainly be a mix of the following: 1) gridiron/ 
sports fans who bought their tickets after 
reading the “Harvard Beats Yale” part of the 
title (In this group will also be the boomer- 
vintage Harvard, Yale, and other Ivy League 
alums in our midst who either attended 
or have heard tell of the Game of Nov. 23, 
1968.); 2) doc enthusiasts, indifferent or 
antipathetic to the gridiron, whose attentions 
were piqued by the paradoxical second half of 
the film’s title - how exactly does one team 
beat another in a tie?; and 3) fans of film- 
maker Kevin Rafferty’s oeuvre - including his 
1982 film Atomic Cafe - who know he can be 
counted on, whatever the subject, for a good 
time. (He’s also done camera work for Michael 
Moore’s Roger & Me and Chris Hegedus and 
D.A. Pennebaker’s The War Room.) None of 
the above will be disappointed. 

For those not in the first group, the 
Game we’re talking here is the one that 
took place in a universe parallel to that 
taking place off-campus at the height of 
Vietnam and Sixties turbulence, when, for 
the first time since 1909, longtime rivals 
Harvard and Yale came together when both 
were undefeated. Thanks to Yale’s legendary 
quarterback, Brian Dowling (the inspiration 
for Doonesbury’s perpetually helmeted B.D.), 
and running back, future NFL all-pro Calvin 
Hill, the Game turned out to be a big yawn, 
with a heavily favored (and, at the time, men- 
only) Yale easily maintaining a 16-point or 


better lead while their band oh-so-heartlessly 
played the theme from The Mickey Mouse 
Club - until the last 42 seconds of the game. 
What happened in those seconds would be 
screamed from the headlines of The Harvard 
Crimson and become the subject and title of 
Rafferty’s film - a cliffhanger even though we 
know how it turns out. 

Rafferty, a Harvard alum, set out to tell 
the tale by tracking down 64 players from 
both teams for some 40-years-after-the-fact 
Monday-morning quarterbacking. The players, 
especially the ones from Yale, were spread out 
all over the country, with even one in China. 
(“For some reason - I can only speculate,” 
says Rafferty, “a disproportionate number of 
the Harvard players lived within an hour or 
two of Harvard Stadium.”) Sixty-one former 
footballers agreed to let Rafferty bring his 
hi-def camera to wherever they happened to 
be and talk to him for 40 minutes. “The one 
big disappointment,” Rafferty recalls, “was 
that Calvin Hill, Yale’s legendary halfback - 
who would be a first-round draft pick with 
the Dallas Cowboys, Rookie of the Year, and 
eventually an inductee into the NFL Hall of 
Fame - declined, saying he’d talked enough 
about this game.” 

Rafferty admits to being a bit apprehensive 
about how he would be received by some of 
the ex-football players: “I’m a slightly scruffy, 
borderline bohemian, independent - read: 
often unemployed - filmmaker. Some of these 
guys are now captains of industry and finance. 
Many are not . . . but certainly quite a few are 


millionaires and a possible billionaire or two. 
My concerns proved totally groundless.” 

In the low tech, one-man crew talks that 
he conducted with the former players in their 
home kitchens and family rooms and later 
intercut in the film with actual broadcast 
footage of the Game, Rafferty fleshes out the 
sometimes-surprising - and sometimes not - 
demographics and political views of the now 
middle-aged alums who battled that historic 
day. There’s a Yale team member who roomed 
with George W for three years - and we catch 
a cameo photo-glimpse of a 
young Meryl Streep dating 
one of the Yale team mem- 
bers, an anti-war activist. Not 
unsurprisingly, the interviews 
that Rafferty collected during 
his self-financed cross-coun- 
try trek - staying in cheap 
hotels and racking up more 
than 15,000 miles on the used Audi that he 
bought and outfitted with a GPS - ran into 
their share of snafus, from the serendipitous 
joint interview that he so delightedly snagged 
when the captains of the rival teams fortu- 
itously scheduled their interviews at the same 
time but which, alas, never made it into the 
film because he’d neglected to turn on the 
camera to the annoying background hum 
of the fridge that threatened to sabotage his 
kitchen interview with the until-then publici- 
ty-averse Harvard star Frank Champi. 

Then there was Rafferty’s interview with 
former Harvard offensive guard, actor Tommy 


Lee Jones, whose most memorable recollection 
of his by now well-known experience rooming 
with A1 Gore was the clever way that Gore fig- 
ured out how to play “Dixie” on their touch- 
tone phone. “That interview began badly,” 
Rafferty recalls. “Both of us being in the movie 
business, we had conflicting ideas about how 
to attach the little microphone to his body. I 
wanted to run the wire up under his shirt. He 
said it wasn’t necessary. I won that battle, but 
the war was just beginning. I would ask him a 
question, he would stare at me for a while, and 
then say something. Sometimes what he said 
related to my question; sometimes it did not. 
I didn’t really care because almost everything 
he said was interesting to me on some level. 
But there was tension. . . . His contemplative, 
death-stare silences became an integral part 
of the interview. After about 35 minutes of 
this, I told him I was done and asked whether 
there was anything that he wished I had asked 
him but hadn’t. He said no but that he liked 
hearing stories about the game.” Rafferty 
obliged by telling him the story of how, after 
the game, he’d asked his father, a die-hard Eli 
sitting in the Yale stands across the field from 
his Harvard son, for his reaction to the game’s 
outcome, to which Dad, a Marine during 
World War II who’d lost both a brother and 
many friends during that war replied, “Worst 
day of my life.” Jones laughed for the first 
time, says the filmmaker, and their conversa- 
tion took on new life - “with less tension.” 
The backstory to Rafferty’s own Ivy 
League legacy and how he, coming from a 
long line of Elis, came to be sitting across the 
field from his dad on the fateful November 
day in 1968 that led to this film project and 
an upcoming book bears mentioning for its 
entertainment value. As was preordained, 
Rafferty did, in fact, embark on his second- 
ary education in the early Sixties at the Yale 
feeder school Andover, where “reminders of 
my family legacy were everywhere,” as both 
his father and grandfather had been cap- 
tains of the football team before ascending 
to Yale. “I was a bit of a disciplinary prob- 
lem,” Rafferty recalls, and 
though he would play end 
on the team, he was not 
deemed “captain material.” 
Nor, at that time, even col- 
lege material: “I found out 
on the day before gradua- 
tion that I would, indeed, 
be receiving a high school 
diploma only as the result of an extremely 
liberal interpretation of my essay, in the 
U.S history final exam, on the Spanish- 
American War. ” A post-high-school gap year 
abroad got him shaped up for another try, 
and this time he got into Yale, Harvard, and 
Columbia. “Choosing Harvard had been a 
no-brainer for me.

When it comes to community television, 
Austin has a long and checkered history. 
Since its inception in 1973 (seen on cable 
Channels 10, 11, and 16 by cable subscrib- 
ers), Austin access television has had three 
physical locations and gone through several 
name changes: Austin Community Television, 
Austin Community Access Center, Public 
Access Community Television, and now 
channelAustin. Fierce internal conflicts over 
the years made most outsiders scratch their 
heads in amusement or turn away in dismay 
The lowest point in Austin community TV 
history came in 2006 with the conviction of 
former ACTV Manager John Villarreal for 
embezzlement. But there are also success 
stories. The Reel Deal, now operating as 
the website Spill.com, got its start on Austin 
access TY as did Austin pundit Alex Jones. 
And who can forget the charming Werner 
Zotter, the 1997 “Best of Austin” award 
winner for Best and Most Heartfelt Use of 
Public Television for his program, Cowboy 
From Vienna? Love it or hate it, the one 
thing Austinites shouldn’t be is oblivious to 
community TV And yet, with the emergence 
and continuing evolution of new media, 
not to mention some major regrouping 
that occurred following the Villarreal 
conviction, channelAustin has an 
identity crisis. Staff, management, 
and supporters hope to change 
that in a big way this Saturday 
with a huge open house dubbed 
the Digital Fusion Fest. And all 
y’all are invited. 

Since 2005, channelAustin 
Executive Director Linda Litowsky 
and General Manager Garry Wilkison 
(who left to join the Austin Independent 
School District in 2008) began the pains- 
taking work of rebuilding community TY 
from the literal cleanup of the facility to 
imagining and implementing plans to make 
Austin’s community television studios into 
a fully realized digital media center. Now 
functioning with high-definition equipment, 
improvements include three upgraded and 
restored studios (a main, a mini, and a 
one-person microstudio); audio mixer con- 
soles, studio lights, and a teleprompter; 18 
industry-standard editing computers, seven 
of which are available for checkout; and var- 
ious Sony HD field cameras and accessories. 
The improvements were made thanks to the 
$ 1 million equipment grant due to channel- 
Austin from Time Warner Cable as part of 
the franchise agreement with the city. Best 
of all, every Austin resident has access to 
the facility and the new, state-of-the-art HD

video equipment - following, of course, the 
required training. In short, channelAustin 
has realized its plan to become a facility 
that its citizenry can be proud of and that 
the city of Austin can point to as a leader 
among other community television stations 
nationwide - the majority of which are 
being eliminated due to neglect, misman- 
agement, or lack of faith in the full potential 
of what community television can be. 

“We’re more than a community television 
station,” says channelAustin Communication 
Director Stefan Wray. “The advances 
in technology have made channelAustin 
become a truly HD digital media center. The 
new tools should attract new users who will 
be hard-pressed to find access to similar gear 
at a comparable cost ... to create content for 
television and the Internet for what amount 
to nominal fees.” 

While much of the credit for the turn- 
around for channelAustin goes to Litowsky 
and Wilkison, Litowsky quickly points 
to channelAustin’s “phenomenal 
staff,” many of whom weathered 
community TV’s many storms 
and held on to see the light on 
the horizon. 

However, there’s something 
else on the horizon. In 20 1 1 , the 
franchise agreement with Time 
Warner ends, as does channelAus- 
tin’s contract with the city. How chan- 
nelAustin will continue after 2011 is unclear 
- it could be absorbed by the city’s Public 
Information Office, or it could be absorbed by 
Time Warner. Neither group would necessar- 
ily continue the mission of what community 
TV can be. To fully understand what is at 
stake, Austinites should take in the new and 
improved channelAustin during the Digital 
Fusion Fest and decide for themselves if com- 
munity TV is worth fighting for. 

The Digital Fusion Fest takes place Saturday, 
Oct. 10, from 2 to 5:30pm at channelAus- 
tin (1143 Northwestern Ave.). Tours of the 
upgraded facility occur throughout the fes- 
tival. Other event highlights include a Final 
Cut RapidFire Editing Competition, a video 
scavenger hunt for the kids, spoken-word 
artists, music, food, and beer. Free and open 
to the public. Go to www.digitalfusionfest.org/ 
schedule for a more detailed schedule.

If 
anything, the rain actually 
accented Flogging Molly’s 
Dublin mud slides, not to 
mention the open air gran- 
deur of Grizzly Bear, Papa 
Mali’s drum circle with Bill 
Kreutzmann of the Grateful 
Dead, and the cold chill of | 

Bon Iver’s cabin fever bal- * 
ladry. Those retreating to the 3 
Wildflower Center stage | 
were treated to timeless gos- 
pel from the Soul Stirrers and the barrelhouse 
thunder of New Orleans pianist Henry Butler. 

The new harvest of indie folk was certainly 
in full bloom all weekend. Rhode Island’s the 
Low Anthem hosted an enthralling three-per- 
son tent revival on Friday afternoon with antique 
instrumentation and backwoods tales about 
John the Baptist. (The band encores at the 
Parish Oct. 29.) The dustbowl elan of the 
Felice Brothers came off like a hillbilly Rolling 
Thunder Revue, while North Carolina’s like- 
minded Avett Brothers stomped their way 
through a set of cotton gin bluegrass with mod- 
ern pop sensibilities. The latter has since been 
tapped for an Austin City Limits in November. 

Still hungover from the previous night’s mid- 
night ramble at Emo’s, Deer Tick hurled con- 


federate narratives and a gloriously sham- 
bling version of Townes Van Zandt’s “White 
Freight Liner Blues,” while Alela Diane 
offered Sunday morning redemption with 
imagistic mountain folk. Both traced back to 
Levon Helm, who was unfortunately on doc- 
tor-ordered vocal rest after having a lesion 
removed from his vocal cords. The Band 
drummer was the consummate host, swinging 
behind his kit to Music From Big Pink. 

The festival breakout bar none was Raphael 
Saadiq, a smooth criminal who made clear the 
difference between a soul 
revue and the soul revue, 
chasing his Motown revival 
with the Stooges’ “Search 
and Destroy.” Detroit cult 
songwriter Rodriguez 
appeared more a rock & roll 
casualty than survivor, but 
thankfully that wasn’t the 
case for his solo acoustic 
retread of “Forget It” back- 
stage for a segment of Road 
Trippin’ With Ice Cream 
Man. Other highlights includ- 
ed the crossroads bloodlet- 
ting of Alison Mosshart and 
Jack White in the Dead 
Weather, the Brit-pop evolu- 
tion of the Arctic Monkeys, 
Phoenix’s ecstatic electro- 
jetliner, and Ben Sollee col- 
oring outside the lines on 
the Austin Kiddie Limits 
stage with “Boys Don’t Cry.” 
On the local front, Leatherbag’s tightly wound 
power-pop hit the sweet spot between Peter 
Buck’s Baseball Project at the Continental 
Club late Thursday night and the R.E.M. guitar- 
ist backing Robyn Hitchcock on Friday after- 
noon. Ghostland Observatory earned its head- 
lining stripes with a laser spectacular assisted 
by the University of Texas Longhorn Band. 

For his part, David Garza raised sand alongside 
John Paul Jones and Nickel Creek’s Sara 
Watkins for a stark rendition of John 
Hartford’s “Long Hot Summer Days” that mor- 
phed into a misty-mountain jam. “Of course, it’s 
such an honor to get to play with your heroes 
and friends,” Garza said afterward, “but I really 
wish someone was recording the warm-up ses- 
sion in the trailer beforehand. It was incredible.”

Leatherbag 


It was a historic week for Austin City Limits 
as well. With help from Asleep at the Wheel’s 
Ray Benson, the seminal television series 
was officially declared a Rock & Roll Hall of 
Fame Landmark on Thursday and premiered 
its 35th anniversary season on Saturday, air- 
ing an episode of Dave Matthews Band at 
the same time that the marquee headliner 
was getting his rocks off with Big Whiskey & 
the Groogrux King at Zilker. 

Dubbed “our little social experiment” by 
Queens of the Stone Age monarch Josh 
Homme, Them Crooked Vultures - his proj- 
ect with Dave Grohl and John Paul Jones - 
descended with sleazy prog-rock on Wednesday 
that made good use of the complimentary 
earplugs provided at the taping. Asked later 
how he ever got roped in with that other 
motley crew, Austin’s Butthole Surfers, 
for 1993 ’s Independent Worm Saloon, the 
Zeppelin bassist laughed: “The only thing I 
remember was there being a $4,000 bar tab 
at the end of those sessions.” 

If “preservation makes the best hip-hop,” 
as Mos Def quipped from studio 6 A the fol- 
lowing evening in “Quiet Dog Bite Hard,” vali- 
dation was found in the form of K’Naan, who 
opened the show’s double feature hip-hop 
debut with war-torn raps that peaked with 
his beautifully pained African burial hymn 
“Somalia.” The two MCs traded verses on 
“America,” but Mos Def ultimately stole the 
show, attacking his rhythms from behind a 
stand-up drum kit, crooning in Spanish for “No 
Hay Nada Mas Dos/Cinco” and moonwalking 
through a sleek rendition of “Billie Jean.” 


And then there was Pearl Jam. One man 
desperate for a ticket went down the line 
waiting to get in offering $700 for a ticket. 
Since he was later spotted in the studio audi- 
ence, he caught a bargain. Eddie Vedder 
opened with an acoustic “Walking the Cow,” 
a tribute to his “favorite Austin, Texas, song- 
writer, Daniel Johnston,” that perfectly cap- 
tured the emotional vulnerability of the origi- 
nal, followed by Backspacer ballads “Just 
Breathe” and “The End” with Austin’s Will 
Taylor & Strings Attached. In a room of 
300 to 400, you could feel the burden he 
shoulders - politically, emotionally - in his 
staggering intensity for “Porch,” his person- 
able introductions to “Do the Evolution” and 
the Police’s “Driven to Tears,” and in his 
humbled appreciation of Iraq veterans and 
the Wounded Warrior Project, the nonprofit 
to whom the show was dedicated. 

What transpired the following evening at 
Zilker was exactly what should be expected 
from a festival headliner, a performance that 
trumps all others that came before it. The 
Seattle titans thrashed through their catalog 
with punk velocity and expert precision, Mike 
McCready and Stone Gossard proving one 
of modern rock’s better guitar tandems in 
anthems “Even Flow” and “Why Go.” Pearl 
Jam was joined once more by Ben Harper on 
slide guitar for a voltaic “Red Mosquito” and 
later, in the second encore, by Perry Farrell 
for Jane’s Addiction’s “Mountain Song” 
before ramming home “Rockin’ in the Free 
World.” It was the perfect ending to a glori- 
ous, unforgettable, drought-scoffing mess.

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THE AVETT BROTHERS 

Oct. 2, Zilker Park 

As evidenced by their brand new disc, / 
and Love and You, the Avett Brothers, known 
for their careening mix of folk and bluegrass, 
have reached a turning point in their career. 
Whether their already fervent fan base follows 
the North Carolina ramblers down this new 
path is undecided. The crowd at the Avett’s 
midafternoon set waited for the quartet - 
brothers Scott and Seth, both of whom shifted 
between banjo, guitar, piano, and drums, plus 
bassist Bob Crawford and Joe Kwon on cello 
- to return to their old headbanging hoedown 
ways, but it was not to be. Instead, a palpable 
gravity marked the set, the band delving deep- 
ly into / and Love and You, whose poignant title 
track proved a highlight. It wasn’t all gloom. 
“Slight Figure of Speech” bore a resem- 
blance to the goofy bounce of the Violent 
Femmes, and “Flead Full of Doubt/Heart Full 
of Promise” was anthemic without being over- 
bearing. Closer “The Perfect Space” and its 
closing lyric, “I wanna have friends that I can 
trust, that love me for the man I’ve become 
and not the man that I was,” were telling. The 
ACL crowd was generally accepting. A larger 
audience should follow. -Jim Caligiuri 

THE LOW ANTHEM 

Oct. 2, Zilker Park 

The Low Anthem is basking in contradic- 
tion, torn between the alternating pulls of 
howled, unsettling grit and delicately resolute 
Americana ballads. The Rhode Island trio revels 
equally in anachronism, most apparent when 
frontman Ben Knox Miller reached behind an 
antique organ for a pair of cell phones, vibrat- 
ing their static frequencies into the microphone 
during the aching “This God Damn House.” The 
Austin Ventures stage was a veritable carnival 
of instruments, from a rusted French horn and 
Jocie Adams’ clarinet and xylophone-styled rack 
of cymbals to Jeff Prystowsky’s upright bass, 
which launched the set in a mad, insurgently 
thumped breakdown for the gospel-flared “Don’t 
Let Nobody Turn You ’Round.” Miller growled 
with a scarred abandon that never approached 
the ethereal falsetto tinting sophomore album 
Oh My God, Charlie Darwin yet rankled Southern 
dirt on “Home I’ll Never Be.” Even as songs like 
the hushed “Ticket Taker” and haunted “The 
Ballad of the Broken Bones” acknowledged 
the incongruity of quieter sounds for a festival 
stage, the Low Anthem’s closing take on coun- 
try classic “Cigarettes and Whiskey and Wild, 
Wild Women,” with Adams’ wailing fervent har- 
mony, proved otherwise. - Doug Freeman 

PHOENIX 

Oct. 2, Zilker Park 

“We have to come to Texas to see this!” 
exclaimed Phoenix singer Thomas Mars, pro- 
claiming the surprisingly mammoth crowd the 


largest audience the French quintet had per- 
formed in front of. Wolfgang Amadeus Phoenix 
opener “Lisztomania” put the new album’s 
best foot forward, another evolutionary leap 
forward in the act’s decadelong advancement 
into the indie mainstream, inscrutable bassist 
Deck D’Arcy adding some swoon factor for the 
already adoring ladies. The late-afternoon set 
was diverse enough to keep things interesting 
for the gentlemen as well, mixing new tracks 
such as “Too Young,” “Rome,” and “Lasso” 
with “Run Run Run” from 2004’s Alphabetical 
and a couple of thumping disco-esque 
tunes, plus Mars’ effusive thanks to the 
crowd. Sofia Coppola’s baby-daddy seemed 
genuinely thrilled and touched that so many 
people would show up to see his band, which 
returned the favor with a tight performance. 
Closer “1901” was the cherry on top of a per- 
fect Friday afternoon music festival sundae, 
a pleasant amuse-bouche in advance of the 
evening’s heavier acts. - Melanie Haupt 

THE KNUX/K’NAAN 

Oct. 2, Zilker Park 

1:30pm is a little early for live hip-hop, no 
matter who’s manning the mic. When it’s a 
group as undeveloped as the Knux, keeping the 
crowd hyped can prove damn near impossible. 
Brothers Krispy Kream and Rah Almillio pulled 
out all the tricks that make her say “Oohh!” 
though. They called for the crowd to “make 
some motherfucking noise” time and again, 
teased Wreckx-n- Effect’s “Rump Shaker,” and 
brought the crowd onstage for a dance party. 
Nothing stuck. Behind a catalog that proved 
thin given only a sole Interscope debut, 2008’s 
Remind Me in 3 Days ..., the Knux had no move 
left but to cut out early after “F!re (Put It in the 
Air).” Three hours later, Toronto-via-Somalia 
do-it-all K’Naan merged hip-hop with world 
music in both English and Somali, touching 
on reggae, rock, and Afrofunk through most of 
this year’s Troubadour. In signature hat and the 
flyest pants at ACL, he brought both the heat 
(“Bang Bang,” “ABCs”) and the hope (a cappel- 
la “Somalia” and “Take a Minute”) before incit- 
ing a sing-along riot for set closer “Wavin’ Flag.” 
“That’s my ‘Redemption Song,”’ professed The 
Dusty Foot Philosopher after touching nearly 
every heart in the packed Wildflower Center.

COHEED & CAMBRIA 

Oct. 2, Zilker Park 

As Friday’s other token metal act, New 
Jersey’s post-proggers Coheed & Cambria must 
have been tempted to soften their set. Instead, 
they blazed with every big, bombastic battle 
hymn in their back catalog. The jackhammer 
sprint of opener “No World for Tomorrow” took 
time to emerge from a bass-free mix, but the 
sing-along crew at the front of the pit covered 
until “Gravemakers & Gunslingers” skidded 
through like a hair metal drive-by. By the tango- 
tinged stomp of “In Keeping Secrets of Silent 
Earth: 3,” the live sound mix had settled enough 
for singer/guitarist Claudio Sanchez. Grinning 
under his wild explosion of hair and bouncing 
around the stage with his trademark skipping 
shuffle, he took advantage of the sun to break 
out the call-and-response bop of “Blood Red 
Summer.” Fans hoping for something from the 
next album were thrown an unfamiliar and 
delicate rendition of the Church’s “Under the 
Milky Way,” and even the Pink Floydian drift 
of perennial closer “The Final Cut,” complete 
with talk box and theremin, was a little anticli- 
mactic in daylight.

THEM CROOKED VULTURES 

Oct. 2, Zilker Park 

“We’re manhandling our music in a very 
feminine way,” Queens of the Stone Age’s 
Josh Homme told the Chronicle at ACL 2007. 
That sentiment holds true for Them Crooked 
Vultures, his new project with Led Zeppelin’s 
John Paul Jones and Dave Grohl of the Foo 
Fighters. Despite the Mount Rushmore effect, 
Vultures is essentially Homme’s solo vehicle. 
Grohl thrashed his drum kit with teen spirit, 
his playing high in the mix to demonstrate 
how hard he’s thrashing, especially during the 
thrilling “Mind Eraser,” on which he shared 
vocal duties. And Jones brought the bottom 
end stomp and boogie of yore for the mono- 
lithic “Caligulove” and his slide guitar-accent- 
ed “Daffodils,” concluding with an elegantly 
phrased (if unnecessary) piano outro. Yet, 
Homme completely dominated the proces- 
sion, his cocksure croon and staccato guitar 
stabs fitting “Scumbag Blues” tighter than a 
ribbed magnum Trojan. The result was compa- 
rable to his Grohl-backed, 2002 opus Songs 
for the Deaf, only more technical, visceral, and 
progressive, bolstered by wingman QOTSA gui- 
tarist Alain Johannes. With no recorded mate- 
rial commercially available and only 10 shows 
under their belt, the Vultures didn’t perform 
as much as attack, the group locking together 
in the closing 13-minute rave-up like Jones’ 
Rosicrucian symbol affront Zeppelin IV. It was 
a whirlwind to experience, like getting initiated 
into some occult rock & roll secret society.

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YEAH YEAH YEAHS Oct. 2, Zilker Park 

Karen O’s come a long way since pouring beers on herself in a ripped prom dress and 
blacking out onstage. She’s harnessed her frontwoman powers for good, and the Yeah 
Yeah Yeahs have proven themselves arena-ready. Friday night, she walked onstage in a 
hood, then removed it to reveal a fringed, multihued Logan’s Run getup, which propelled the 
1980s mood of the NYC trio’s set. For It’s Blitz! single “Zero,” she put on a leather jacket 
to match the video and shoulder-strut around the stage. “Runaway” skipped through dance- 
punk with fevered pitch, and O’s squatting, side-stepping, and holding the microphone with 
her mouth to emit a sort of dinosaur noise were the perfect visual counterpart to drummer 
Brian Chase and guitarist Nick Zinner’s well-mannered aggression and restraint. While most 
of the songs came from It’s Blitz!, “Gold Lion,” from 2006’s Show Your Bones, and Fever to 
Tell tearjerker “Maps” made for a nice mixed bag. The YYYs live is now more performance 
than spectacle, and Karen 0 is someone young girls are putting on fingerless gloves and 
singing into hairbrushes trying to emulate.

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KINGS OF LEON 

Oct. 2, Zilker Park 

Verging on the superstar status that’s 
eluded them in their native country, the 
Kings of Leon are unapologetic in their 
desire to be worshipped. Relying on soft- 
loud swells and concussive video screens, 
the Memphis quartet’s opening night ACL 
set was flirty enough for Twilight tweens 
to feel dangerous beneath an almost full 
moon. Forward vocals emphasized that the 
Kings of Leon also have something grownup 
to say, not just “Sex on Fire.” Out of the 
gates with “Crawl,” one of the many tracks 
from last year’s chart-topper Only by the 
Night, the four Followills have adopted the 


stadium moves of past touring partners U2 
and Pearl Jam. Diving into a whiskey river 
with copious shots of what we’re guessing 
was Tennessee bourbon, Caleb Followill told 
the crowd, “No matter what shit people talk 
about the Kings of Leon, I’m very proud of 
where we’ve come from ... and we’re not 
going anywhere.”

ALBERTA CROSS 

Oct. 3, Zilker Park 

After the gold rush of new indie folk at ACL over the past 
several years, it’s pretty easy to size up Alberta Cross. The 
Brooklyn transplants have roots in Sweden (singer Petter 
Ericson Stakee) and the UK (bassist Terry Wolfers), looked 
like the Black Crowes, and mined an Americana sound that 
at times recalled Band of Horses. There was also a squall 
of Crazy Horse fury and 1990s noise from lead guitarist 
Sam Kearney in barn burners “Leave Us and Forgive Us” 
and “Song 3Three Blues” that helped set Alberta Cross 
apart from its contemporaries. Where others such as Dead 
Confederate seethe, Stakee’s high tenor soothed, confident 
and clear throughout, mirroring My Morning Jacket’s Jim 
James on the song introduced as a gospel number (“Rise 
From the Shadows”), his a cappella falsetto giving way to 
a brooding organ groove then back again. Warming up the 
main stage, the quintet kept the small audience’s attention 
as it worked through the majority of its Mike McCarthy- 
produced ATO debut, Broken Side of Time, before ramming 
it all back home with closer “ATX,” an anthemic romp of 
slide guitar and dirty south boogie. It would have killed 
inside Stubb’s. - Austin Powell 

BON IVER 

Oct. 3, Zilker Park 

The weather was perfect for Bon Iver’s set. Even Justin 
Vernon said so. Backed by a threepiece band, Wisconsin 
boy Vernon, in a white T-shirt and jeans, welcomed the 
downpour Saturday afternoon, opener “Creature Fear” end- 
ing with a thunderbolt of noise. In fact, it was the noisier 
jams where Bon Iver excelled. Vernon’s critically lauded 
2008 debut, For Emma , Forever Ago, tackled depression and 
solitude, his rubber-band voice the saving grace among sim- 
ple guitar. Live, songs from Emma, as well as the title track 
from new EP Blood Bank, took on a new life; harmonies were 
spot on, and at one point, his backing band was all playing 
drums. The midsection of the set started meandering with 
Vernon solo on guitar, but closers “For Emma” and “The 
Wolves” rekindled the flame. Thanks to his songs being 
featured on a variety of student-friendly TV shows, Vernon’s 
appeal has doubled in the last year - quite a few guys in 
backward hats and Longhorns shirts singing along in the 
crowd - but the sensitive singer-songwriter veil was lifted 
during those final moments of cacophony.

THE LEVON HELM BAND

Levon Helm was on “doctor ordered vocal rest,” so he nei- 
ther sang nor spoke a word. That didn’t keep him from his 
drum kit or a turn at the mandolin while leading his massive 
12-piece band.

Williams poured 
her soul into “Long Black Veil,” and Campbell shook things 
up with a couple of shout-along blues as well as a horn- 
laden take of the Grateful Dead’s “Tennessee Jed” that 
mirrored Helm’s latest, Electric Dirt. The bandleader got big 
laughs shaking a leg a couple times; he couldn’t sing, but 
he sure could dance. Campbell’s lengthy guitar solo intro- 
duced the Band’s “Chest Fever,” a scalding end to as engag- 
ing an hour as the weekend offered.

THE DECEMBERISTS 

Oct. 3, Zilker Park 

The Decemberists stood in the misty October rain and with 
orchestral grace bestowed upon Austin its second performance 
this year of The Hazards of Love. The uberliterate folk-rock quin- 
tet from Portland, Ore., presented its tour de force at South by 
Southwest in March, but a summer of touring made its presen- 
tation a seamless, enthralling production. The story’s inherent 
drama and head Decemberist Colin Meloy’s love of wordplay 
(“the prettiest whistles won’t wrestle the thistles undone”) suit- 
ed the night-darkened sky, backlit on the stage in jewel tones. 
His faux-Brit accenting fit the tale’s narrative as Becky Stark 
of Lavender Diamond sang with sweet soprano the role of the 
hapless maiden Margaret. More compelling was Shara Worden 
of My Brightest Diamond, singing the Queen. Her confident alto 
elicited a roar from the crowd as she damned the hero with a 
mighty “Consider the debt repaid!” All but Meloy thundered on 
percussion during “The Rake’s Song,” the closest The Hazards 
of Love comes to radio-friendly. What more could anyone want? 
Well, maybe the full concert performance, the kind of show that 
delivers not only the complete The Hazards of Love but dream 
encores like Stark and Worden’s take on Heart’s “Crazy on You.” 
That didn’t happen, but for ACL Fest, the Decemberists provided 
a crowning achievement nevertheless.

THE SCABS

With Bob Schneider rocking his new Lovely Creatures, the 
crowd might have hoped for the veteran Austin songwriter to 
tease new material on a headlining set, but equally longtime 
partners in crime the Scabs were having none of it. A soupy 
dance floor and break in the rain made for an electric set, 
fireworks courtesy of the hardest working man in Austin show 
business. On the rock garden stage, the crowd blossomed with 
Wildflower Center overflow as Schneider got into sex-machine 
mode. The Scabs remain a righteous soul mob, popping with 
Chili Pepper flair and able to mambo with Havana finesse. 

“Pussy Fever,” bleeped with a boat horn, may have been the 
crew’s way of admitting that you can’t peddle smut at a “family 
friendly” event.

Adam Temple’s ample gui- 
tar skills drove the crowd to shake their muddy asses, and once 
Schneider gets on the soul train, it’s hard to get him off. Death

SUNDAY 

ALELA DIANE 

Oct. 4, Zilker Park 

With her dad on guitar and mandolin; Alina Hardin, with whom 
she shares a new six-song EP, on backup vocals; and a bearded 
rhythm section, Alela Diane started off Sunday morning with 
the feel of a real bluegrass band. That classic sound is all over 
her major label debut, To Be Still, and much like her contempo- 
rary Bon Iver, she has an eye for detail, subtle wordplay, and 
naturalistic poetry. As she ran through To Be Still’s most affect- 
ing songs - “Tatted Lace,” “Dry Grass and Shadows,” “White 
as Diamonds” - that talent came into focus. “Is it October?” 
she asked at one point, tuning her guitar. “It’s hot. In Europe, 
October is a cold time.” Having spent much time in Europe, the 
muse for her 2006 LP, The Pirate’s Gospel, Alela Diane has a 
certain foreign allure. With her hair cut short, she looked 1960s 
Parisian, but her voice told another story on “To Be Still” and 
“My Brambles,” fluctuating between falsetto and folkie. She’s 
an old soul, one who’s saying no thank you to the freak-folk flag 
and settling comfortably into her own skin. - Audra Schroeder 

RODRIGUEZ 

Oct. 4, Zilker Park 

Nearly four decades after releasing his brilliant debut of 
psych-folk realism, Rodriguez brought Cold Fact to life in 
front of a thin early Sunday crowd. Dressed from head to toe 
in black save for a silver peace-sign belt buckle, the forgot- 
ten folkie thoroughly charmed despite looking a little lost at 
times. Pestered by feedback, the band teetered on the brink 
of collapse a couple of times, FEMA all but stepping in on 
“I Think of You” as the nominal bandleader’s erratic strum- 
ming threw things off. Rodriguez has played only a handful 
of shows since leaving music in the rearview mirror some 
35 years ago and doesn’t regularly practice with the North 
Carolina fourpiece he played with. They hooked up after one 
of its members tried booking Rodriguez in Asheville, N.C., 
only to find he had no band. For ACL, the twopiece horn 
section was plucked from Austin’s Craigslist. For all its ups 
and downs, the set was a triumph. As the band closed with 
“Forget It,” a woman near the front of the stage wept, tears 
streaming down from behind oversized sunglasses. It was a 
testament to the enduring power of Rodriguez’s songcraft, 
and that’s cold fact. - Thomas Fawcett

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THE B-52’S Oct. 4, Zilker Park 

The B-52’s Sunday afternoon performance demanded nothing and gave it all. The 
group’s ability to work a giant crowd whose ages spanned at least five decades is testa- 
ment to the little old band from Georgia. It was a pure delight as the natty Fred Schneider 
and ever-darling Keith Strickland led Kate Pierson and Cindy Wilson onstage, 30 years 
almost to the month since their first appearance opening for Talking Heads at the 
Armadillo. This time, the set opened with “Pump” from last year’s Funplex before slipping 
back thousands of years ago to “Mesopotamia,” “Private Idaho,” and Wilson’s plaintive 
“Give Me Back My Man,” then shifting forward again with “Funplex.” That was the last 
nod to the present as the old favorites rolled, including “Strobe Light,” “Planet Claire,” 
“Love Shack,” “Roam,” and closing with their signature showstopper, “Rock Lobster.” The 
B-52’s could have easily become a cartoon, but in the same way that its once kitschy look 
-teased hair, heavy eyeliner, etc. - has been revived, their music has proved much more 
substantial and timeless than the Athens, Ga., act ever intended. - Margaret Moser 


PASSION PIT 

Oct. 4, Zilker Park 

I recently mused that many of the tunes 
from Passion Pit’s debut LP, Manners, would 
blossom onstage, and I was right, even 
though it took the Boston quintet 20 minutes 
to achieve combustion levels. Kicking off on 
“Eyes as Candles,” singer Michael Angelakos 
behind a Wurlitzer, the set sustained a 
low-key, slightly reflective mood initially. 
Thankfully, the group ratcheted things up with 
the gently rollicking thump of “Little Secrets,” 
yet the damage was already done. By the 
time the single “Sleepyhead” rolled around to 
cheers from the diehards, much of the horde 
was slogging away through the sod-flecked 
fertilizer slurry formerly known as Zilker Park. 
The intrepid faithful, bouncing as one with 
arms waving, were rewarded with set closer 
“The Reeling,” which ended things on a high 
note. Passion Pit may be made up of power- 
house musicians and performers, but fledgling 
bands need to come at festival sets with guns 
a-blazing to wow a crowd.

BEN SOLLEE 

Oct. 4, Zilker Park 

Seated with his cello center stage between 
accompanying fiddle and drums, Ben Sollee 
radiated a boyish charm under the Wildflower 
Center tent. Opening gently behind the plea 
of “A Few Honest Words,” Sollee’s songs 
waged the political and personal with his soul- 
ful, high-ranging croon and dexterous string 


arrangements, “How to See the Sun Rise” 
emerging through a reverb warp to an easy 
groove and “Mute With a Bullhorn” opening 
with wafting atmospherics. Though Sollee’s 
capable of bending his instrument with impec- 
cable precision and eclectic, genre-defying 
flair, the set largely maintained a straightfor- 
ward dynamic, never ranging too experimental 
and suggesting that for all his young talent, 
there remains potential still untapped. “It’s 
Not Impossible” popped beautifully as the 
Kentuckian worked the neck of his cello like 
a harp, while “Panning for Gold” hypnotically 
flowed and “Bury Me With My Car” brought 
a fervent string breakdown with fiddle that 
kicked. Sollee’s distinctive covers provided 
the crowd highlights, however, especially his 
reworking of Sam Cooke’s “A Change Is Gonna 
Come,” and his closing, celloed version of Cat 
Stevens’ “Wild World.” - Doug Freeman 

ARCTIC MONKEYS 

Oct. 4, Zilker Park 

Not even Josh Homme can soil the Arctic 
Monkeys. The Queen of the Stone Age pro- 
duced most of the UK quartet’s third LP, 
Humbug, from which this storming ACL set 
drew its moody aplomb. Like the album, the 
band pulled fire from smoldering coals, but 
make no mistake, Homme’s downbeat style 
doesn’t do the Arctic Monkeys’ exhilarat- 
ing Brit rock any favors. New “Dance Little 
Liar” opened in a swirl of stage smoke and 
prompt materialization by the young twen- 


tysomethings, augmented by an organist/ 
third guitarist, but sophomore smash lead-off 
“Brianstorm” kicked the group into high gear, 
drummer Matt Helders thundering all 55 min- 
utes. “Crying Lightning” rippled considerably 
more electric than its Humbug counterpart, 
but again, muscled early material sparked 
the band, in this case first album sneer 
“The View From the Afternoon,” almost as 
spectacular as the clearing skies of Zilker 
Park in its three-minute crush. Pensive new 
(“Cornerstone”) and jabbing not-so-old (“This 
House Is a Circus”) seesawed the set list, but 
in lead heartthrob Alex Turner’s spat verses 
- Dickensian speed-reading - ran the hair- 
raising current of Her Majesty’s greatest inva- 
sions. English-thin in a faded Led Zeppelin 
T-shirt, eyes closed tight, Turner tumbled forth 
“Still Take You Home” while his crew took 
after the chase like hounds. American calling 
card “I Bet You Look Good on the Dancefloor” 
was the meat between “Pretty Visitors” and 
“Dangerous Animals,” both new songs awak- 
ening from their recorded incarnations but nei- 
ther offering serious competition for Favourite 
Worst Nightmare's “Fluorescent Adolescent,” 
which followed an exhilarating cover of Nick 
Cave’s “Red Right Hand.” Shortly thereafter, 
Turner laid his guitar across his open-throttle 
guitar pedals and, with his band, disappeared 
back into the smoke. - Raoul Hernandez 


THE DEAD WEATHER 

Oct. 4, Zilker Park 

In Puritan times, Alison Mosshart would 
burn at the stake. Fronting the Dead Weather 

- a band most commonly referred to as Jack 
White’s latest side project - it was the Kills’ 
leading lady that demanded total attention on 
Sunday. Dressed for a biker funeral, Mosshart 
appeared a woman possessed: prowling across 
the stage for opener “60 Feet Tall,” shrieking 
and yelping through “Jawbreaker,” and convuls- 
ing to the metallic thunder of standout “Hang 
You From the Heavens.” It was as if she was 
doing a solo re-enactment of Black Snake Moan. 
Much like the ACL 2007 debut from White’s 
other broken boy soldiers (the Raconteurs), the 
Dead Weather’s wicked, Southern gothic blues 

- all whiskey, smoke, and blood - came to life 
with a confrontational velocity only hinted at on 
the quartet’s lackluster new debut, Horehound, 
thanks in no small part to the white-heat guitar 
and organ drones of Dean Fertita. Never one to 
relinquish the spotlight, White took the lead out 
from behind his drum kit for a startling rendition 
of Them’s slow blues lament “You Just Can’t 
Win.” As Mosshart sprawled out for a postcoital 
cigarette, White cooked up a lead guitar intro to 
the set climax “Will There Be Enough Water?,” a 
murderous eight-minute levee- breaker, more of a 
stare-down than a duet. Stay behind her, Jack.

Eddie Vedder maintained a full court press throughout ACL 2009 weekend. In addition 
to leading his band in closing out the fest with a rousing two hours of rib-rattling rock, 
Vedder sat in with Kings of Leon on Friday and taped a studio session of Austin City Limits 
the following night. Staying up late with his new BFF Ben Harper, a guest at both KLRU 
and at the fest on “Red Mosquito,” was par for the course. Another BFF, Lollapalooza 
founder, C3 cohort, and Jane’s Addiction singer Perry Farrell, also put in an appearance 
Sunday night for an exhilarating, swirling version of Jane’s “Mountain Song.” Yet it was 
always Pearl Jam’s gig, a chance to celebrate the remastered version of the band’s career- 
making Ten and autumn’s rocking new Backspaces on which the strong link between punk 
and grunge still echoes for these Seattle supersonics. So Eddie and the cruisers mixed 
oldies but goodies with tracks from their latest, including “Got Some” and “The Fixer.” 
Vedder ceded the spotlight to the shattering guitar work of Mike McCready and Stone 
Gossard, when the festival-friendly set also included a thunderous version of “Even Flow” 
and “Daughter.” PJ even tore through “Do the Evolution” and rallied through righteous ver- 
sions of the Who’s “The Real Me” and Neil Young closer “Rockin’ in the Free World.” In an 
act of solidarity and sympathy that echoed as loud as any howls, Vedder splashed down in 
the mud of the mosh pit, a last reminder we’re in this shit together. - Dan Oko

LEAD STORY 

What is believed to be the world’s only 
commercial lounge openly serving cocaine 
operates in La Paz, Bolivia, though the own- 
ers of Route 36 have to change locations 
from time to time, depending on the moods 
of the bribed authorities. An August dispatch 
in London’s The Guardian reported that a 
nearly pure gram costs the equivalent of 
about $14 ($22 for “premium”), served by 
waiters in an empty CD case, with straws, but 
bar drinks are also available. Route 36 is 
well-known to backpacking tourists. Recalled 
one waiter: “We had some Australians; they 
stayed here for four days. The only time they 
left was to go to the ATM.” 

THE ENTREPRENEURIAL SPIRIT! 

Questionable Business Model: In 
September, in downtown Longview, Wash., a 
23-year-old man held up a sign offering to 
be kicked in the groin for $5. He made one 
sale before police, acting on a complaint, 
made him move on. 

Fierce Competition: 1) Police in Broome, 
Australia, reported in September that a five- 
year feud between two rival camel-ride vendors 
in the Cable Beach resort area had erupted 
again, this time involving allegations of camel 
theft and tossed camel dung. 2) In July, as the 
legal brothel business declined precipitously in 
Germany, owners adopted such gimmicks as 
free shoe-polishing and discounts for retirees. 
However, when several brothels began offering 
flat-rate plans (based on restaurants’ all-you- 
can-eat model), police cracked down, judging 
them as a little too excessive. 


Questionable Products: The Spanish toy- 
maker Berjuan has introduced a doll that 
suckles from a halter worn by young girls who 
want to mimic their breast-feeding mothers. 
The Bebe Gloton is not expected to be avail- 
able in the U.S. until 2010 but is being 
shown worldwide on YouTube. Americans 
appear to regard breast-feeding, in general, as 
much more provocative than Europeans do.

Recurring Themes: 1) In Florida, the Broward 
County Sheriff’s Office is looking for the man 
who robbed the Citi Trends store in Oakland 
Park in September and has released the sur- 
veillance video, showing the man removing his 
mask. However, the man continued trying to 
shield his face, using only his hands, but the 
video makes him appear to be playing peek-a- 
boo, according to a WFOR-TV report. 2) David 
Perticone, 46, was arrested in Severn, Md., in 
August, and charged with stealing about 
$25,000 worth of items from a woman’s 
house just down the block. The woman discov- 
ered the items in Perticone ’s front yard, part of 
a yard sale he was conducting.

Golf Imitates Miniature Golf: In May 1998 at 
Beaver Brook Golf Club in Haydenville, Mass., 
Todd Obuchowski was credited with a hole-in- 
one on a par 3 hole after his tee shot went 
over the green and onto a highway, hit a pass- 
ing Toyota driven by Nancy Bachand, ricocheted 
back to the green, and rolled into the cup. At 
least eight golfers witnessed the shot. 


POLICE FOLLIES 

Small Town: In Jericho, Ark., alleged 
harassment by cops became so bad, 
according to an Associated Press report, 
that the fire chief went to court twice in the 
same day in August to complain about 
speed traps. The chief’s charge angered 
the seven officers attending the hearing, 
and a courtroom scuffle ensued, resulting 
in the chief’s being shot in the back and 
hospitalized. WMC-TV reported that the 
shooter has not been charged but that an 
arrest warrant has been issued for the 
chief, who was then fired by the mayor. The 
police force has been disbanded by the 
Crittenden County sheriff, and all firefight- 
ers have resigned. 

Big City: George Vera, who weighs nearly 
600 pounds, was booked into jail in 
Houston in August and was in custody for 
more than 24 hours before he casually 
informed cops that they had missed finding 
the 9 mm handgun and two clips that were 
hidden in his rolls of fat. 

SCIENCE ON THE CUTTING EDGE 

Sharron Thornton had been blinded nine 
years ago from a severe reaction to medi- 
cation that caused her mucus mem- 
branes, including the eye’s lens, to die 
and shed (and caused her also to lose 
hair, skin, and nails, though the latter 
three grew back). In a revolutionary proce- 
dure, the Bascom Palmer Eye Institute at 
the University of Miami had the bright 
idea to shore up her eye with a piece of 
her tooth and jawbone (the cuspid, or “eye 
tooth”) so that a prosthetic lens could be 
implanted. That was only part of it: The 
tooth portion, with the implanted lens, had 
to be microsculpted and implanted first 
into Thornton’s chest for access to nutri- 
ents. Thornton’s vision is now 20/70 with- 
out eyeglasses. 

Recent Inexplicable Side Effects of 
Brain Injury: 1) Malcolm Darby, 70, awoke 
from surgery following a stroke in 
Oakham, England, last year to find that he 
had near-perfect vision (after having worn 
eyeglasses since age 2) but later discov- 
ered that he no longer spoke or under- 
stood French. 2) A 37-year-old German 
woman, who had been treated for epilep- 
tic seizures in 2006, reported recently 
that among the side effects were occa- 
sional feelings that she had undergone a 
sex change and was a man. 

Calvino Inman, 15, is not part of the 
gothic subculture at his high school in 
Rockwood, Tenn., but he would be a natu- 
ral. He has an annoying case of what one 
opthalmologist called haemolacria, or 
bloody tears. The boy seems to bleed 
uncontrollably from the eyes, up to three 
times a day, according to a September ABC 
News report, but so far, specialists, employ- 
ing ultrasound, an MRI, and a CT scan, are 
unable to determine the cause.

The Brazos Indian Reservation began as an effort to provide native Texans with a 
homeland and ended with a trail of tears as the battered remnants of the First 



Nations fled for their safety. This is a travel article about a place and a people that 
left few traces for mod- 
ern visitors to see. 

The Caddo Indians 
and associated tribes 
once inhabited the 
northeastern corner of 
Texas and portions of 
present-day Oklahoma, 

Louisiana, and Arkansas. 

Thousands of the 
tribesmen lived in villag- 
es, spending their days 
growing crops and hunt- Q 
ing game. 2 

As Europeans began | 
arriving in the 1600s, ui 
the French wanted to 3 
trade with the tribes, the 2 
Spanish wanted to save ° 
their souls, and the Americans wanted their land. It took the Americans less than 50 years to 
reduce the Caddo Nation to a few thousand individuals. 

Largely agricultural and peaceful, the East Texas tribes were inundated by the flood of settlers 
headed west, beginning with the California gold rush of 1849, who brought disease, war, and pov- 
erty. Depredations on both sides of the conflict led to a lack of trust and open hostilities. 

In 1854, the state legislature decided to permit two reservations administered by the federal 
government in unoccupied northwest Texas for the Comanche, Apache, and East Texas tribes. 

The more successful of these was the 37,152-acre Brazos Indian Reservation, encompassing 
both sides of the Brazos River south of present-day Graham. 

The Caddo, Anadarko, Waco, and Tonkawa established governments, schools, and police forc- 
es and served as scouts for the military. Despite building friendships with many of the new white 
settlers, the American Indians were terrorized by a small faction of whites that could not stand 
their presence, no matter how remote. 

The experiment ended in the summer of 1859, when Major Robert S. Neighbors, the federal 
supervising American Indian agent for Texas, led 1,420 Texas Indians to Anadarko, Okla. Soon 
after he returned to Texas, Neighbors was shot in the back outside of Fort Belknap. 

The former reservations were opened to settlers in 1873. Fort Belknap, which was built to pro- 
tect the American Indians, was closed in 1867. It is now a recreation area and museum. Much 
of the former reservation was inundated by Possum Kingdom Lake, but the names of creeks and 
landmarks still honor the tribes. 

The few clues of the Brazos Reservation’s short existence are posted on historical markers in 
Young County. The Old Post Office Museum & Art Center in Graham has a small exhibit on the 
reservation. The Wildcatter Ranch Resort and Spa and Paradise on the Brazos, an RV park and 
bed & breakfast, have landmarks from the era on their properties. 

After leaving Texas, the tribes survived and prospered in western Oklahoma. The Southern 
Plains Indian Museum in Anadarko, Okla., provides a window into the culture of a group of people 
nearly exterminated.

GHOSTS IN THE GRAVEYARD (SEE SATURDAY) 
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In 1977, Muhammad Ali went up against human pile-driver 
Earnie Shavers in a punishing 15 rounds that nearly cost the 
aging champ his heavyweight title. But playwright Peter Morgan 


would have you believe that was the second 
biggest prizefight of that year, the first being 
the no-holds-barred bout between heavy- 
weight ex-President Richard Milhous Nixon 
and bantamweight TV host David Frost. In 
his docudrama Frost/Nixon, Morgan serves 
up the taping of the historic interviews as a 
boxing match, with the two facing off under 
the lights in sessions as strictly timed as 
rounds, then retiring to their “corners,” 
where their coachlike handlers talk of land- 
ing blows and being on the ropes. 

Painting this intellectual confrontation in 
such physical terms is canny, in its commen- 
tary on the psychology of the combatants 
and their camps - who saw themselves as 
adversaries and this showdown as ending 
with a definite winner and loser - and the 
way it draws us in to this static mental duel 
and teases us into viewing it the way we 
would an action-packed sporting match. 

And there are moments in this Austin 
Playhouse production when we’re watching 
David Stahl’s Frost and Michael Stuart’s 
Nixon, sitting rigidly still in their uphol- 
stered chairs, and almost see them dancing 
around a ring, slugging it out. In Stahl’s 
piercing gaze and sharp, insistent voice, 
there’s an aggressive challenger on the 
offensive, peppering his opponent with rab- 
bit punches. Stuart’s narrowed eyes and 
measured, impassive responses are the 
stuff of the veteran fighter, deftly fending off 
blows and biding his time. When these two 
are locked in combat, the production is 
at its best: focused, taut, with the stakes 
clearly laid out and two players in top form 


playing off each other expertly like, well, 
pro boxers. 

The rest of the show, however, has that 
energy but not always the same finesse. Too 
often, minor conflicts between characters are 
treated like title bouts, with actors pumping up 
the volume to show how serious a situation 
is and hitting lines emphatically that might be 
more effectively thrown away. It leaves this 
work that trades so heavily on contemporary 
naturalism feeling at times as stilted and 
forced as a classical period piece. Perhaps 
director Don Toner felt the clash between the 
titular competitors would feel even more dra- 
matic with the emotion amped up beforehand, 
but the effect is closer to a barrage of wild 
punches that never quite find their mark. 

The most effective fighter is often the one 
who carefully marshals his energy and waits 
for the right moment to deliver a blow. That’s 
how Stuart works here, and his contained, 
nuanced performance just keeps gathering 
power as the show progresses. Despite a 
rather distracting hairpiece and makeup better 
suited to a much larger theatre, Stuart cre- 
ates a compelling portrait of Nixon, by turns 
reserved, resentful, rueful, competitive, sly in 
strategy, ungainly in social situations, protec- 
tive of his legacy, appreciative of an adver- 
sary. He makes us feel the weight upon the 
man’s shoulders, the burden of the mistakes 
he recognizes, and his hunger for redemption 
in the eyes of the American people, and that 
gives us a Nixon much easier to comprehend, 
and even to like, than the real one ever was. 
To pull that offtakes a real champ. Mr. Stuart, 
the belt is yours. - Robert Faires

Season Opener: 



If you go hunting in tights, you’re bound to run into something 
magical, likely a bird. Swan Lake is the most famous portrayal 
of this ballet rule, and Ballet Austin’s season opener balanced 
Act II of this classic with The Firebird, a ballet hatched not in 


the 19th century but in the 20th and danced 
not to Tchaikovsky but to Stravinsky. While 
both ballets have female fowl at the center 
and belie Russian origins, the bird ballerinas 
in them are not just avatars of a single hen. 
(Can you see the Venn diagram yet?) 

To a ballet lover, a good Swan Lake is 
like comfort food, and after Ballet Austin’s 
excerpt, I felt like I had eaten a pretty 
decent bowl of mashed potatoes. Ashley 
Lynn Gilfix’s Odette was regal and tragic, 
and the orchestra, conducted by Peter Bay, 
made me swoon. Unfortunately, something 
was amiss in the partnering between Frank 
Shott, as Prince Siegfried, and Gilfix: They 
looked tired and tense, and none of the 
overhead lifts made full height. The corps de 
ballet, 16 female swans, seemed robotic at 
times, but they turned this sort of militarism 
into fantastic power near the end of the act. 
The four Little Swans were near flawless in 
their linked-together variation. 

After intermission came The Firebird. 
Originally choreographed for the Ballet 
Russes in 1910 by Michel Fokine to a score 
by Igor Stravinsky and with designs by Leon 
Bakst, The Firebird was a ballet in a tradi- 
tion of ballet as whole theatre, with rich and 
exotic designs, controversial drama, and the 
flow of steps unimpeded by virtuosic bal- 
let tricks. The story is based on a Russian 
folk tale involving Prince Ivan, the magical 
Firebird, and a princess guarded by an evil 
magician. Long story short, the Firebird tries 
to unite the prince and princess, but she 
is killed by the magician. Ivan then finds a 
giant egg that houses the magician’s soul 
and drops it on the ground, killing him. In 


the final scene, Ivan and the princess marry. 

Ballet Austin’s new production didn’t stray 
far from the existing classical versions of 
this ballet, and the costumes and scenery, 
borrowed from Louisville Ballet, were merely 
adequate. Artistic Director Stephen Mills 
tweaked the story to bring the Firebird back 
from her death to perform the marriage, 
which almost made sense, and his chore- 
ography retained the characteristic flitting 
jumps and sharp glances for the Firebird 
and a stage full of action when Ivan is cap- 
tured by the magician’s guards. I had hoped 
Mills would inject more freshness, but I 
enjoyed Aara Krumpe’s exotic, wild, and pow- 
erful Firebird. While the upper body move- 
ments in Swan Lake show preening and 
expansive wingspans in slow motion, the 
Firebird is all darting head movements and 
flitting hands, which Krumpe captured per- 
fectly. Partnered by Paul Michael Bloodgood 
as Ivan, Krumpe had the qualities of flight 
and strength that were missing in Swan Lake. 

During both works, I was underwhelmed by 
the leading men’s acting, as they seemed to 
allow stock mime to stand in for real motive 
and feeling. The company overall showed 
some inconsistencies that might be fixed 
with coaching. For example, in the wedding 
scene at the end of The Firebird, some of the 
corps de ballet men were smiling their heads 
off, while others looked terrified. In fact, there 
was more than one grin that seemed out of 
character on opening night, and it occurred 
to me that perhaps the dancers were simply 
happy to be onstage and beginning the new 
season, in a couple of great ballets, with a 
live orchestra. - Jonelle Seitz

We are bound to art by our very consciousness. Pattern recog- 
nition draws us toward order, toward the ordered forms of this 
world (or toward those forms that are intentional repudiations of 


order), and we are helplessly in thrall. Our per- 
ceptions: woven into the tapestry of what we 
perceive, warp and woof and sense of wonder. 

Oscar Silva, featured artist in Studio2Gallery’s 
“Organic: Basic Inspirations” show, is no 
stranger to weaving. This is the man who 
spends hour upon countless hour tying 
together fiber and lengths of handmade 
paper, wire, and weeds in service to his 
muse. This is Silva, who layers wafers of 
wood into delicate architectures of mean- 
ing, who binds beauty in braids of raffia, 
horsehair, and jute. His labor-intensive 
sculptures Oracle; Kwele, Teller of Fortunes; 
and Spine are the first objects we see 
upon entering the tidy gallery off South 
Lamar, heralding the greater whole of this 
group exhibition. 

A tall pedestal soon thereafter holds 
a series of large brooches by Eun Yeong 
Jeong - brooches fashioned from stainless 
steel and sterling silver, holding fragile 
constructions of carved and stained loo- 
fah, plastic, and threads of organza, look- 
ing like specimens of beautiful extraterres- 
trial flora and fauna: as if the bioforms of 
Alien had been designed not by Giger but 
by Faberge. 

Across the room are two frames hold- 
ing flat paper constructions against black 
backgrounds. These intricately braided and 
threaded creations of multicolored paper 
upon handmade sheets of flax and onion- 
skin resemble circuit boards for a computer 
made of papyrus reeds and are often mis- 


taken for works by Silva; but no, they’re 
part of a series of paperworks by Georgie 
Cunningham. We hope to see more of this 
artist’s works in the future; we have, in fact, 
something of a jones developing. 

On the far wall, a digital photographic 
collage on canvas by Leslie Kell: Winter's 
Summer Home; it’s a kaleidoscopic image 
that, via its vivid mirror-mad beauty, almost 
single-handedly validates computer-aided 
photo manipulation. One wishes a leaded 
glass version of this image for the window 
above the front door of one’s lottery-born 
dream home. 

Silva’s sculptures and wall hangings are 
represented in the gallery’s central space, 
too, his Shrine to the She Devil and Yellow 
Fiber House, among other creations, lend 
glory to the mixed aesthetic surround. 

Before we exit Studio2Gallery’s elegant 
little venue, we cast our eyes again upon 
Doug Russell’s large pair of graphite-on-paper 
works: Entanglement 1 and Entanglement 
2. These are subtle, compelling illustrations 
of entwined roots that fairly writhe as meta- 
phors for one human condition or another. 
One condition, perhaps - our entanglement 
with patterns both natural and fabricated, 
our inextricable fascination with matter that 
promotes a matrix of rhythm and visual 
rhyme. Among all the braidings and layered 
repetitions of “Organic: Basic Inspirations,” 
we find that the eye of the beholder is in the 
beauty as much as beauty is in that eye.

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We Live in Public D: Ondi Timoner. (NR, 90 min.) 


In the early 1980s, Josh Harris, a young, smart, tech-sawy Nerd 
Yorker, developed an intense - and as it turns out, prophetic - inter- 
est in the emerging shadow-space that was the newborn Internet. 


Harris parlayed that prescience and what little 
money he had into a proto-start-up company 
named Jupiter. It crunched numbers and cre- 
ated as-yet-nonexistent data regarding the 
potential profitability of this craven new con- 
nectivity and then sold that data to venture 
capitalists and businessmen. And for Harris, 
the original dot-com visionary kid, the money 
rolled right in, some $80 million of it, which he 
then used to fund a series of Internet-based 
social experiments that were by turns radical, 
trenchant, exciting, and, ultimately, disastrous, 
not to mention depressing. First came Pseudo, 
the first streaming Internet television network 
(60 Minutes dropped by to do a piece on its 
own alleged death knell), and then there was 
Quiet, in which the cash-flush Harris trans- 
formed some vacant NYC cellar/loft space into 
a communal living experience that was moni- 
tored in every conceivable way by a medusan 
network of CCTV cams. Everything everyone 
did for the month preceding the arrival of the 
new millennium (once you signed up, you were 
most definitely not free to leave) was recorded 
and then re-fed, live, into the television-centric 
“pods” where Quiet's participants lived, slept, 
had sex, bathed, took drugs, ad nauseam. 
What was envisioned as a minitechnotopia 
instead became, in 30 days time, a hellish 
freak show that, consciously or not, echoed 
the Stanford Prison Experiment, Orwell’s 1984, 
and even Auschwitz. The NYPD shut down 
Quiet on Jan. 1, 2000, but Harris, a compul- 
sive explorer of the ether’s netted but fragile 
borders, wasn’t even close to finished. His 
next project, the titular We Live in Public, found 
Harris and his girlfriend, Tanya Corrin, moving 


into a loft and live-streaming every aspect 
- it’s amazing how boring and banal their 
actual physical existence appears - while 
monitoring and engaging an online chatroom 
audience composed of thousands of strang- 
ers. This experiment, too, was an exercise 
in slow-spiraling psychological destruction. 
Harris and Corrin’s relationship eventually 
succumbed to the 24/7 push-pull of their 
voyeur/ exhibitionist lifestyle. By the end, 
Harris was broke and alone, but not bereft 
of ideas. Like the cruddy Sixties sitcoms on 
which he was raised (particularly Gilligan’s 
Island, itself a meta-wacky exercise in com- 
munal living while being watched by millions 
of strangers), Harris’ ever egocentric social 
experiments continue to this day. Timoner, 
who also directed the now-classic rocker doc 
Dig!, makes a bold and trenchant argument, 
via Harris’ pseudomorphically perverse life, 
that we are all now “slaves to little boxes,” 
and it’s true, Tweetpeeps, isn’t it? There is 
no personal space in MySpace (although 
the company would love for you to believe 
otherwise) or real, live, unsculpted faces 
on Facebook (ditto), and, as Harris notes, 
Warhol’s 15 minutes of fame per lifetime 
has been renormed to 15 minutes per day. 
Harris’ thought-provoking performance art/ 
life isn’t yet over, but by film’s end he’s 
become unplugged, both literally and meta- 
phorically. To paraphrase Dylan Thomas: 
Rage, rage against the dying of the life, and 
rage against the machine while you’re at it.

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BEESWAX D: Andrew Bujalski; with Tilly 

Hatcher, Maggie Hatcher, Anne Dodge, Alex Karpovsky, 
Katy O’Connor, David Zellner, Nathan Zellner, Kyle Henry, 
Janet Pierson. (NR, 100 min.) 

Shot in Austin and featuring a range of 
talent that’s more often found behind the 
camera than in front of it, Beeswax has a 
languid, improvised feel and naturalistic 
rhythms that mask its taut emotional 
core. It’s like the hip new 82% cocoa 
dark-chocolate bar that slowly reveals 
the lingering sting of chipotle chile as it 
melts on your tongue. While it initially 
feels like a known quantity (although 
mentioning the “M”-word - mumblecore 
- is both pointless and distracting), 
Beeswax proves to be much more than 
simply another extreme close-up of late- 
twentysomething naifs trying to gather 
enough energy to flail about, emotionally 
or otherwise. There are moments in it 
that will crack an unexpected and genuine 
smile across your face, not because it’s 
“funny ha-ha” (to lift the title of Bujalski’s 
2002 debut) but rather because the char- 
acters are so keenly acted and observed 
that it’s as though you already know 
them, or, at the very least, know someone 
who knows them. Beeswax pivots around 
Jeannie (Tilly Hatcher), the co-owner of 
a vintage clothing boutique. Jeannie’s in 
a wheelchair, a fact that doesn’t define 
her character - Jeannie’s responsible, 
intuitive, capable, and sexual - and the 
standard cinematic metaphors (chair = 
emotional or spiritual handicap) don’t fit 
at all, which is, frankly, downright refresh- 
ing. The obvious conflict that’s at the 
heart of Beeswax is between Jeannie and 
her business partner, Amanda (Dodge); 
Jeannie may or may not be gearing up 
to sunder their working relationship for 
unknown reasons. Beyond that, however, 
is the quietly buzzing hive of real people 
living real lives. Jeannie is re-engaging 
in a relationship of sorts with her ex-boy- 
friend, Merrill (the terrific Karpovsky), who 
is studying to take the bar exam; Lauren 
(Maggie Hatcher)is exploring options 
that include a possible move to Kenya to 
teach English; and Corinne (O’Connor), 
the new girl at the store, is trying to accli- 
mate herself to her new position while 
undergoing unknown emotional bruisings 
of her own. The “M” film sub-sub-genre 
(20,000 leagues under the Cassavetes) 
has been accused of being too stuck 
on itself to have much of a future, and, 
while there is an abiding hesitancy to the 
characters in Beeswax, it is the thoughtful 
kind that is otherwise known as common 
sense. Nobody is rushing into anything 
here (apart from Lauren), everyone is 
a full-grown adult dealing with all which 
that entails, and both the characters and 
the film’s easygoing rhythms are, remark- 
ably, true to life and love lost, or found. 
(Bujalski and members of the cast and 
crew will attend the Friday and Saturday 
evening screenings.) - Marc Savlov

Intelligence is insulted at every turn in 
this new date movie from former “swing- 
ers” Vaughn and Favreau, who now write 
themselves roles as middle-aged men 
grown flabby in both body and spirit. 
Joining these co-stars and co-writers in 
this affront to moviegoers is screenwriter 
Dana Fox (who scripted What Flappens 
in Vegas, another love-found-out-of-town 
story) and actor/producer and, now, direc- 
tor Billingsley (who will probably remain 
best known as Ralphie, the kid who 
sorely wants a BB gun in the beloved A 
Christmas Story). Vaughn also produces 
and, as the film’s top-lined star, plays the 
only happily married man in this story’s 
quartet of couples, who are induced to 
go on a weeklong couples retreat in sup- 
port of their pals Jason (Bateman) and 
Cynthia (Bell), whose failed attempts to 
procreate have driven their marriage to 
a state of near-divorce. Four couples are 
needed in order to obtain the more afford- 
able Pelican Package rate, but Jason and 
Cynthia’s carefully prepared PowerPoint 
presentation assures the others that they 
will not have to partake in the resort’s 
couples-therapy sessions. The group - 
including Shane (Love), the divorced man 
who is shown in his introductory scene as 
not even having enough money to qualify 
for a loan to buy a motorcycle - takes off 
the very next week for the exotic locale. 

Of course, nothing goes as planned as 
everyone is forced into therapy, where 
the psychobabble eats away at the vari- 
ous marriages (especially the one happy 
union) and a “couples whisperer” by the 
name of Monsieur Marcel (Reno in an 
embarrassing mankini) conducts point- 
less daily exercises. Several random 
sequences follow in succession: a badly 
choreographed shark attack, a massage 
that requires a self-serve happy ending, 
ridiculous therapy sessions, a Fabio look- 
alike yoga instructor (Ponce) who provides 
the requisite homophobic sight gags, and 
a renegade excursion to the singles sides 
of the resort where, magically, everything 
resolves. Even Shane’s ex-wife suddenly 
materializes. Logic and credibility are 
defied at almost every opportunity. Even 
so, some of this might have worked if the 
script was, say, funny. Couples Retreat 
was edited down from an R to a PG-13 
rating prior to release, though I doubt 
we’ll discover any excised gems once the 
director’s cut comes out on DVD. Yes, 
there is scenery that looks good enough to 
be a screensaver, as one of the characters 
exclaims, and of course, the background 
offers an endless array of scantily clad 
hardbodies. But before booking a ticket, I 
urge you to retreat.

CRUDE D: Joe Berlinger. (NR, 105 min.) 

Professional documentarian Berlinger 
(Brother's Keeper, Paradise Lost) fash- 
ions a compelling story from a daunting 
thicket of material that surrounds the epic 
environmental lawsuit filed in U.S. courts 
by 30,000 Ecuadorans against the oil 
company Texaco. In 2001, Texaco merged 
with Chevron, and therefore inherited the 
conflict. At this point in 2009, the class- 
action suit has been in play for more than 
15 years, with at least another 10 years 
of disputation more than likely. At stake 
is the health of the Ecuadoran Amazon 
and the indigenous peoples whose lives 
and livelihoods are dependent on the river 
for sustenance. Texaco (now Chevron) 
came to Ecuador in the late 1960s to 
drill for oil, and by the time the company 
left in the early 1990s, it is said the 
company left behind poisonous oil slicks 
that have done at least 30 times more 
damage than the Exxon Valdez disaster 
and pumped toxic contamination into the 
rivers and rainforest, which has created 
massive cancer clusters throughout the 
region. Berlinger manages to corral vari- 
ous strands of information that spread 
over a couple of continents and even 
more languages and shape a strong nar- 
rative thread that keeps the story from 
getting bogged down in either legalese or 
overwhelmingly populist sentiment. Along 
the way, the film highlights the entrenched 
pattern of corporate America’s bulldoz- 
ing of indigenous interests at home and 
abroad and something of a colonialist 
tradition of Manifest Destiny. At the heart 
of the story is American Steven Donziger, 
the class-action suit’s lead attorney, who 
provides ongoing background for much 
of what we see. However, also intrinsic 
to the tale is Ecuadoran attorney Pablo 
Fajardo, whose life story and personal 
growth are part of what we witness. 

Some Chevron spokespeople are addi- 
tionally included among the voices heard 
in Crude, as is ubiquitous philanthropist 
Trudie Styler, who, along with her hus- 
band, Sting, takes up the Ecuadorans’ 
cause. Crude's moving testimony and 
careful documentation make it hard to 
turn away from this issue. It will certainly 
remain in your mind the next time you 
stop for gas. (For an interview with director 
Joe Berlinger ; see " Ecuador v. Big Oil" April 17).

THE INVENTION OF LYING 

D: Ricky Gervais, Matthew Robinson; with Gervais, 
Jennifer Garner, Rob Lowe, Jonah Hill, Louis C.K., John 
Hodgman, Tina Fey, Christopher Guest, Jeffrey Tambor, 
Nathan Corddry, Jason Bateman. (PG-13, 100 min.) 

The Invention of Lying is Gervais’ first fea- 
ture film as a co-writer and co-director, and, 
to no great surprise (at least not to any fan 
of the British funnyman), it is engaging and 
clever, if inconclusive. Gervais’ real accom- 
plishment, oft-overlooked, is as an actor, in 
how he can embody characters on a sliding 
scale of unlikability and bring humanity to 
them again and again, from the boorish David 
Brent on the BBC’s The Office (which Gervais 
conceived with owlish collaborator Stephen 
Merchant, who cameos here) to the feckless 
Andy Millman on Extras and the dentist mis- 
anthrope Bertram Pincus in last year’s under- 
seen charmer Ghost Town. At first glance 
- or even 15th - there’s not much to like in 
these characters, but Gervais keeps plug- 
ging away at these tragicomic figures, gifting 
them startling moments of grace amidst their 
endless blunders. He sets the bar especially 
low with his Invention of Lying character, 

Mark Bellison, a self-described “chubby little 
loser.” It’s a commonly held opinion, one 
Mark knows all about, because in this alter- 
nate universe, lies don’t exist and the truth 
is delivered regularly - from co-workers, love 
interests, the waiter - like a punch to the 
face. (One might quibble that there is a dis- 
tinction between not lying and spasmodically 
announcing aloud every harsh or embarrass- 
ing thought, unprovoked, but oh well.) Newly 
unemployed and snubbed by the woman of 
his dreams, Anna (Garner), for being a less- 
than-ideal “genetic partner,” Mark is staring 
into the abyss when he discovers, quite by 
accident, the world’s first lie ... and cue the 
floodgates. Most of Mark’s lies are small 
potatoes, but then he tells a humdinger of

one. While comforting his dying mother, Mark 
assures her she’ll be going to a better place 
(mansions, ice cream, no pain, etc.), and in the 
process, he invents heaven - or the idea of it, at 
least, which is enough to rock the planet. Mark 
as accidental prophet makes for some very funny 
stuff; when asked to elaborate, he invents God 
next, or “the Man in the Sky.” Gervais, an athe- 
ist, gets in his digs (a newspaper headline reads 
“Man in Sky Continues to Give AIDS to Babies”), 
but there’s nothing particularly incendiary here, 
and especially not when the romantic subplot 
shifts to the forefront. If anything, The Invention 
of Lying is too soft for the satirical promise of its 
premise. It’s still quite funny, and it never scolds 
in the manner that “God-swap” films such as 
Bruce Almighty tend to. But next time out, one 
hopes that Gervais - not just a tremendous wit 
but a genuinely subversive talent - will sharpen 
his talons. - Kimberley Jones

Don’t believe the hype: Paranormal 
Activity may be a lot of things, but the words 
“scary” and “movie” are not among them. 

It is instead nothing more or less than an 
excruciatingly tedious YouTube gag cleverly 
marketed to go viral in the broadest and 
most box office-friendly way. (On the other 
hand, Paramount’s midnight-screening, street- 
team hype machine is to be congratulated 
for pulling such a fast one on both audi- 
ences and critics alike. Who says you can’t 
have your shit and eat it too?) Like The 
Blair Witch Project, its far creepier anteced- 
ent, Paranormal Activity purports to exist as 
actual found footage - the opening text says 
it was discovered by the San Diego Police 
Department - but that’s no excuse for foist- 
ing a poorly acted (whoops! make that “real- 
istic”), shoddily conceived, anti-art-directed 
nonstarter that pays off only in its final 10 
seconds on a gullible moviegoing public that 
only wants to have its collective hair raised. 

At 96 minutes, it’s at least 90 minutes too 
long, and most damning of all, it’s just plain 
dull. What little there is of a plot hangs on the 
irritatingly senseless, often just plain dopey 
suburban couple of Katie (Featherston) and 
Micah (Sloat). Plagued by mysterious thuds 
in the night, Micah invests in some pricey 
video- and sound-recording gear and begins 
taping the couple as they sleep. Precious 
little ensues until those final 10 seconds, and 
even those will arrive as no surprise to any- 
one who ever bothered to open one of those 
faddish “shocker” e-mails of a few years back 
(you know, the ones that guided you to a web- 
site featuring some random scene of pastoral 
beauty which dawdled on forever until sud- 
denly a loud noise and a scary face blasted 
onto your monitor and freaked your adrenals 
into overdrive). Yeah, Paranormal Activity is 
exactly like that but without the one-trick pony 
grazing in the verdant field. It’d be laughable 
if it weren’t such a flagrant “fuck you” to fans 
of genuine horror cinema. On a hunch, I broke 
out my Hellboy Ouija board post-screening and 
very politely asked the spirits, “WTF?” To my 
surprise, the planchette did indeed begin to 
creep across the board, but the message was 
always the same: “s ... u ... c ... k ... e ... r.”

PARIS D: Cedric Klapisch; with Juliette Binoche, 

Romain Duris, Fabrice Luchini, Albert Dupontel, 
Francois Cluzet, Melanie Laurent, Kingsley Kum Abang, 
Sabrina Ouazani, Karin Viard, Zinedine Soualem. (R, 

130 min., subtitled) 

Klapisch previously covered a lot of Parisian 
ground in his 1996 breakthrough When the 
Cat's Away, but the French writer/director is 
probably best known for his recent polyglot 
picture L'auberge espagnole and its companion 
piece, Russian Dolls, which first put a tangle of 
sexy university internationals in a shared board- 
ing house and then revisited them four years 
later. They were likable if glib films, with sprawl- 
ing casts, romantic romping, a drunk’s walk of 
a plot, and, as the linchpin, amiable, puppyish 
Duris, a Klapisch regular. All of these elements 
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figure into Klapisch’s latest, although Paris is 
clearly a bid at something weightier. Taking a 
cue from the mid-Nineties tic of jigsaw plotting 
(Crash, Babel), Paris follows a half-dozen-plus 
Parisians who mostly operate in sets - siblings, 
exes, new lovers - and occasionally brush past 
one another on the street, at the fish market, 
and at the hospital. Duris plays Pierre, whose 
career as a dancer in a revue is sidelined by a 
heart ailment that’s slowly killing him; Binoche 
is Elise, his rundown, single-mom sister, so 
unlucky in love she’s close to resigning herself 
to a lifetime of frumpy jeans. Another pair of 
siblings, opposites-in-every-way middle-aged 
brothers played by Cluzet and Luchini, meet 
infrequently to discuss the impending father- 
hood of one and the May-December affair of 
the other (so very French, he texts Baudelaire 
to his sweetheart). And in far smaller subplots, 
another man awaits the arrival of his brother 
from Cameroon, while a party girl and her sister 
frequent fashion shows. There are no great 
revelations or titillations in the characters’ 
interconnectedness, but I don’t think that was 
ever Klapisch’s point. Actually, his point is fairly 
obvious - and facile - delivered more than 
once from the mouth of the dying Pierre, who 
scolds those with fully functional hearts about 
their petty complaints, and hammered home 
in the film’s exit music, Wax Tailor’s trip-hop 
remix, “Seize the Day.” For all the inelegance 
of the method of the message’s delivery, there 
is nothing inelegant about Klapisch’s aesthetic 
vision - the man has a stylish eye - or the 
actors’ performances. To a one, they’re ter- 
rific. But in this overpacked ensemble cast, it’s 
Binoche you want to see more of. The former 
ingenue, now in her mid-40s, has only grown 
more layered and luminous with age. It’s a 
foregone conclusion that her defeated Elise will 
seize the day, too, but the surprise comes with 
how artfully Binoche skirts the loaded triteness 
of the scenario for a moment of genuine and 
tender triumph. - Kimberley Jones

REVANCHE D: Gotz Spielmann; with 

Johannes Krisch, Irina Potapenko, Andreas Lust, Ursula 
Strauss, Hannes Thanheiser, Hanno Poschl. (NR, 121 min., 
subtitled) 

This film, Austria’s nominee last year for 
the Best Foreign Language Film Oscar, is a 
taut yet unpredictable psychological thriller 
that deserves wide appreciation outside its 
homeland. Writer/director Spielmann is a world- 
class storyteller who lures us in to what initially 
appears to be a seedy and familiar crime story 
about two lovers from Vienna’s lower depths 
who decide to rob a bank and flee to a better 
life in Ibiza. Alex (Krisch) is an ex-con who’s 
employed as a bouncer in a sleazy brothel. He’s 
in love with Tamara (Potapenko), an indentured 
Ukrainian prostitute, with whom he makes love 
when the boss is not looking. Of course, as 
these things go, his foolproof plan to rob the 
bank in his grandfather’s sleepy country village 
goes awry, and Alex holes up with his aged 
grandfather Hausner (Thanheiser) until he can 
figure out what to do. Nearby lives Susanne 
(Strauss), a nice woman who looks in on the old 
man, who hardly has the strength to maintain 
his farm but resists all coaxings to retire else- 
where. Susanne is married to Robert (Lust), the 
police officer who happened to stumble upon 
the robbery in progress but is unable to identi- 


fy the masked gunman. The aftereffects of 
his actions at the scene of the crime take 
an emotional toll on Robert and his mar- 
riage, which was already suffering from the 
couple’s inability to have children. The retal- 
iations we might expect, due to the film’s 
title, grow into subtle, gnawing things 
rather than any sort of bang-bang climax. 
Characters are intimately observed; their 
actions frequently say volumes more than 
their words. In his late 80s, Hausner 
seems to be little more than a doddering 
secondary character, but his silent sto- 
icism gradually assumes the film’s moral 
center. There are any number of ways in 
which this narrative might play itself out, 
yet none of the likely scenarios matches 
what eventually occurs. Spielmann’s deft 
storytelling is coupled with immaculate 
compositions that constrain the charac- 
ters as confidently as any prison bars. 
Revanche reveals Spielmann as a true 
master of his craft. - Marjorie Baumgarten

SERAPHINE D: Martin Provost; with 

Yolande Moreau, Ulrich Tukor. (NR, 125 min., subtitled) 

This rapturous, utterly engrossing 
account of the life of early 20th cen- 
tury French artist Seraphine de Senlis 
(Moreau, in an impeccably humble yet 
intellectually ecstatic performance) and 
her discovery by and association with 
German art curator Wilhelm Uhde (Tukor), 
who also happened to be her employer, 
won six Cesar awards in its native 
France, and it’s easy to see why. From 
the penniless and drudge-filled life of a 
homely housecleaner (the backbreaking 
laboriousness of scrubbing clean Uhde’s 
modest home in the township of Senlis is 
no trifling matter in either Provost’s view 
or Seraphine’s) to becoming a monetarily 
patronized cause celebre and, eventually, 
a candidate for the madhouse: What’s 
not to love? I’d heard something of 
Seraphine in my old art-history courses 
but never explored much further, to my 
great regret. That probably wouldn’t have 
been the case if I’d had Provost’s mag- 
nificently moving film as a course guide; 
Seraphine is a skillful meditation on art 
and class distinctions, the influences 
of religion and spirituality on the art- 
ist, and the harrowing, often artistically 
damaging aspects that sudden celebrity 
can bestow upon an otherwise sidelined 
personality. (It’s hard not to consider 
Seraphine’s eventual mental and artistic 
collapse, which arrives by way of the 
newfound fame she receives once she’s 
“discovered” by Uhde, a precursor to the 
egregious effects of our present celebrity- 
or-die culture - Susan Boyle of Britain's 
Got Talent comes to mind.) The ill-lit 
intersection of art and sanity has always 
been a dicey juncture. Seraphine, an out- 
sider artist before the term was invented, 
is both a cautionary tale for contemporay 
artists of all and sundry media and a 
genuinely moving portrait of the artist as 
a young(ish) scullery maid. - Marc Savlov

A WOMAN IN BERLIN D:Max 

Farberbock; with Nina Hoss, Evgeny Sidikhin, Irm Hermann, 
Rudiger Vogler, Ulrike Krumbiegel. (NR, 131 min., subtitled) 

“War changes our world,” the pro- 
tagonist, an anonymous Berliner, tells her 
Russian “protector” midway through this 
grim account of rape amid the ruins. “Love 
is no longer what it once was.” Indeed. 
Rape becomes a brutal piece of heavy 
ordnance in war, a way for the occupiers 
to crush the spirits of the occupied and to 
impose, through the aforementioned act 
of so-called “protection” (either not raping 
or raping with the psychologically scarring 
nonconsensual consent endemic when 
the victim’s life is at stake), some sort of 
punishment or fear-based order on a con- 
quered populace - or, worse, as a leisure- 
time activity on conqueror’s part. Based 
on an anonymous diary first published 15 
years after the fall of the Reichstag and 
the Third Reich, A Woman in Berlin was 
met with outrage and considered to be “an 
affront to the honor of [German women],” 
explains a final text. The anonymous 
author then withdrew her horrific mem- 
oir from any and all publication until her 
death in 2002. As directed by Farberbock 
(who also helmed the equally powerful but 
considerably more intimate Aimee & Jaguar 
in 1999), this is Pillaging and Raping 101, 
with an eye toward neither the exploitative 
nor the sentimentally overblown. Instead, 

A Woman in Berlin is like tour through the 
blast-cratered psyche of two colliding cul- 
tures, each with its own nightmarish tales 
to tell or acts of violence to experience. 
The mostly nameless Russian victors - 
exhausted, filthy, prone to lengthy bouts 
of alcohol- and trauma-fueled barbarism - 
take out their aggressions on the surviving 
female citizenry of Berlin, here personified 
by Hoss in a supremely complex and mod- 
ulated performance. After the initial fall of 
Berlin, feeding oneself became the most 
important item on any day’s agenda, which 
led, as it still does and probably always 
will, to the forced bartering of bodies and 
souls for physical sustenance. Hoss’ anon- 
ymous character eventually finds a small 
amount of pseudo-safety with a Russian 
major (Sidikhin), who carries his own ter- 
rible memories along with him even as he 
inflicts fresh new nightmares on others. 
Historically accurate down to the cartloads 
of potatoes the Red Army hauls along 
and sporting a grittily realistic production 
design that rivals or bests that of Joseph 
Vilsmaier’s epically shattered Stalingrad 
cityscape, this is that rarest of wartime 
dramas: an intimate, sorrowful glimpse 
into the heart and loins of the hellish 
aftermath of war. - Marc Savlov

The more recent tide of Middle Eastern arrivals in 
America is the subject of Jordanian-American filmmaker 
Dabis’ delightfully human and sweetly comic ode to 
the contemporary immigrant experience in a post-9/11 
“Amreeka.” Muna (Faour) is a single mother (and non- 
pious Muslim) living in the Palestinian territory with her 
teenage son, Fadi (Muallem). A completely unexpected 
stroke of good fortune nets her a U.S. green card, and 
she comes to America with plans to stay with her sister 
in Illinois. The Department of Homeland Security has 
other ideas. As a Palestinian, Muna is without a country, 
but Amreeka’ s overall tone - Dabis is working from her 
own script - is no coming-to-America nightmare. It’s a 
more gentle, hopeful farce, as Muna’s pre-existing ideas 
about life in America are challenged by the exasperating- 
ly mundane realities and cultural land mines specific to 
those newly arrived from Muslim un-countries. Faour, in 
an Oscar-worthy performance, renders Muna in shades 
of love and hope.

THE BAADER MEINHOF 
COMPLEX D: uli Edel; with Moritz Bleibtreu, 
Martina Gedeck, Johanna Wokalek, Bruno Ganz. (R, 150 min.,

At once a gripping recent-history lesson, a textbook 
example of how to be a successful homegrown terrorist 
(depending, of course, on one’s definition of “success- 
ful”), and a black-leather primer on the importance of 
haute couture when undertaking violent, revolutionary 
actions (something the previous German generation 
fully understood and embraced), The Baader Meinhof 
Complex is explosive stuff. Director Edel chronicles 
the birth and surprisingly lengthy life span of the West 
German domestic terror cadre, the Red Army Faction 
(aka the Baader-Meinhof Gang), and does so in grim 
high style and with precious little agitprop. The Baader 
Meinhof Complex is visually riveting and emotionally 
overwhelming. Edel propels the complex narrative 
and its myriad ricochets, and, shockingly, it all holds 
together. Much like in The Battle of Algiers, Edel uses 
documentary tropes to realize his overarching narrative, 
and the end result is an electrifying, morally complex 
story of the evil that men (and women) do in the name 
of the greater good.

THE BOYS ARE BACK D: Scott Hicks; with 
Clive Owen, Laura Fraser, George MacKay, Emma Booth, 
Nicholas McAnulty, Julia Blake. (PG-13, 104 min.) 

Were it not for the lovely performances, this 
movie about a widower who learns to become a 
hands-on parent to his two young sons would be 
treacly stuff indeed. As the bereaved father Joe 
Warr, Owen turns in a nicely calibrated performance 
as he learns to move on from his grief and take an 
active role in the lives of his motherless child, Artie 
(McAnulty), and his teenage son, Harry (MacKay), 
from a previous marriage. It’s the children’s perfor- 
mances that impress almost more than Owen’s, 
however, with McAnulty in particular maintaining an 
unschooled naturalism that counterbalances his 
cuteness. The plot follows a fairly routine outline as 
the all-male household gropes its way toward equi- 


librium. Unfortunately, the women in Joe’s life are all 
portrayed as meddlesome worriers. Only Joe’s dear 
departed wife, Katy (Fraser), who appears to him in 
visions, is exempt from the woman-as-spoilsport por- 
trayal.

Campion’s Bright Star (directed from her own 
screenplay) about the love affair between the poet 
John Keats (Whishaw) and the girl next door, Fanny 
Brawne (Cornish), is a thing that is both historical 
and contemporary. Covering the years 1818, when 
Keats and Brawne first met, to 1821, when the poet 
died at the age of 25, Bright Star is an evocatively 
re-created period drama. Yet these young lovers, 
despite the period’s garb and standards of deco- 
rum, could be a star-crossed couple from anywhere 
across the spectrum of human time. Also revelatory 
is Campion’s telling of this love affair from Brawne’s 
point of view. In addition to becoming another insight- 
ful Campion meditation on female sexuality (think 
The Piano and In the Cut), Bright Star helps restore 
Brawne’s historical reputation. Though Campion por- 
trays their romance as chaste, the emotions and sen- 
sations seem no less sensuous or voluptuous for it.

CAPITALISM: A LOVE STORY 

D: Michael Moore. (R, 120 min.) 

The aspects of Moore’s filmmaking that we have 
come to embrace over the years - the sloppy, sprawl- 
ing voice of the court jester and self-appointed spokes- 
man for the American people - are the very things 
that get him into trouble here. This time he tackles 
an entire “ism,” but the result is an unmethodical 
survey of a gargantuan topic. The film has a loosey- 
goosey structure that jumps all over the place showing 
examples of economic fallout in the United States. 
Capitalism, for Moore, is a national sin; he never inves- 
tigates the international interrelatedness of the capital- 
ist system. Late in the documentary, Moore declares: 
“Capitalism is an evil, and you can’t regulate evil. You 
have to eliminate it.” With this, he makes it clear that 
there is no amount of regulation or amelioration that 
will make the capitalist system acceptable to him, yet 
he recoils from using the “s” word: socialism. Instead, 
he substitutes the word “democracy” as his political 
solution to the human impulse toward greed. As if.

District 9 is a wrenching, riveting, occasion- 
ally violent, often heartbreaking, and, above all, 
socially conscious science-fiction film featuring 
seamlessly integrated CGI effects alongside flat- 
out perfect performances from its flesh-and-blood 
actors, and, best of all, it’s a love story. Produced 
by Peter Jackson and directed by Blomkamp, much 
of District 9 is shot in a documentary, “you are 
here” style, and where you are is Johannesburg, a 
metropolis over which hovers a dead alien space- 
craft of immense proportions. Its crew and occu- 
pants - thousands of them - have been packed 
into the sprawling refugee camp of the title. 

I’m hesitant to say more about the specifics of 
District 9 because so many of this film’s wonders 
are best experienced firsthand.

I Hope They Serve Beer in Hell is a cynical, borderline 
nihilistic glimpse into the minds of modern might-be 
men, and it’s a grim picture of masculinity gone sick 
and wrong. Gosse’s adaptation of twentysomething 
miscreant Tucker Max’s bestselling chronicle of his 
debauched, sozzled, and epically uncool life story 
thus far (a follow-up is forthcoming) is, like its willfully 
antagonistic protagonist, something of a train wreck. 
Tucker Max (here played by Friday Night Lights ’ Czuchry) 
abuses his friends and swills the bad life with reckless 
abandon, but he’s also a suit-and-tie guy waiting to 
happen. His llth-hour epiphany (you can’t be a total 
jerkwad forever, apparently) is as lame as a near-beer 
drinking binge. The film’s saving grace is a hilariously 
bitter performance by Bradford as Tucker’s gamer/geek 
buddy Drew, fresh out of a hellish breakup and loaded

Although The Informant!’ s screenplay (by Scott Z. 
Burns) is based on the identically titled autobiogra- 
phy of a real-life whistle-blower, the movie’s addition 
of an exclamation point to its title is revealing. That 
bit of punctuation tells us everything about the 
tone, attitude, and perspective of this comedy about 
Mark Whitacre (Damon), a scientist and high-level 
executive who exposes price-fixing in international 
agribusiness. Ultimately, the film cares nothing about 
the evils of corporate price-fixing nor the exposure 
of bad guys; it functions not as a whodunit but, 
rather, a whydunit. Damon is rock solid as the pudgy, 
toupe-wearing informant, as is Lynskey as his lov- 
ing wife. The film also represents a return to more 
audience-friendly fare after Soderbergh’s recent 
forays into more theoretical filmmaking with Che and 
The Girlfriend Experience. Maybe Soderbergh felt as 
though he already did a straight-ahead version of 
this story with Erin Brockovich and therefore decided 
to revamp the tune in the key of Richard Lester.

As with puppies and nudity, you can never go wrong 
by sprinkling a whole mess of dead Nazis in your 
film, a truism that Tarantino takes to heart in this 
glorious mash-up of the war and vengeance genres. 
Divided into chapters a la Kill Bill, Inglourious Basterds 
weaves together multiple storylines which coalesce 
into a literally explosive finale that daringly rewrites 
history. Pitt is scabrous and full of earthy wit as Lt. 
Aldo Raine. His men, christened the “Basterds” by the 
Axis, are an all-Jewish squadron of bloodthirsty Nazi 
hunters who end up going head to head with the cun- 
ning and opportunistic Ubermensch, Col. Hans Landa 
(Austrian actor Waltz), aka the “Jew Hunter,” who may 
well be the best character that Tarantino has ever 
written. For all its stylistic flourishes and interlocking 
storylines, Inglourious Basterds is, at its bullet-riddled 
core, a bloody good war movie, twisting and twisted 
and full of wordy shrapnel but no less kickass for it.

While at a weeklong 
seminar in Seattle, the place of his wife’s death, 
Burke (Eckhart) meets Eloise (Aniston), a local flo- 
rist who takes a shine to him.

nee idol, but he only pops when he’s sharpened by 
cunning or menace ( Thank You for Smoking, In the 
Company of Men); here, playing a deeply literal char- 
acter, he’s a soggy bore.

As in the the original, 
the principal characters - numbered 1 through 9 - 
are stitched-together mechanical rag dolls in varying 
degrees of soiled disuse, existing in a postapocalyp- 
tic wasteland.

Initially, neither astronaut has any idea 
of how they came to be in their present situation, 
or even what that situation might entail, but soon 
enough, flashbacks and a pair of other crew mem- 
bers (Traue and Le, who bear ill tidings and grave 
faces) arrive to flesh out a plot. In all fairness, 
the sheer, overwhelming mediocrity of everything 
- Travis Milloy’s hackneyed, ultra-derivative script, 
Alvart’s plodding pacing and dull direction, even 
the eventual crimson tide of gore that duly arrives 
just in time to keep audience members over the 
age of 13 from dozing off - may well constitute a 
new breed of horror: In space, no one can hear 
you snore.

Mayer Hawthorne, acciden- 
tal soul singer. A year ago, 
Hawthorne was the nom de porn 
of Andrew Cohen, an Ann Arbor, 
Mich., hip-hop producer better 
known as DJ Haircut. After moving 
to L.A., two of his secret stash 
R&B cuts landed in the head- 
phones of Stones Throw label 
owner Peanut Butter Wolf. 

“I never intended for those 
songs to be released or heard by 
the public,” Hawthorne insists. “At 
first Wolf thought they were old 
songs I had dug up on vinyl from 
the Sixties or Seventies. He really 
didn’t believe it was me, and it 
took a good deal of convincing for 
him to believe it. Once he realized 
it was really me, he was like, ‘Holy 
shit, I wanna sign you!”' 


Hawthorne played all the instru- 
ments on those heartbreak 
originals, one of which - “Just Ain’t 
Gonna Work Out” - is crooned in 
an intoxicating falsetto. The song 
you weren’t supposed to hear is 
now the lead single for A Strange 
Arrangement, one of the year’s most 
buzzed-about albums. The set mines 
Motown, to be sure, but gives daps 
to Dilla while cruisin’ with Smokey 
Robinson to keep things fresh. 

“I wanted the album to give you 
that timeless, warm feeling you get 
when you listen to classic soul, 
but I wasn’t interested in creating 
a throwback or retro album. I grew 
up as a hip-hop DJ. I’m trying to 
make music that when kids listen 
to it, it doesn’t feel like it’s their 
parents’ music.” - Thomas Fawcett

I DON'T WANT THE GOVERNMENT 
TO TAKE MY PROPERTY 

I’ve received multiple notices from the government in recent 
months saying it wants to take a portion of my property to huild huge, 
ugly electric transmission lines and towers. Can it take my property 
without my consent? What are my rights in this situation? 

The government seeks to exercise its power of emi- 
nent domain by condemning your property for electric 
transmission lines. Under certain circumstances, emi- 
nent domain allows the government (and other entities 
authorized by the government) to condemn and force 
the sale of private property for public purposes. 

While the government’s power to take private property 
has always generated discussion, the recent news cover- 
age of the border fence, the Trans-Texas Corridor, and the 
popular and legislative responses to the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s 2005 decision in Kelo v. City of New London have 
fanned the flames of the eminent domain debate and made 
private property rights and condemnation hot topics. 

The current attention on eminent domain issues 
is likely to continue. As Texas’ population grows, the 
government’s desire to build infrastructure - highways, 
roads, rail lines, electric transmission lines, and pipelines 
- to accommodate population growth will continue. 
Add in federal stimulus funds, which provide immediate 
money for projects that stalled in previous years due to 
lack of government funding sources, and it becomes 
evident that the number of Texas landowners impacted 
by condemnation will increase in the coming years. 

Central Texas landowners are being affected by many 
recent condemnation projects. For example, the state’s 
road projects (Highway 130 and Highway 45) required 
government acquisition of private property from hundreds 
of landowners. The Lower Colorado River Authority and 
Oncor are currendy acquiring private property to build 
a major electric transmission line that will also impact 
hundreds of Central Texas landowners. And due to the 
development of West Texas wind energy, electric compa- 
nies (including the LCRA and Oncor) are planning to build 
hundreds of miles of electric transmission lines through 
the Hill Country and West Texas that will negatively impact 
the private-property rights of thousands of landowners. 

If you are a landowner who could face future con- 
demnation, be sure to read the next few weeks of “The 
Common Law,” as upcoming columns will address the 
condemnation process and protecting landowners’ rights.

ANTIFREEZE NOT SAFE 
FOR INGESTION BY 
ANIMALS OR HUMANS 

Dear Tom and Ray : 

You mentioned in a recent column that ethylene 
glycol (antifreeze) is toxic to animals. Is it also 
toxic to humans? I’m a doctor, and I prescribe a 
medicine for my patients that cleans out their colon 
called GoLytely (which makes a person do anything 
but go lightly). The main ingredient in GoLytely is 
polyethylene glycol, which sounds an awful lot like 
ethylene glycol, or antifreeze. So, when I prescribe 
GoLytely to prepare my patients for a colonoscopy, 
am I really prescribing antifreeze? If so, could I just 
tell my patients to down a gallon of Prestone and save 
themselves a trip to the pharmacy? - Dan 

TOM: Well, sending off your colonoscopy 
patients with a bottle of Prestone is contra- 
indicated, Doc. I wouldn’t recommend it. 

RAY: Although, wait a minute. Antifreeze 
does have rust inhibitors. Maybe they’ll keep the 
arteries clean? 

TOM: You won’t need arteries if you ingest 
antifreeze. The two substances are related 
(they’re polymers, as we chemists say), but they 
have very different effects on the human body. 
Polyethylene glycol - the stuff you give your 
patients - is a very large molecule, too big to be 
easily absorbed by the body. Its job is to block 
the absorption of water. 

RAY: So when your patients drink 1 7 gallons 
of water with their GoLytely, as instructed, all 
that unabsorbed water acts as a “flush,” which is 
what your patients end up doing all night before 
their procedure. 

TOM: Ethylene glycol (antifreeze), on the other 
hand, is a very small molecule that is absorbed 
by the intestines. And according to Dr. Arthur J. 
Berman, assistant professor of clinical medicine 
at Columbia University Medical Center and a 
GoLytely prescriber himself, if you ingest anti- 
freeze, getting your annual colonoscopy is the last 
thing you’ll have to worry about. 

RAY: He tells us that in humans, ethylene 
glycol is metabolized into oxalic acid, a poison 
that affects the brain, the heart, and - if you live 
long enough - the kidneys. 

TOM: So, Prestone is not a substitute for 
GoLytely. On the other hand, I’m eager to find 
out whether GoLytely can be a substitute for 
Prestone. So if you’ll write me a prescription, 
I’ll throw a gallon in my trunk. And next time I 
overheat, I’ll pour it in the radiator and ask my 
health insurer for reimbursement.

It’s been nearly a generation since Rick Linklater’s seminal film established 
Austin as the center of the slacker universe, a lazy little college town where peo- 
ple mostly just sat around talking about weird, esoteric shit and did little else 
(except wander off in a sort of ADD tangent to the next vignette). Apparendy, 
a lot of people saw Slacker and said to themselves, “I can do that! I can do 
nothing!” and moved here in droves. Initially some were old-school hand-to- 
mouth slackers who came for the cheap booze, drugs, rent, and slutty women, 
all of which could easily be had by working a 20-hour shift at Thundercloud. 

Then came the second 
tier: folks who identi- 
fied with the slacker 
lifestyle and aesthetic 
but were also able to 
pony up the increasing 
rents for slacker havens 
like SoCo, SoLa, NoFo, 
and Crestview. These 
semislackers often held down real jobs and were closet competents, regardless 
of their full-sleeve arm tattoos and ear pegs. Instead of getting shit-canned on 
Natty Light, Lone Star, Pearl and PBR, they enjoyed the more moderate, epicu- 
rean buzz of boutique brews like Fat Tire, Boodegger Brown Ale, Sierra Nevada, 
and Firemans 4. Instead of gut-bombing wicked hangovers at places like the 
Tamale House, Arandas, Taco Shack, and the occasional construction site roach 
wagon, they had sit-down breakfasts at places like Giiero’s, Curra’s, Maria’s 
Taco Xpress, Pato’s, and Changos. No shame in those names, quality is quality, 
but quality isn’t a regular part of the slacker budget. Sometime around the turn 
of the millennium came the third tier of slackers: the dot-com cash-outs and 
trust fund babies; late-in-the-gamers who also bought into Austin’s weirdness 
fully, first with their pocketbooks and then their hearts, so much so that they 
even created marketing campaigns to keep weirdness from being gentrified . . . 
albeit a day late and a dollar short. Their “no worries,” casual Friday approach 
to slackerdom was genuine - why sweat the small stuff when you truly don’t 
have to sweat the small stuff? - as was their utter oblivion to the fact that they 
were pricing the old-school slackers into the hipster wilderness of far East 
Austin (they eventually priced them out of that as well). For the latecomers, 
slackerdom is more a destination vacation than a journey of personal discovery. 
They’ve opened cute, hyperspecialized boutiques; bought overpriced condos; 
and actually pay for extravagances like valet parking and bottle service. What 
was unthinkable back in the day is commonplace now. It’s still Austin, just an 
entirely different Austin. Yes, there are still plenty of unshaven, jort-wearing, 
tattooed grad school dropouts with part-time jobs who share a rent house with 
five other overeducated, undermotivated velvet ratters, but they’re feeling the 
pinch. That East Austin shotgun shack is four times what it was back in the 
day. You could try to work that early Nineties slacker budget nowadays, but 
that lifestyle is now called homelessness - and no, you’re not fooling anybody 
by parking your rusty old shit-beater van down the street from Epoch. Makes 
you long for the good old days when slackin’ was cheap and your landlord 
passed out fliers for his interpretive dance performance. Those days may be 
gone, but you can relive them this weekend when the Lebowski Fest rolls into 
town on its Speed of Sound tour. For an unslackerly $45, you can attend Friday 
night’s Big Lebowski screening at Stubb’s and Saturday night’s bowling party at 
Highland Lanes. This is your chance to feel what it’s like to actually dress up 
as an old-school slacker ... or one of the many other zany characters from this 
Coen Brothers’ cult classic. So maybe Lebowski Fest is as close as you’ll ever 
come to actual slacking, but that’s probably a good thing.
